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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I -The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of the 
Main Estimates. 


Part IJ - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable 
the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on ot before March 1. 


Part Ill - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an organisation’s main 
priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including links to related resource 
requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and 
contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the 
Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which 
may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved against 
planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most recently 
completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers 
who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, the first document in 
early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is identified alphabetically A, B, 
C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource priorities. 
In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 
Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Foreword 


Departmental performance reports play a key role in the cycle of planning, monitoring, 
evaluating, and reporting results to Parliament and citizens. They are at the heart of 
accountability in government. 


Departments and agencies are encouraged to prepare their reports following principles for 
effective public reporting (provided in the Guide to the Preparation of Part III of the 2005- 

2006 Estimates - Reports on Plans and Priorities and Departmental Performance Reports:

Based on these principles, an effective report provides a coherent and balanced picture of 
performance that is brief and to the point. It focuses on outcomes (benefits to Canadians and 
Canadian society) and describes the contribution the organisation has made toward those 
outcomes. It sets performance in context, associates performance with earlier commitments, 
explains any changes, and discusses risks and challenges faced by the organisation in 
delivering on these commitments. Achievements realised in partnership with other 
governmental and non-governmental organisations are also discussed. Supporting the need 
for responsible spending, it links resources to results. Finally, the report is credible because 
it substantiates the performance information with appropriate methodologies and relevant 
data.

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Minister’s Message 


Canada’s international development program is a concrete 
expression of Canadians’ compassion for those less fortunate. 


Our Canadian values of freedom, democracy, rule of law, and 
respect for human rights were at the core of the Canadian 
International Development Agency’s (CIDA’s) delivery on the 
commitments made in its 2005-2006 Report on Plans and 
Priorities. In 2005-2006, the Agency’s development efforts 
were translated in reconstruction projects in Asian countries 
affected by the disastrous tsunami of December 2004; programs 
to fight HIV/AIDS, tuberculosis, and other contagious diseases 
worldwide; basic education of millions more children in Africa; 
raising the incomes of people living in poverty, particularly women; and major 
contributions to the recovery of countries in crisis, such as Afghanistan and Haiti. 


When the nations of the world met at a special session of the United Nations General 
Assembly in the fall of 2005, it was reported that in the last decade, some 130 million 
fewer people were living in extreme poverty. Canada has played an important role in this 
accomplishment. Basic education is a key priority in Canada’s development assistance 
programming. We will continue to support countries in accelerating their progress toward 
ensuring that every girl and boy is able to access and complete free, compulsory, quality 
basic education. Canada has also taken a leadership role in tuberculosis control, with 
estimates by the World Health Organization indicating that CIDA’s support has saved the 
lives of nearly one million people. 


Democratic governance, including respect for human rights, is an essential pillar of 
effective development. States such as Haiti and Afghanistan warrant special attention 
because of the security, stability, and poverty reduction challenges they present to their 
own citizens, to Canada, and to development cooperation in general. 


In Haiti, CIDA provided critical support for a wide range of activities, including the 
registration of more than 3.5 million Haitian electors and the successful conduct of the 
presidential election in February 2006. 


CIDA is actively involved in Afghanistan. Along with other donors, CIDA has 
contributed to a wide range of activities, from helping Afghans, mostly women, benefit 
from microcredit programs, to providing humanitarian assistance and vocational training. 
Multiyear, multidimensional contributions rank Canada among the top five donors in 
Afghanistan and strengthen our role in that country. 


Canadian aid is effective, but we can do better. Both the Speech from the Throne and 
Budget 2006 outlined the federal government’s commitment to strengthen the 
effectiveness of Canada’s aid and to double international assistance by 2010-2011 (from 
2001-2002 levels). With accountability, effectiveness, and sustainability of results in 
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mind, CIDA is working to ensure that aid delivery capitalizes on the lessons it has 
learned and the foundations it has built. 


To this end, we are strengthening our aid effectiveness agenda by ensuring that the 
Agency has a more strategic focus, increasingly robust program delivery, more effective 
use of Agency resources, and a clear accountability for results. We will also continue to 
focus on gender equality as a critical area for reaching development goals and poverty 
reduction. 


Canada is well positioned to meet the challenges ahead, to confront poverty alongside its 
partners in development, and to serve the needs of the poor in ways that are effective, 
sustainable, and driven to achieve tangible results. 


This document is a window on some of the advances that have been made by CIDA in 
the past year. I invite all Canadians to read it, and I respectfully table it for Parliament’s 
consideration.

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SECTION I: DEPARTMENTAL OVERVIEW 


1.1 Summary Information 


Canada has been a strong and long-time supporter of international development 
cooperation. It formalized its own international development efforts in 1960 with the 
establishment of the External Aid Office and, in 1968, CIDA was established to 
administer the bulk of Canada’s development assistance program in Africa and the 
Middle East, the Americas, and Asia. 


Today, through CIDA, Canada responds to some of the world’s most urgent challenges, 
including poverty, disease, lack of education, environmental deterioration, conflict, 
human rights’ violations, and poor governance. In our increasingly interdependent world, 
CIDA and its partners play a key role in promoting human development and contributing 
to global prosperity and security. 


Mandate: To support sustainable development in developing countries in order to 
reduce poverty and contribute to a more secure, equitable, and prosperous world; to 
support democratic development and economic liberalization in the countries of Central 
and Eastern Europe and Central Asia; and to support international efforts to reduce 
threats to international and Canadian security. 


Benefits to Canadians: The aid program plays an important role in Canada’s global 
reach and influence; provides a concrete expression of values that Canadians cherish, 
such as humanitarianism, democracy, and human rights; provides security, control of 
population movements and immigration, as well as protection from global diseases; 
builds long-term relationships with some of the fastest-growing economies in the world; 
and helps make the world more secure for Canadians.

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1.2 Departmental Performance 


1.2.1 The Development Challenge 
The Global Picture 


In September 2000, Canada was among the 191 countries that adopted the United Nations 
(UN) Millennium Declaration, which led to the Millennium Development Goals 
(MDGs).” The MDGs are a set of specific targets, to be reached by 2015, for poverty and 
hunger eradication, health, education, gender equality, environmental sustainability, and 
global partnership. 


When the nations of the world met at a special session of the UN General Assembly in 
the fall of 2005 to assess progress against the MDGs, it was reported that in the last 
decade, while the world’s population grew by another one-half billion people: 


e incomes had increased by 21 percent; 

e some 130 million fewer people were living in extreme poverty (on less than one 
dollar a day); 

e completion of primary education had risen from 73 to 81 percent; 

e one million people living with HIV/AIDS were receiving treatment, up from 
100,000 as recently as 2000; and 

e access to safe drinking water in urban areas had increased to 83 percent. 


Tremendous efforts have been made by developing countries to achieve such results. The 
support of their financial and technical partners in the international community, including 
donors such as Canada, has more than often played an important role. To cite just two 
examples, CIDA’s ongoing support to basic education programs in Africa has helped to 
enable an additional 6.8 million children, more than one-half of them girls, to attend 
school since 2000, and CIDA’s contribution of $20 million to the Canadian Red Cross 
has provided long-lasting insecticidal bednets for more than two million young children 
in Africa, which to date has averted an estimated 50,000 deaths from malaria, including 
23,000 in Ethiopia. 


Significant progress, particularly in the last five years, has been possible in part because 
of the international agreement on common objectives—the MDGs. The scope and 
sustainability of this progress is also the result of greater development effectiveness on 
the part of both developing countries and their international partners, including Canada. 


However, despite the concrete progress noted in the UN Secretary General’s report for 
the Millennium + Five Review,’ developing countries still face enormous challenges. The 
UN Human Development Report for 2005 notes that nearly 2.5 billion people still 
struggle to survive on less than US$2 a day; every year, more than 10 million children

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under five die of preventable diseases and one-half million women die from 
complications of childbirth; some 38.6 million people—men, women, and children— 
were HIV-positive; more than 115 million children were not in school; and more than 


850 million people, one third of them preschool children, were malnourished. Set against 
a backdrop of environmental deterioration, poor governance, and ongoing conflict in 
many countries, these conditions indicate that accelerated efforts are needed if the world 
is to achieve the MDGs by 2015. 


The Regional Perspective 


e Africa has made significant gains in economic stabilization in the last decade, 


averaging about 5 percent growth in gross domestic product per year. In addition, most 
countries have made concrete progress toward the MDGs and many will be able to 
meet the targets in education. Although behind schedule, progress in poverty reduction 
and health has also been made. There have been advances in controlling HIV/AIDS, 
however, the disease has not yet reached its peak and it continues to negatively affect 
African economies and societies. Initiatives to halt and/or reverse land degradation 
have helped to make progress on food security issues. 


Africa is also making steady but uneven progress in democratic governance. A number 
of peaceful, contested, multi-party elections were held in 2005, reinforcing a generally 
positive trend. Some setbacks have continued, however, in the areas of human rights’ 
violations, conflicts, and brutally contested elections. Encouraging trends have been 
seen in increased efforts to find African solutions to African problems through the 
New Partnership for Africa’s Development (NEPAD) and increased country 
leadership. 


e Asia has seen remarkable economic growth in the last decade, particularly in China 
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and India. Extreme poverty (less than one dollar a day) has fallen from affecting one in 
three people to one in five today. However, Asia is still home to two thirds of the 
world’s poorest people, and the gaps between rich and poor have widened. Asia is 
expected to achieve several of the MDGs, including those in child health, and hunger 
and poverty reduction. Among the challenges still facing Asia are economic and 
political volatility and institutional weaknesses, which continue to hamper progress 
and make it vulnerable to terrorism. HIV/AIDS, Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome 
(SARS), avian influenza, and vulnerability to climate change continue to be ongoing 
threats. Afghanistan also presents development challenges that need to be addressed 
in a coherent cross government approach. 


Every country in Latin America and the Caribbean, except Cuba, has a 
democratically elected government. However, the failure to close the extraordinary 
gap between rich and poor is a threat to social and political stability. The region 
experienced moderate economic growth in the last several years, and prospects for the 
Caribbean improved in early 2006 with the launch of the Caribbean Single Market. 
Most countries in the region are free-market democracies, and regional ties continue to 
grow. Most countries are expected to achieve the MDGs in education, health, and 
hunger reduction, with many making concrete progress toward reducing poverty. 
However, the region is subject to the destabilizing effects of deep income disparities, 
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serious national debt, vulnerability to extreme weather events and natural disasters, 
and increasing crime rates. 


e In Eastern Europe, the Middle East and the Maghreb, there are varying levels of 
economic performance, poverty, and social needs across these regions. The benefits of 
economic growth are sometimes unevenly distributed and pockets of significant 
poverty do exist. In some areas, particularly in parts of the Middle East, unstable 
security situations slow progress toward further development. In many countries, 
efforts are underway to strengthen public institutions, improve local business 
environments, and enhance education systems. 


Strong, effective aid programs make a critical contribution in support of social, economic, 
and political development in developing countries. Canadians have consistently 
supported their aid program since its earliest years, and have expressed interest in the 
effectiveness of Canada’s development assistance. Strengthening aid effectiveness has 
been a priority for the international community, and much has been learned in the last 
decade. Both donors and recipient countries have committed themselves to improving the 
delivery of aid, and Canada has been active in promoting solutions that increase the long- 
term impact and sustainability of aid, including promoting shared accountability of the 
development process. 


1.2.2 CIDA’s Domestic Operating Environment 


CIDA’s goal of poverty reduction, promotion of human rights, and increased sustainable 
development is supported through country-to-country programs and through support to 
the development initiatives of its multilateral and Canadian partners. These programs are 
administered by CIDA staff at the Agency’s headquarters in Gatineau, Quebec, as well as 
in the field where CIDA’s presence helps strengthen partnerships and ensure the 
appropriateness of programming. In 2005-2006, CIDA had 114 employees posted in 
Canadian missions and embassies and supervised 172 locally engaged employees. 


The Role of Partners in Canada’s Aid Program 


The delivery of these programs depends upon the collaboration of a wide range of 
partners in Canada and abroad. In particular, CIDA works closely with many Canadian 
non-governmental organizations (NGOs), including volunteer-sending, private sector, 
and faith-based organizations, educational institutions, professional associations, 
cooperatives, and unions. All of these Canadian partners work in close collaboration with 
their counterparts in developing countries. 


CIDA has built close partnerships with a number of other federal government 
departments and agencies, including the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade (DFAIT), the Department of Justice Canada, the Department of Finance Canada, 
Natural Resources Canada, Health Canada, Industry Canada, Statistics Canada, the 
Department of Agriculture and Agri-Food, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, and 
the International Development Research Centre. The Agency also works with 
provincial/territorial and municipal authorities across the country. 
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Globally, CIDA works with a number of local developing country and international 
NGOs, as well as with local governments. Other partners include international financial 
institutions such as the World Bank, the UN system, regional development banks, and 
regional organizations such as the African Union, the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
organization, the Organization for Security and Co-operation in Europe, and the 
Organization of American States, and special global partnerships, such as the Global 
Fund to Fight HIV/AIDS, Tuberculosis, and Malaria (GFATM). 


CIDA’s Budget: The International Assistance Envelope 


In 2005-2006, CIDA’s authorized budget was $3.3 billion and its actual spending was 
$3.1 billion, disbursed mainly through grants and contributions. The unused authorities 
can be explained as follows: a technical adjustment of $180 million due to expenditure 
management mechanisms used during election periods; $55 million to use in 2006-2007 
for programming in Afghanistan; and, $20 million reprofiled in favour of the Canadian 
Investment Fund for Africa. CIDA’s budget is part of the International Assistance 
Envelope (IAE), a jointly-managed envelope which funds official development assistance 
(ODA),’ as defined by the Organisation for Economic Co-operation and Development’s 
(OECD’s) Development Assistance Committee (DAC), as well as a range of other 
activities that do not fall within the parameters of that definition, such as the G8 Threat 
Reduction Initiative for nuclear and chemical weapons dismantling in the former Soviet 
Union. 


The IAE is comprised of five separate pools to provide a coordinated and flexible 
approach to Canada’s international assistance: development, international financial 
institutions, peace and security, crisis, and development research. CIDA is responsible for 
managing the development pool, accounting for most of the IAE funding, and for co- 
managing the crisis pool with DFAIT, in consultation with the Department of Finance 
Canada, the Privy Council Office, and TBS. 


This framework supports coherent priority-setting across all government departments 
participating in the aid program, decentralized management with clear accountability, 
transparency in the allocation of new resources, predictability in budgeting, and stability 
in programming. 


Increasing the Effectiveness of CIDA’s Program 


Over the last several years, CIDA has been improving its development practices to 
increase aid effectiveness and achieve maximum impact for the resources it spends. In 
2005-2006, the Agency continued to focus its program and its resources. Several 
countries in Eastern Europe and Asia no longer needed large-scale interventions and

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graduated from the bilateral assistance program, while Agency resources continued to 
concentrate in support of assistance to Africa. 


CIDA promoted harmonization among donors by continuing to develop common 
policies, practices, standards, and procedures to avoid duplication, ensure efficiency, and 
increase the sustainable impact of the contributions of all partners. CIDA also encouraged 
donor efforts to respect host country priorities and systems to reinforce developing 
country ownership of the development process. 


As part of the Agency’s efforts to promote cross-government coherence and to work 
more strategically with its partners from other government departments, CIDA began 
discussions with several departments and agencies to formalize future collaboration (see 
section 2.4, Policy Coherence). 


In 2005, the international community of aid donors and recipient countries reached a 
consensus, reflected in the Paris Declaration on Aid Effectiveness (2005),° on key 
principles for effective development including developing country ownership and 
leadership, donor alignment and harmonization, management for results, and mutual 
accountability. 


The Speech from the Throne explicitly conveyed the government’s commitment to 
accountability and the effective use of aid resources. With the lessons learned 
internationally on what makes aid work as its foundation, and this renewed emphasis at 
home on the effectiveness of Canadian development assistance, CIDA is implementing a 
new four-part agenda for aid effectiveness which includes: a strategic focus of aid 
programming; strengthened program delivery; effective use of the Agency’s resources, 
including a strengthened field presence; and clear accountability for results. This agenda 
will drive policy and programming in the months ahead as CIDA continues to develop 
and implement measures to increase aid effectiveness such as stepping up geographic 
concentration. 


1.2.3 2005-2006 Departmental Priorities

Strategic Outcome: Sustainable development to reduce poverty in the poorest countries, 
measured through progress on the development goals of economic well-being, social 
development, environmental sustainability, and governance. 


Alignment to Government of Canada Outcomes: Canada’s aid program contributes 
directly to the Government of Canada’s strategic outcome of global poverty reduction through 
sustainable development, as described in Canada’s Performance 2006. The aid program also 
contributes indirectly to other outcomes, including a more secure world through international 
cooperation, and to a prosperous Canada through global commerce.

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In its 2005—2006 Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP), CIDA indicated that it would 

focus on the five priorities of: 

e Health, especially the fight against HIV/AIDS: Focus on prevention and control of 
high-burden, communicable, poverty-linked diseases, especially HIV/AIDS, 
improving infant, child, and maternal health, improving water and sanitation, and 
strengthening health systems; 

e Basic education: Assist countries to ensure boys and girls can access and complete 
free, compulsory, and quality basic education; 

e Governance: Support good governance by promoting public sector reform and the 
rule of law; building democratic institutions and processes that engage all members of 
society, protection of human rights, and attention to conflict prevention, post-conflict 
reconstruction, peacebuilding, and security; 

e Private sector development: Assist countries to strengthen their private sectors as the 
main engine for economic growth by strengthening the legal and regulatory 
framework for business; promoting entrepreneurship, especially through access to 
financing for women and skills development, and facilitating connections to markets; 
and 

e Tsunami relief and reconstruction: Support relief and reconstruction for tsunami- 
affected countries, focusing on the most-affected areas of Sri Lanka and Indonesia. 


It is important to note that while the Agency focused on these priorities, programming 
continued in other areas where Canada has a significant role to play and the needs are 
great. For example, environmental sustainability and gender equality (1.e. equality 
between women and men, girls and boys) are two themes that cut across all departmental 
priorities and were also directly supported by CIDA during the year. 


In addition, CIDA responded effectively to significant crises—the earthquake in South 
Asia, destructive hurricanes in the Americas, drought in Africa, and the ongoing conflict 
in Darfur—while strengthening both the international and Canadian humanitarian 
systems. Important efforts were also made to strengthen CIDA’s own humanitarian 
response in line with the Principles and Good Practice of Humanitarian Donorship.°

1.2.4 2005-2006 Departmental Performance and Report Card 


This is the third year that CIDA is using a “report card” format to outline its performance 
against commitments set out in the RPP. During the fiscal year, CIDA made significant 
progress in the development of a revised performance measurement framework that will 
allow the Agency to improve its capacity to communicate to Canadians its contribution to 
the broader objectives of poverty reduction, promotion of human rights, and increased 
sustainable development. The framework will be completed during the 2006-2007 fiscal 
year and will outline clear results statements, supported by indicators and targets, thus 
strengthening the Agency’s capacity to assess its performance. In addition, the Minister 
will release, during this fiscal year, the first “Annual Report on Development Results”. 
This report will be the Agency’s first attempt at synthesizing, for Canadians, the progress 
recipient country partners have made through the efforts of both CIDA and the global aid 


community. 


At this time, CIDA’s “report card” reflects the results of a process of reflection and self- 


assessment internal to the Agency.

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The Agency saw clear and measurable progress across all its programs in the priority 
areas. This progress includes increased access to basic education, especially for girls; 
wider access to health care and improved health outcomes, including for people living 
with HIV/AIDS; improved access to safe drinking water; improved governance, 
particularly in the fight against corruption, improved management of public finances, and 
stronger commitment to democracy and human rights; and increased incomes and 
stronger enabling environments for private sector development. Furthermore, CIDA was 
able to assist more than two million people affected by the Indian Ocean tsunami through 
immediate humanitarian assistance and ongoing reconstruction efforts in housing, food, 
and water, health care, and recovery of their livelihoods. CIDA strives to maximize the 
sustainability of development results by showing leadership in innovative programming 
that presents opportunities for greatest impact. 


In recent years, CIDA has sponsored world-class research on HIV transmission and 
resistance, helping to advance the international community’s capacity to develop 
appropriate responses. Fiscal year 2005—2006 also saw progress in the strengthening of 
health systems, particularly in Africa. In collaboration with the Government of Tanzania, 
the World Bank, and Canada’s International Development Research Centre, CIDA 
launched the Zonal Roll-out for Essential Health Interventions project, building upon the 
Tanzania Essential Health Interventions Program. This multi-year research and action 
initiative showed how effective, integrated primary health care programs can meet and 
surpass the MDGs. CIDA has also greatly contributed to the advances made in combating 
diseases such has tuberculosis with more than four million people cured and 500,000 
lives saved since 2000, and vaccinating groups at risk with 9.4 million children 
vaccinated against diphtheria, tetanus, and pertussis, and 41.6 million children vaccinated 
against hepatitis B. 


In 2005-2006, more than 28 percent of the Agency’s budget went toward health and 
nutrition initiatives. Over the past five years, CIDA has contributed approximately $740 
million to the global response to HIV/AIDS, including $296 million through GFATM, 
which is the AIDS portion of Canada’s overall contribution of $528 million to the Fund 
during this period. 


CIDA had committed more than $33 million for projects to respond to both animal and 
human aspects of avian influenza, largely centred on high-risk countries in Asia. It is 
implementing a coordinated program with two broad goals of responding to and 
mitigating the impact of animal and human avian influenza; and building capacity, at 
both the country and international level, for the coordination, monitoring, and evaluation 
of the international response. CIDA and other federal departments are collaborating with 
multilateral organizations such as the World Health Organization, the World Bank and 
the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations, as well as regional 
organizations and country programs in South East Asia and Africa. 


CIDA’s multilateral programs rose to significant global challenges in both health 


(including HIV/AIDS) and emergency/humanitarian situations in 2005-2006, exceeding 
the Agency’s original disbursement plans. The Agency worked with the UN and other 
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donors to create better and faster health and humanitarian response mechanisms. 
Important efforts were made to strengthen CIDA’s own humanitarian response, including 
further untying of its food aid. 


Internationally, Canada has also played a strong supporting role in the Education For All 
(EFA) initiative, beginning in 2000 in Dakar, and continuing within the EFA Working 
Groups, and in the EFA-Fast Track Initiative. CIDA’s investment in basic education has 
more than doubled over 2000 levels to reach $223.8 million in 2005-2006. Additionally, 
Canada honoured its commitment to achieve and maintain an investment level of $100 
million per year for basic education in Africa by 2005. Canada was highlighted in the 2005 
EFA Global Monitoring Report as a case study in the achievement of high standards in 
education. Canada is recognized for its experience and expertise in education-related fields 
such as curricula development and training of teachers. CIDA’s support to this sector 
contributed to 6.8 million more children enrolled in school since 2000 in a number of African 
countries, including Tanzania, books being available for more than 3.5 million school 
children in Mozambique, and the establishment of more than 37,000 schools serving 1.4 
million children (poor, disabled, minorities, mostly girls) in Bangladesh. 


Overall, CIDA’s investments in basic education dropped during the year in review, primarily 
because the implementation of some projects has been delayed until 2006-2007. 


CIDA made notable gains in its support of private sector development during 2005-2006. 
The Agency launched new programs to foster foreign investment and strengthen local 
business support organizations, with special attention to the needs of micro and small- 
sized enterprises. The Agency achieved numerous concrete results through innovative 
investments. For example, investments under the small and medium-sized enterprises 
(SMEs) program resulted in a reduction in business licensing time in Egypt’s Dakhalia 
Governorate from 336 to 15 days, encouraging more business start-ups and expansions. 
This breakthrough Canadian model now is being replicated in other countries. CIDA 
programming also lead to the creation of more than 5,000 jobs by Indonesian SMEs in 
manufacturing, processing, and retail clusters, and some 65 microfinance institutions in 
Bangladesh becoming self-sustainable and serving more than 195,000 clients. 


Since becoming fully operational in June 2005, the Canada Investment Fund for Africa 
(CIFA) has raised US $212 million for private sector investments into Africa. While still 
at the early stage, CIFA investments will lead to job creation, increased income, and 
improved local community infrastructure and services in Burkina Faso, Democratic 
Republic of Congo, Nigeria, Rwanda, Senegal, South Africa and Tunisia. 


Good governance and human rights figured prominently as priority sectors for the 
international community, including Canada. Donors explicitly recognize the role of good 
governance in ensuring stability and security in recipient countries and at home, and the 
performance of institutions for the sustainability of development results. CIDA’s Canada 
Corps evolved as a centre of expertise for democratic governance, engaging in strategic 
partnerships with other government departments, such as Statistics Canada and the Office of 
the Auditor General, that have key expertise in governance-related fields, in order to respond 
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to recipient-country demands for technical support. As well, Canada Corps supported an 
unprecedented Canadian presence facilitating the fair and transparent conduct of elections 
critical to the stability of countries such as Haiti and Afghanistan. Moreover, the Agency 
played a key role in Canada’s responses to crises in fragile states such as Afghanistan and 
Sudan, proving the relevance of development to global peace and security. 


Canada continued to be a lead donor in Haiti’s reconstruction program, which accounts 
for about 37 percent of CIDA’s bilateral budget for the region. The election of a new 
government and the end of the transition period allows CIDA to plan projects and 
programs aimed at more long-term results. 


Some concrete examples of results achieved in governance in the 2005-2006 fiscal year 
include the creation of permanent national voter registry and the registration of 8.5 million 
voters in Tanzania, key reforms in public administration, gender equality, and European 
integration through policy support in Ukraine, and 43,000 women elected to local 
government in Pakistan. 


Box 1: The Auditor General Assesses CIDA’s Response to the Tsunami 


To evaluate CIDA's response to the tsunami, the Office of the Auditor General of Canada 
examined whether CIDA had matched the funds contributed by individual Canadians and the 
progress that had been made in spending the funds as intended; whether CIDA had adequately 
defined roles, responsibilities, and expected results for its post-tsunami relief program in an 
overall framework; and what efforts CIDA had made in coordinating relief efforts between different 
governments and relief agencies. 


The Auditor's November 2005 report provided independent confirmation that CIDA's portion of the 
post-tsunami response was well managed. The report stated that CIDA had generally managed 
its grant agreements well and had established a satisfactory accountability framework for this 
five-year program. The report also applauded CIDA’s efforts to establish a matching funds 
program in the middle of the tsunami disaster response activities. 


The 2004 Indian Ocean tsunami affected more than seven million people in 10 countries. The 
Canadian response was overwhelming and CIDA strived to translate Canadians’ compassion 
into effective aid. Relief and reconstruction efforts continued in 2005-2006 and proved 
challenging given the difficult work environment of the devastated region. Highlights, 
however, include the restoration of agriculture, fishing, small enterprise, and vocational 
training for more than 16,000 people and the reopening of the port of Banda Aceh. 


The tsunami’s unparalleled scope and response provided important lessons with respect to 
post-disaster assessment and effective coordination. These lessons learned allowed the 
Agency to more effectively meet other humanitarian assistance demands such as those 
following the devastating earthquake in Pakistan.

* The planned spending number of $565 million includes the four pillars of governance (freedom, democracy, 
human rights and the rule of law), peace and security, general budget support as well as some funding to civil 
society. The actual spending of $376.7 represents a clearer and more focused definition of governance, and 
therefore, includes the four pillars of governance only. 


Note: Environmental sustainability and gender equality (i.e. equality between women and men, girls and boys) are 
two themes that cut across all departmental priorities. 


Cross-cutting Issues 


CIDA concentrated its activities in the priority areas identified in its 2005-2006 RPP; 
however, all its interventions, regardless of sector, include gender equality and 
environmental considerations to ensure that the needs and priorities of women and men 
are taken into account, and that the health of the natural environment is maintained and, 
where possible, strengthened. 


Gender equality reflects Canadian values and international commitments to human rights 
and sustainable development. Support for and promotion of gender equality is essential to 
achieving CIDA’s over-arching goals of sustainable development and poverty reduction. 
Women make up the majority of the world’s poor. By improving their access to and 
control over resources, promoting the human rights of women and girls, and increasing 
their participation in decision-making, women become more able to move out of poverty. 
CIDA promotes women’s equal participation in decision-making, full realization of their 
human rights, and equal access to and control over the resources and benefits of 
development. CIDA, in particular, is recognized as an international leader in this area. 


CIDA achieves gender equality results through policy dialogue. The Agency currently 
leads donor dialogue forums on gender equality in Kenya, Cameroon, Nigeria, Burkina 
Faso, and Mozambique, and actively participates in many other countries. CIDA’s 
participation in these forums has led to improved gender-sensitivity of government laws 


7. 2005-2006 departmental priorities represent a significant portion of the Agency’s programming. The remainder of 
the Agency’s budget ($762.4 million) is allocated to activities (e.g. humanitarian assistance, environment, and gender 
equality) that are in addition to highlighted priorities. 
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and activities. For example, in Mozambique, donor advocacy led to the integration of 
gender equality results into the latest version of the country’s poverty reduction strategy 
paper and the approval of the Protocol to the African Charter on Women’s Rights. 


With respect to the environment, CIDA also systematically integrates the environment in 
all its decision-making processes. New projects that fall under the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Act are assessed for their environmental impact. As well, 
CIDA conducts a strategic environmental assessment of any policy, plan, and program 
that requires approval by the Minister. The Agency has also developed and implemented, 
as a pilot, a tool to capture how the environment has been integrated in all investments. 


Box 2: African Water Facility 


Canada, through the Canada Fund for Africa, was the first donor to the African Water Facility 
(AWF). The Canadian contribution of $20 million allowed the AWF to become operational in 
March 2005 and activities commenced in January 2006. Six other donors have also joined the 
AWF, including the European Union, which has committed $28 million, and France which 
contributed $17 million. Today, the Facility is an example of aid effectiveness where donors have 
pooled their resources for a total commitment of $83.5 million. The AWF provides grants to create 
an enabling environment, and capital investments in water and sanitation infrastructure. Initially 
developed by African water stakeholders, the AWF is led by the African Ministers’ Council on 
Water and administered by the African Development Bank. 


Management Improvements 


In its assessment of CIDA against its Management Accountability Framework, TBS 

noted the Agency’s leadership in the management of the IAE. By being at the forefront of 
an international shift in program delivery that promotes integration and collaboration 
among donor agencies and recipient countries, CIDA’s proposed approach to allocating 
increases in funding largely facilitated agreement and alignment of funding with the 
government’s priorities. 


Measuring results is a critical element in CIDA’s efforts to improve the effectiveness of 
its programming and CIDA’s ability to report to Canadians. As one donor, among many, 
contributing to a partner country’s development results, CIDA can make a partial link 
between the resources it invests and the overall development results achieved. 


The Agency has been refining its performance management systems within a continuous 
approach that links planning, resourcing, implementation, monitoring, and reporting. 
These now have been integrated into a new Management Resources and Results Structure 
(MRRS) in line with government policy. The new structure is based on a logic model that 
allows explicit measurement of the Agency’s contribution to each of its partners’ 
achievements of intended results. 


The Agency’s capacity to meet its RPP commitments was supported by its Policy, 
Communications, and Human Resources and Corporate Services functions. 
Communications, which plays an important role in achieving transparency and 
accountability with both decision-makers and the Canadian public, extended its reach 
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during the year, funding numerous broadcast projects on Canada’s response to the 
tsunami and reaching hundreds of thousands of students through school-based programs 
and products. 


Reforms in human resource management included establishment of a corporate human 
resources planning function to ensure appropriate integration of human resources in all 
planning activities. In addition, a centre for workplace well-being was established to 
bring together informal conflict management services with counselling, organization 
development and management consultation, values and ethics, and prevention of 
harassment. 


1.2.5 Factors Affecting Performance in 2005-2006 


CIDA works in some of the world’s riskiest environments where extreme poverty and 
social marginalization, armed conflicts and natural disasters, famine and infectious 
disease, and political and economic instability are prevalent. In 2005—2006, CIDA 
responded to a number of natural disasters, including hurricanes Stan and Ivan in the 
Caribbean; floods in Guyana, famine in Niger, and the October 2005 earthquake in 
Pakistan. CIDA continued to provide ongoing post-tsunami relief as well as rehabilitation 
in South East Asia. 


The Agency also responded to changes in the international social and political 
environment. The victory of Hamas in the January 2006 Palestinian legislative elections 
led to the suspension of all direct assistance to the Palestinian Authority. However, 
Canada continues to support the humanitarian needs of Palestinians through contributions 
to multilateral institutions and other partners. 


Another major change occurred in Afghanistan, with Canada taking responsibility for the 
Provincial Reconstruction Team in Kandahar province in August 2005, and assuming 
command of the multinational brigade headquarters. Because of the highly volatile 
security situation in this area, CIDA intensified its coordination and collaboration with 
DFAIT, the RCMP, and National Defence and the Canadian Forces, particularly in 
support of Canadian efforts to encourage community participation in local development 
projects. 


The case of Sudan demonstrates CIDA’s ability to respond effectively to emerging crises. 
In early April 2005, Canada pledged $90 million to support the signature of the 
Comprehensive Peace Agreement that ended Africa’s longest civil war. A greater portion 
of this funding was earmarked to allow the Government of Sudan and the Government of 
South Sudan to rebuild their infrastructures and their capacities to respond to the needs of 
their populations. A portion ($28 million) was allocated to support displaced people and 
other communities of Darfur, where the security situation had deteriorated rapidly. 


The transition that followed the Canadian federal election led to a reflection on 


development priorities that has resulted in a stronger focus on aid effectiveness. The 
2006-2007 RPP reflects this new orientation. 
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Resource Reallocation: In line with the government’s commitment in Budget 2006 to 
fiscal restraint and alignment of expenditures to results, CIDA has continued to review its 
programs to identify opportunities for reallocation of financial resources based on new 
and emerging government priorities. One important example in 2005—2006 is CIDA’s 
internal reallocations to finance its commitments to post-tsunami reconstruction efforts. 
Another is the decision to ensure that a renewed commitment is demonstrated to 
Canadian partners, recognizing their important contributions to development. Savings 
were achieved through reductions to, or phasing out of, certain programs (e.g. in India) 
and through the reduction of operational costs of other programs. 


CIDA’s Transformation Initiative: In 2005—2006, CIDA renewed its efforts to 
strengthen the alignment of programming, policies, and practices with the evolving 
Canadian policy environment. Particular attention was paid to achieving greater strategic 
focus, improving business processes, and putting employees at the heart of the Agency’s 
transformation. 


Communications and Public Engagement Challenges: CIDA has developed a wide 
range of approaches, activities, and products that inform Canadians of its efforts to 
address development challenges, while also engaging them in helping to shape Canada’s 
international development agenda. In 2005-2006, as in previous years, CIDA used a 
variety of communications tools to provide information in response to public demands, 
tailoring its approaches to the needs of specific audiences. These tools have included the 
Agency’s website,® where extensive descriptions of CIDA’s projects and strategies are 
posted; participation in major international and small-scale conferences; public speeches 
by CIDA officials; support for the production of films, videos, radio documentaries, and 
newspaper and magazine features on development; news releases and responses to media 
requests; and responses to inquiries from the public. To engage Canadians, CIDA has 
also supported events, consultations, and exchanges involving Canadian and international 
partner organizations and individuals. These efforts to publicize development work are 
often rewarded by increased understanding as well as the engagement of Canadians. 


Lessons from Experience 


As a learning organization, CIDA continues to benefit from its experience and 
incorporates into its programming the findings of its audits, evaluations, and related 
assessments of projects, programs, sectors, and institutions. In 2005-2006, a number of 
important lessons were underlined: 


Strengthening institutional performance and accountability is a critical success factor: 
CIDA has made governance, including human rights, democratic development, the rule 
of law, peace support operations, and public sector capacity building, a high priority in its 
country programming. Good governance is a key element in efforts toward poverty 
reduction in developing countries, as well as a key condition for the recovery of fragile 
states emerging from conflict. Despite worldwide progress, conflict, corruption, lack of

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respect for human rights (especially for women), and inadequate public services continue 
to challenge many countries. 


Development results can be achieved through a variety of partners including partner 
governments, local civil society, and multilateral organizations. However, substantial 
progress and sustainable results depend upon public institutions that are clearly 
accountable for their actions. In countries where there is sufficient political will to engage 
in institutional transformation and scaling up of public services to the poor, CIDA and 
other donors are increasingly collaborating in program-based approaches (PBAs),’ where 
they are more appropriate than individual projects. These approaches bring together a 
group of donors, under the host country’s leadership, in a single comprehensive program 
supported by a single budget and harmonized donor procedures, in support of that 
country’s poverty reduction programs. This entails working with country systems rather 
than establishing parallel structures and, for that reason, requires concerted effort to 
increase the performance of those systems over time, including in such crucial areas as 
public financial management and procurement. CIDA’s program in Tanzania figures 
prominently among its successes in PBA implementation, in large part because of the 
Government of Tanzania’s advanced programming, budgeting, and monitoring capacities, 
the result of concerted efforts in recent years to reform and improve their public financial 
management system. 


That same foundation does not exist everywhere. In some cases, training and other 
special efforts are required to prepare the ground. In Nicaragua, for example, the 
development of PBAs remains a new approach to development assistance, for donors as 
well as for the host government. As a result, the Government of Nicaragua has 
recommended that personnel in all central ministries be trained on these approaches and 
how they contribute to national development plans, to provide a strong foundation for 
planning and implementing new programs. 


Risk management requires a variety of mitigation strategies, prior to and during 
implementation of programming: In the complex, high-risk environments that 
characterize development work in general, CIDA uses a whole range of strategies to 
minimize risk and its impact. While taking into account different country contexts, CIDA 
applies a strong governance and risk analysis and develops appropriate contingency 
plans; monitors and reassesses its programming on an ongoing basis; prioritizes donor 
coordination and multilateral contributions to maximize project leverage; helps build and 
support institutions insulated from political interference; provides training and capacity- 
building to strengthen groups and institutions; maximizes the inclusion of local civil 
society; strengthens financial monitoring and controls; and remains agile and flexible in 
programming. 


9. PBAs are a way of engaging in development cooperation based on the principles of coordinated support for a locally 
owned program of development (e.g. a national development strategy, a sector program, a thematic program, or a 
program of a specific organization). PBAs are characterized by: their host country or organization leadership; a single 
comprehensive program and budget framework; a formalized process for donor coordination and harmonization of 
donor procedures (reporting, budgeting, financial management, and procurement); and efforts to increase the use of 
local systems for program design and implementation, financial management, monitoring, and evaluation. 
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In Ethiopia, CIDA, in close collaboration with other donors, reacted quickly to the 
governance and human rights’ concerns that emerged in the wake of the May 2005 
election. CIDA and other donors suspended general budget support in order to send a 
strong message to the Government of Ethiopia to reinforce the importance of good 
governance and respect for human rights. CIDA reallocated some funding to the 
humanitarian and food security initiatives of the United Nations Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF) and the World Food Programme to ensure that this decision did not penalize 
Ethiopia’s poor. 


Partnership building, based on clearly defined roles and responsibilities, contributes to 
demonstrated outcomes: The ability of CIDA’s Canadian civil society partners to 
catalyze, maintain, and leverage positive partnerships between all participating 
organizations in the field is a key element in ensuring positive outcomes for the projects 
they support. Some Canadian partners have developed detailed strategies, which clearly 
identify principles for partnership with their developing country counterparts, criteria for 
partner selection, and the expected roles of each partner. These guidelines are then used 
in partnership agreements with their developing country counterpart, thus raising the 
responsibility for maintaining the partnerships from an individual to an organizational 
level. Furthermore, in 2005—2006, CIDA began a major review and renewal of its 
partnership programming. A Task Force now is coordinating the review. 


Fragile states present special challenges in aid coordination: Canada is coordinating an 
OECD pilot project in Haiti to test the principles of engagement in fragile states. Within 
the context of the 2004 Interim Framework for Cooperation, which is based on 
ownership, harmonization, and alignment, CIDA has learned the following lessons: 
e never underestimate the amount of time or resources needed to ensure 
coordination and alignment of policies in a fragile state; 
e the principles of aid effectiveness all still apply, but their implementation must be 
adapted to the context of each country; 
e the smooth operation of the coordinating structure requires ongoing strengthening 
and adaptation, and the challenge now is to respond appropriately to the return of 
a democratically-elected administration; and 
e policy dialogue has enabled CIDA to influence negotiations and decisions on the 
electoral process, implementation of the cooperation framework, and support for 
the reform of Haiti’s national police force. 


CIDA will continue to support the development and dissemination of the findings of 


independent audits and evaluations, and promote learning from these, in order to improve 
the effectiveness of its programming and that of its partners.

SECTION II: ANALYSIS OF PROGRAM 


ACTIVITIES 


2.1 Geographic Programs 


Description: The four geographic branches, responsible for county-to-country programs in Africa, Asia, the 
Americas, and Europe, the Middle East and Maghreb, enable the Government of Canada to plan and execute 
international cooperation activities through direct links with governments and organizations in developing 


countries. 


Results statement: Canada’s bilateral development assistance efforts have an impact on the achievement of 


the MDGs, as part of a worldwide collaborative effort of donors and partner countries.

Geographic programs are delivered through agreements between Canada and developing 
countries. CIDA focuses its efforts in a number of developing countries and its 
cooperation programs and projects are implemented with the help of partners from 
government, volunteer and private sectors in Canada, the developing country and the 
international development community. The geographic programs engage in programming 
tailored to the unique priorities and challenges of each partner country such that they 
support the country’s national development plan or poverty reduction strategy.

Increasing Aid Effectiveness 


CIDA’s ongoing commitment to increasing the impact and effectiveness of Canadian aid 
resulted in a more strategic focus during 2005—2006. In particular, to meet its 
commitment to greater geographic concentration, CIDA made progress in the ongoing 
process of assessing bilateral partner countries against a number of criteria such that, 
during 2005-2006, 80 percent of CIDA’s geographic program funding was focused in 
32 countries. 


CIDA continued to reduce the number of countries in which it supported bilateral 
programming during this period. For example, in March 2005, all country-specific 
funding ended for the countries of Central and Eastern Europe’” that acceded, in the 
previous year, to the European Union, with the exception of funding provided through the 
Official Development Assistance in Central Europe Program. As set out in the 
2005-2006 RPP, CIDA supported the new status of these EU accession countries as 
donors, helping them to develop co-funding arrangements for projects in Eastern and 
Southern Europe, Asia, and Africa. As of March 2006, CIDA also ended all bilateral 
projects in Romania and Bulgaria. Other bilateral country programs that have been 
phased out during the year include those in Barbados, Trinidad and Tobago, Belize, 
Suriname, India, and Thailand. Meanwhile, CIDA proceeded with the intensification of 
its programming in Africa and is on track to meet its commitment to increasing aid to the 
continent. 


Canada’s agenda for aid effectiveness acknowledges that resources should be targeted not 
only in a limited number of countries where allocations are linked to partner country 
improvements in governance, but also in a smaller number of sectors where Canada can 
make a difference. The Agency has, therefore, been reducing the number of sectoral 
priorities within which it works. For example, CIDA’s Bolivia program has reduced the

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number of sectors in which it works from eight in the 1990s to three in 2005—2006— 
governance, health, and water and sanitation, the last of which will eventually be 
integrated into health. 


CIDA recognizes that an increased presence in the field facilitates the development of 
stronger relationships with partners and enables it to be present at the table to ensure the 
development of effective, comprehensive programs omy with national government, 
donor, and civil society partners. 


Box 3: Supporting Country Ownership in Vietnam 


CIDA’s Vietnam program directly strengthens aid effectiveness by supporting a number of 
initiatives that increase local ownership. The program's framework is closely aligned with 
Vietnam’s Comprehensive Poverty Reduction and Growth Strategy. At the macro level, the 
Agency assists Vietnam through a multidonor Poverty Reduction Support Credit, and as a 
member of the donor-government Partnership Group on Aid Effectiveness. This is complemented 
by the Good Governance and Aid Effectiveness Facility ($10 million) which supports multidonor 
initiatives that strengthen core government systems and improve the effectiveness of public 
investments, in line with the Vietnam Action Plan for public administration reform and aid 
effectiveness. At the project level, provincial and local authorities directly implement a number of 
projects in the agriculture and/or rural development sectors, thus adhering to an approach that 
promotes local ownership, not only at the national level, but also at other levels of government in 
Vietnam. 


In the Americas, CIDA has been working toward increased local ownership in all its 
program plans to align with national development priorities and country poverty 
strategies. For example, the decentralized model of the Honduras program facilitated 
local ownership by working directly, on an ongoing basis, with Honduran government 
and civil society organizations to nurture capacity and engagement. 


Africa has enjoyed considerable success in the area of donor coordination and 
harmonization, and many countries have benefited from CIDA’s commitment to 
delivering aid effectively in the region. In Malawi, for example, the program has been 
successful in aligning its systems and programs with other partners and is enhancing 
accountability by working with parliamentary committees and government ministries, as 
well as providing capacity building in educational procurement systems. 


The Agency’s country development program frameworks incorporate lessons learned 
from earlier programming, creating an analytical and strategic framework to guide 
CIDA’s programming decisions. Among other practicalities, the frameworks allow for 
the assessment of the enabling environment for increased engagement in PBAs. CIDA’s 
investment in PBAs has increased progressively from 1.3 percent of bilateral aid 
disbursements in 2000-2001, to 23.9 percent in 2005-2006. 
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Box 4: Programming for Effective Aid in Ghana 


Ghana is a long-standing CIDA partner. To promote harmonization, there is an explicit 
arrangement between donors and the government that ensures better alignment, coordination, 
and effectiveness with specific targets that are consistent with principles of the Paris Declaration 
on Aid Effectiveness. 


For its part, CIDA has aligned all its bilateral interventions in support of Ghana's Growth and 
Poverty Reduction Strategy (GPRS II). The bilateral program has also adopted a variety of new 
programming approaches that adhere to the established principles of effective aid. Many of these 
use and strengthen country systems, and are complementary in order to better manage risks. 
They include general budget support, sector budget support (food security/agriculture), district- 
level budget support, pooled support for civil society organizations, traditional projects, and hybrid 
project models that link direct financial support to government with capacity development and 
facilitation through a Canadian coordinating agency. This increased use of PBAs has been 
achieved in harmony with other donors and represents an important trend in development 
assistance in Ghana. 


As a result, Ghana is firmly on track to meet the MDG of eradicating extreme poverty by 2015. 
Poverty related spending has increased over the past few years, reaching 8.5 percent of its gross 
domestic product in 2005. Much of this spending has funded delivery of social services such as 
health and education. Progress in the education sector has meant increasing numbers of children 
entering school and progressing through the system. A major breakthrough was the nation-wide 
abolition of mandatory school fees for basic education beginning in the 2005—2006 academic 
year. The gender parity index has also narrowed. Gradual improvements in the delivery of a 
number of critical health outputs have also taken place. Recent indications are that the HIV 
prevalence rate may be dropping. 


The 2005—2006 RPP commitment to improve donor coordination in the Balkans was 
achieved. All new agreements and contracts emphasize the need for ongoing donor 
coordination and include this as a reportable activity. Significant attention was focused on 
meeting and coordinating with other donors during project design to ensure efforts were 
complementary. 


The joint approach to programming also leads to joint assessments, lessons learned, and 
new ways of collaboration to inform the work of the rest of the Agency. For example, in 
2005-2006, CIDA collaborated with its African and donor partners in the Strategic 
Partnership for Africa on improving the effectiveness of sector and budget support. The 
lessons from this and other experiences are shared with Agency colleagues through 
various learning events and the production of tools such as guides on due diligence and 
on the effective use of PBAs and their modalities. 


Gender Equality and Environmental Sustainability 


These cross-cutting issues continued to be an essential component of CIDA programming 
in 2005-2006. For example, in Egypt, all projects incorporate gender equality results and 
all medium to large projects have a gender equality focal point.'' CIDA has also played 
an active role in launching and maintaining priority sector coordination groups on

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environment and gender in Nigeria. In Bolivia, CIDA continued to strengthen Vice- 
Ministry for Gender's capacity to promote equality amongst women and men in 
collaboration with other donor agencies via an innovative Gender Basket Fund. A major 
initiative in Eastern Europe and Central Asia has helped build the capacity of public 
sector and civil society partners to integrate environmental issues that impact on conflict 
and security into their policies, plans, and programs, serving not only to promote 
environmental sustainability, but also better governance. 


Programming in Support of CIDA’s Priorities 


The 2005-2006 fiscal year saw CIDA’s geographic programs making concrete 
accomplishments on health (including HIV/AIDS), basic education, governance (human 
rights, democratic development, the rule of law, peace support operations, and public 
sector capacity building) and private sector development—enhancing the Canadian 
contribution to the MDGs—as well as the ongoing commitment to relief and 
reconstruction in tsunami-affected countries. Progress in governance also helped make 
these gains sustainable. 


The following section is an overview of representative programs and activities, in 
addition to the results highlighted in the first section, that contributed to the 
implementation of CIDA’s priorities as outlined in the 2005-2006 RPP. 


Health 


The link between good health and learning, productivity, poverty reduction, and the 
capacity of individuals to participate in their communities is direct and immediate. Health 
is critical to sustainable development and all people are entitled to the highest attainable 
standard of health. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA supported considerable progress in strengthening health systems in 
partner countries and in providing essential services to an increasing number of people. In 
Honduras, for example, a stronger health information system has improved service 
delivery, contributing to nearly 100 percent coverage in immunization of children under 
five in target areas. In Asia, concrete results were achieved in HIV/AIDS programming; 
for example, there was a 28 percent reduction of HIV prevalence among young women in 
a project area in Karnataka, India. 


HIV/AIDS programming dominated health programming in Africa. In Nigeria, the 
country with the third-highest number of people living with HIV/AIDS in the world, 
Canadian support enabled the government to integrate gender equality and human rights’ 
considerations into its national strategy. This approach now is being replicated in other 
West African countries. Progress was also strong in fighting communicable diseases in 
areas supported by CIDA. For example, in Mali, 100 percent of children under five have 
been vaccinated against polio. In Europe, the public health system in the Balkans has 
been strengthened, leading to expansion of services, including the establishment of 

22 rehabilitation centres for people with disabilities in Republika Srpska in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 
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Box 5: Health in Mali 


Since 2003, CIDA’s Africa Branch has funded Mali’s national health and social development 
program, which targets the four poor regions of Kayes, Timbuktu, Kidal, and Gao. More than 
20 percent of program disbursements, or $3.8 million, went to the health sector in 2005-2006. 


The program has helped to improve access to basic health services in the past year, in 
cooperation with its Canadian partners, the international community, and the Government of Mali. 
Progress has been observed in the accessibility and use of services. In the Kayes region, for 
example, access to basic services within a five kilometre radius increased from 31 percent 

in 2003 to 41 percent in 2005. Under-five vaccine coverage increased from 45 percent in 2003 to 
81 percent in 2005. Treated bednet coverage exceeded the Abuja target of 60 percent; in 

late 2005, the figure was 69 percent for pregnant women and 61 percent for children under one 
year old. 


Technical support aims to build the capacities of regional health institutions. Thus, at community 
health centres in the Kayes region, staff members have been trained and now can offer basic 
health services. Better management of obstetrical emergencies has also been observed in this 
region. 


In 2005-2006, Canada led and played an active role in the strong aid coordination mechanism 
that allows monitoring and evaluation between donors and the ministries of health, social 
development, solidarity, and seniors. 


Basic Education 


Completion of at least four years of basic education has a dramatic impact on personal 
and family health, productivity and income, and community participation. Basic 
education, especially for girls, is considered one of the best investments in sustainable 
development that a country can make. 


The first of the MDG time-bound goals in education — eliminating gender disparity in 
primary and secondary education by 2005 — has been missed. However, in 2005-2006, 
CIDA contributed to considerable gains in access to, and quality of, basic education, 
notably in Sub-Saharan Africa, the region facing the greatest challenges in meeting the 
MDGs of universal primary education by 2015 and elimination of gender disparity at all 
levels of education also by 2015. 
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Box 6: Basic Education: A Leap Forward for Africa 


CIDA’s ongoing support to basic education programs in Africa has helped to enable an additional 
6.8 million children, more than one-half of them girls, to attend school since 2000. In 2005-2006, 
CIDA’s investment in education in Sub-Saharan Africa led to tangible results in increased access 
for boys and girls. As a key donor in several multidonor programs, CIDA contributed to the 
following achievements: 


Access to education: Net enrolment rates in Senegal rose from 54.4 percent in 2000 to 

66.1 percent in 2004, with significant increases for girls; in Tanzania, the rate rose from 51.4 
percent in 2000 to 91.4 percent in 2005; and Mozambique exceeded its objective of 79 percent, 
reaching 83.4 percent in 2005, according to government data. 


Gender gaps remain despite these improvements. However, it is worth noting that countries such 
as Tanzania, Kenya and Malawi are approaching gender parity in primary education enrolment. 


Literacy: Senegal provided literacy training to 128,301 people, of which 75 percent were women, 
in 2005. That same year, the country’s literacy rate rose to 53.6 percent, an increase of 
3.2 points. 


Quality of education: Kenya was able to distribute nine million textbooks to 18,500 schools, 
reducing the book-to-student ratio from 1:15 in 2004 to 1:3 in primary school and to 1:2 for the 
secondary level. Mozambique distributed 10 million notebooks and teachers’ manuals, and its 
Secondary School Teacher Education Project has achieved its objectives and now is being 
managed by local partners. In Senegal, efforts to improve the quality of education have resulted 
in a drop in repetition rates. 


Institutional development: Support to ministries of education for piloting, implementing, and 
follow-up of national education development plans has enabled several partners to profit from 
lessons learned, such as the discovery of resistance to change in ministries in Burkina Faso and 
Mali which was blocking development of a new organizational culture and utilization of modern 
management methods. Support to strengthen gender equality also continued. 


Marked advances were also made in the other regions. In Egypt, CIDA facilitated the 
development of a Gender Team within the Ministry of Education, and helped enhance the 
participation of women in school councils and education committees. In Latin America, 
where enrolment rates are higher, CIDA focused on improving quality through 
strengthened administrative systems and through skills upgrading for teachers. For 
example, training of 275 “distance” education teachers in Guyana is leading to increased 
pass rates in indigenous communities. In Asia, increases in the number of teachers and 
schools have expanded access to disadvantaged communities. A project in Vietnam 
contributed to the opening of 400 new primary schools and facilitated the development of 
national guidelines for inclusive education, including children with disabilities. 
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Box 7: Rural Education in Peru 


CIDA's focus in Peru is on basic education, with emphasis on rural education. Two principal 
education initiatives continued to be implemented in 2005—2006—Improvement of Basic 
Education or PROMEB (total funding $5 million; disbursements, 2001-2006, $4.3 million) and the 
locally managed fund for Peruvian education (total funding $1.12 million; disbursements 2003— 
2007 $697,000). 


The mid-term evaluation of PROMEB highlighted the important innovative models in terms of 
teachers’ training. The diploma program for Peruvian teachers, developed through PROMEB, 
was repeated with success for a third year, engaging families and communities in education, 
early childhood education, and improving literacy skills. The good visibility of this project has 
allowed CIDA to make important linkages with the Ministry of Education, where the project is well 
known and respected. To date, 392 teachers and 9,245 students have benefited from this 
initiative. 


In the Balkans, the Educator Development Program (EDP), a regional capacity-building 
initiative, has successfully contributed to education reforms in Serbia, including Kosovo 
and Montenegro. In Kosovo, where the majority of the EDP budget is disbursed ($14.65 
million of the total $17.8 million), 11,000 practicing educators have received sustainable, 
self-financing teacher training. In preparation for a new generation of teachers, a Faculty 
of Education at the University of Pristina has been established, replacing four out-dated 
teacher colleges and making the level of education consistent with European standards. 


Governance 


Aid is most effective in countries where governance (including human rights, democratic 
development, the rule of law, peace support operations, and public sector capacity 
building) is sound. Development can only be sustainable if the host country’s government 
assumes responsibility for the effective management of its own programs and activities, 
and where the host country’s citizens can exercise their rights and responsibilities as 
individuals and as members of a community. Governance and human rights are a high 
priority for CIDA. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA’s support for local governmental and non-governmental institutions 
led to major improvements in the observance of human rights, democratic processes, 
accountable government, and post-conflict recovery. Among the highlights of the year 
was the campaign by the African Parliamentarians’ Network Against Corruption to 
ensure that the African Union’s Convention Against Corruption is integrated into national 
legislation—and public discourse—across the continent. Democratic development was 
also a focus of activity, particularly in support to electoral processes. A strengthened 
national elections commission in Bolivia presided over an election which, although 
sudden, was free, fair, transparent, and inclusive, and reduced social tensions and 
conflict; and support to the electoral process in Iraq, including a multidonor post-electoral 
assessment, helped contribute to democratic development in that country. 


Decentralization initiatives were also supported in 2005-2006. For example, a new 
government decentralization framework in Indonesia has set the stage for financial 
reforms in more than 440 local governments. While positive results have been achieved 
in Pakistan, decentralization moved more slowly because of the weakness of local 
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governments and continuing opposition to devolution at the provincial level. Institutional 
strengthening, particularly for government processes and systems, had tangible results. 
For example, improved government procurement and contracting processes in Nicaragua 
led to savings ranging from 16.2 percent to 65 percent in purchases of essential 
commodities and a 50 percent reduction in the duration of the international public bidding 
process. 


CIDA continued to support human rights, ombudsman offices, and other public-interest 
organizations and institutions linking governments to the public. In the area of human 
rights, programs in peaceful conflict resolution are helping children in Colombia affected 
by conflict to reduce the level of violence in their lives and remain in school. Through its 
parliamentary strengthening program, the Canada Fund for Africa supported parliament 
and civil society in Niger to produce a handbook for female candidates on conducting an 
effective electoral campaign. In the 2005 national election, the number of female 
parliamentarians increased from one to 14, and six women were appointed to ministerial 
posts. 


Box 8: Strengthening the Rule of Law in the Balkans 


CIDA’s rule of law program in the Balkans continued to contribute to accessible, transparent, and 
effective justice systems that support the democratic application and enforcement of the rule of 
law. The program funded several initiatives in judicial training, correctional services, and civilian 
deployment. 


A $1 million grant to the UN Development Programme (UNDP) for the Judicial Training Centre 
(JTC) in Serbia has helped to establish and build the capacity of this institution in a number of 
areas, including curriculum development. The JTC has built upon local, regional, and international 
channels of communication with the judiciary and government officials, thereby fostering 
knowledge sharing and creating professional networks. A judicial training resource database has 
been developed to provide the JTC, 26 district courts, and the judiciary with information on 
training activities. The new national judicial reform strategy in Serbia has positioned the JTC as 
the primary institute to provide training to the judiciary. 


As well, through a $1 million grant to the Council of Europe, the Balkans program contributed to 
introducing modern prison management systems in Bosnia and Herzegovina that conform to 
European standards. Through another project, Canadian civilian experts in information 
technology, finance, and prosecution were deployed to the High Judicial Prosecutorial Council in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. Information management efficiency in courts has been improved and, 
working together with the Prosecutorial Council’s information management team, more than 

50 percent of the judiciary staff have received training. 


CIDA placed particular attention on states in crisis during 2005-2006. In so doing, CIDA 
has worked diligently in a collaborative and coherent manner with other federal 
departments to optimize policy and programming coherence. 


In Iraq, Canada contributed to a number of reconstruction initiatives, including support to 
the electoral process through both the International Reconstruction Fund Facility for Iraq 
and the International Mission for Iraqi Elections for monitoring and reporting, a media 
capacity building initiative, and a Jordanian-based police-training program. 
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Canada is playing a key role in rebuilding Haiti. It is coordinating its resources and 
activities in an integrated approach to strengthen good governance and democracy in 
Haiti. It also aims to make the country more secure to address basic human needs. In 
addition, Canada has provided 100 police officers for the United Nations Stabilization 
Mission in Haiti and made an extra effort by sending another 25 Canadian experts on 
police services. Canada has also achieved outstanding results in Haiti’s electric power 
sector, security, infrastructure, agriculture, microcredit, and collective achievements with 
other donor countries. CIDA has been key in supporting conditions for the successful 
presidential and legislative elections that took place in February (see Box 17) and April 
2006 and the smoothest transition of power in Haiti recent history. 


In Afghanistan, CIDA provided support for a wide range of activities, including the 
successful parliamentary elections held on September 18, 2005, and the Afghanistan 
Reconstruction Trust Fund, which included funding for the National Solidarity Program 
and the costs of the day-to-day operations of the government. The Making Budgets Work 
project strengthened the budgetary process, showing particular progress in accelerating 
the timetable for producing interim and revised budgets. 


These multiyear, multidimensional contributions rank Canada among the top five donors 
in Afghanistan and strengthen our role in that country. Canada’s initiatives in Kandahar 
are unique and constitute the leading edge in cross-government coherence on the ground. 
In August 2005, Canada assumed command of the Kandahar Provincial Reconstruction 
Team (PRT), an effort involving National Defence and the Canadian Forces, DFAIT, 
CIDA, and the RCMP. The PRT can facilitate quick and direct implementation of 
projects in remote communities. CIDA’s new Confidence in Government (CIG) program 
seeks to promote consultation between government and remote communities. Local 
ownership of the CIG process is key to further community participation, ensuring that 
CIG program structures are the right fit for the local context. 


The inauguration of the Afghan Parliament in December 2005 fulfilled the final 
benchmark of the 2001 Bonn Agreement. The Government of Afghanistan recently 
released the Afghanistan Compact and the Interim Afghan National Development 
Strategy (ANDS), which will serve as the Government’s interim poverty reduction 
strategy. CIDA was invited by the government to chair an external advisory group, which 
coordinated donor input to the ANDS. 


Private Sector Development 


Private sector development is the engine of sustainable economic growth in any country. 
The resources it provides are essential for poverty reduction. It not only increases wealth 
in the community, but also generates tax revenues to enable government to support social 
programs and create an enabling environment for continued growth. 


CIDA continued to make concrete progress in private sector development in 2005-2006, 
both in strengthening the general business environment and in creating opportunities for 
small entrepreneurs, especially women. Among the highlights of the year was support to 
financial institutions that serve the poor, such as in Ukraine, where technical assistance to 
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partner banks has increased access to credit for small and medium-sized entrepreneurs 
through the establishment of a profitable local financial institution with approximately 
94,000 SMEs clients. In Afghanistan, support to the Microfinance Investment Support 
Facility has made funds and training available to a range of local lending institutions, 
which provided loans to more than 176,000 clients, 75 percent of whom were women. In 
Jamaica, CIDA’s Credit for Micro and Small Enterprise project, launched in 2002 and 
designed to create and support Micro Enterprise Financing Limited, has disbursed more 
than 8,062 loans, serves more than 1,500 clients, and has grown to the point where 
lending is offered in all seven targeted inner city communities and now has expanded into 
rural areas. 


Research support has benefited producers. New bean varieties being grown in Africa, for 
example, have improved productivity, nutrition, and sales, generating an average annual 
income of $700 in Malawi in 2005—2006. Regulatory reform has benefited both rural and 
urban entrepreneurs. For example, reductions in the time it takes to open a small business 
have helped small businesspeople in Ghana and Mozambique. And, technical assistance 
in trade policy formulation, negotiations, and implementation of trade agreements has 
benefited government and private sector organizations in all regions. At the exporter 
level, improved trade information helped Ghanaian horticultural producers achieve export 
sales of $2 million in 2005—2006. 


Box 9: Small and Medium Enterprises Program Review in Egypt 


CIDA, in collaboration with the Centre for Project Evaluation and Macroeconomics Analysis of the 
Egyptian Ministry of International Cooperation, conducted a review of the SMEs program. The 
Review focused on identifying results achieved over the last five years and important lessons 
learned. CIDA’s 2001-2011 program framework for Egypt supports Egypt in its efforts to reduce 
poverty of the country’s marginalized groups, in particular women and children/youth. SME 
programming aimed at fostering better employment opportunities has been a major component of 
the program over the years, and 11 projects, valued at $107 million, have been operational during 
the last five years. 


The review concluded that CIDA's SME programming in Egypt has achieved important results 
and has been successful in integrating the principles of strengthening aid effectiveness into its 
activities. The review offered recommendations in areas such as: funding a new national policy 
project to support the evolution of the policy environment; identifying methods for further building 
of networks between projects and diverse partners and moving the donor coordination agenda 
forward; clarifying the program results framework; further clarifying the intentions of the cross- 
cutting themes for supporting the SME development agenda; and putting greater emphasis on 
and thought into how successful initiatives can be replicated. 


Within the resources available, the program will continue to create and share knowledge through 
new and existing networks, including enhanced donor coordination, and examine how the results 
of the program can be sustained, enhanced, and expanded in other parts of Egypt. 


Tsunami Relief and Reconstruction 


The December 2004 Indian Ocean earthquake and tsunami affected more than 

seven million people in 10 countries. In response, the Government of Canada committed 
$425 million, of which $383 million is managed by CIDA. CIDA’s tsunami envelope is 
used to fund short-term relief and rehabilitation activities, and longer-term reconstruction

programming, principally in Indonesia and Sri Lanka. Although much of the relief was 
provided in 2004—2005, efforts continued into 2005-2006. CIDA contributed more than 
$130 million to the relief phase in response to the tsunami disaster, including $93 million 
through the tsunami matching funds program which helped reduce mortality and 
morbidity, met basic needs in health, education, nutrition, water and sanitation, shelter, 
and child protection, and restored livelihoods in fishing and agriculture. 


In addition, CIDA is contributing $253 million to reconstruction activities in tsunami- 
affected areas, including $120 million through the tsunami matching funds program. In 
2005-2006, reconstruction programming showed significant progress. 


In Indonesia, highlights of 2005—2006 include provision of microcredit loans to 

120 clients, two-thirds of them women; restoration of agriculture, fishing, small 
enterprise, and vocational training for more than 16,000 people; reopening of the port of 
Banda Aceh in December 2005; construction of 188 houses and restoration of water and 
sanitation infrastructure; and approval, through the Multidonor Trust Fund, of $288 
million in funding for 12 projects in land titling, community infrastructure and housing, 
sea delivery and ports, rural roads, the environment and waste management, civil society 
strengthening, and technical assistance to the Government of Indonesia. In addition, the 
recent approval of a $66 million housing project, managed by the Canadian Red Cross, 
aims to rebuild more than 4,300 much-needed permanent homes in Aceh and Nias. 


In Sri Lanka, most projects are still in the start-up phase. While 16 reconstruction projects 
had entered their start-up phase in 2005-2006, one initiative has already reported 
achieving development results. The Canada—Sri Lanka Municipal Cooperation Program 
(MCP), which is being implemented by the Federation of Canadian Municipalities, 
promotes good local governance in four districts in Northeast and South provinces. The 
MCP has improved reconstruction planning among participating local, provincial, and 
national authorities. 


CIDA’s reconstruction programming in India is concentrated on permanent shelter and 


the environment. More than 450 houses, complete with sanitation facilities, were built in 
2005-2006, and an additional 1,000 were started. 
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Box 10: Post-tsunami: Future Outlook 


Indonesia: Activities in 2006-2007 will include assistance to local government and 
reconstruction of local land administration, along with capacity building for NGOs to strengthen 
the governance process and ensure transparency and accountability. In addition, reinforcement 
of the peace process, through training in peace building and support to conflict-affected 
communities, will help to reduce conflict and create an enabling environment for reconstruction. 
Construction of more than 5,300 permanent homes will also get underway. 


Sri Lanka: More than 30 tsunami-related reconstruction projects are for the most part underway. 
Additional programming will continue over the next three to four years to: support economic 
recovery by providing training, credit to enhance business development opportunities, and 
support to local communities in planning and implementing reconstruction projects; improve 
waste management, land reclamation, establishment of protective forest, and other bioshields to 
reduce vulnerability; and support women’s participation in the peace process. 


India. An additional 2,511 houses will be built, and construction of protective environmental 
structures will reduce vulnerability of communities to destructive weather events. 


Pakistan Earthquake 


The confirmed death toll as a result of the October 2005 South Asia earthquake stands at 
73,000, with another 70,000 people injured. Approximately 3.5 million people were 
affected in Pakistan, and an estimated 2.8 million were left homeless and infrastructure 
was severely damaged in Pakistan-administered Kashmir and the eastern districts of 
North West Frontier Province. Estimates put rebuilding costs at US$5.2 billion. 


Shortly after the earthquake, the Asia Branch transferred $5 million to CIDA’s 
Multilateral Branch to facilitate the initial capitalization of a South Asia Earthquake 
Matching Fund. 


Quick disbursement of CIDA relief and early recovery contributions helped to ramp up 
the relief effort in October and November, and the transition from relief to early recovery 
in March and April 2006. In February 2006, Asia Branch contributed $20 million to the 
UN Early Recovery Framework. This contribution was divided among the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the UN (seeds for crop recovery), UNICEF (temporary 
schools) and UN Habitat (technical assistance for the establishment of new seismic 
standards). Most attention has shifted from relief to the recovery of livelihoods and 
considerable bilateral programming will take place in 2006-2007. 
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2.2 Canadian Partnership 


Description: The Canadian Partnership Program is a responsive program that is aligned with CIDA’s 
mandate and strategic objectives through its cost-sharing partnerships with civil society and private sector 
organizations in Canada and developing countries. Multiyear funding is provided, on the basis of merit, to 
Canadian and international NGOs and volunteer-sending organizations. Project funding is also provided 
through competitive mechanisms within the context of either time-bound or open-ended competitions. In 
addition, a conference secretariat supports the participation of developing country delegates at international 
conferences. (Note: Canadian partner organizations are also actively involved in implementing certain 
geographic and multilateral programs, the total value of which more than doubles their Canadian Partnership 
Program budget.) 


Results statement: Canada’s development assistance, through voluntary and private sector partnerships, 
contributes to the achievement of the MDGs, as part of the worldwide collaborative effort of donors and 
partner countries.

CIDA supports the work of more than 750 Canadian civil society and private sector 
organizations, as well as international civil society groups. These organizations 
collaborate with their counterparts in host countries to develop proposals based on local 
priorities. They make a significant contribution to Canada’s development assistance 
program by providing a testing ground for new ideas and methods, adding to 
development knowledge, building new networks, leveraging additional resources through 
other donors, and influencing policy at all levels. Many Canadian partners have links to 
small, grassroots groups in developing countries that are agile, adaptable, and innovative; 
some Canadian partners are small, grassroots groups themselves.

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Increasing Aid Effectiveness 


In 2005-2006, CIDA began a major review and renewal of its partnership programming. 
A Task Force now is coordinating the review. 


Part of the Task Force’s work involves addressing concerns that have been raised both by 
CIDA and by Canadian partners, such as the need to reduce transaction costs and 
administrative burden. One of the ways in which CIDA has already improved the clarity 
and transparency of its partnership programming is the publication of funding criteria for 
its Canadian Partnership funding mechanisms. In response to an internal audit which 
recommended that CIDA should publish funding criteria for those Canadian Partnership 
funding mechanisms that did not already have published criteria, CIDA developed such 
criteria for publication early in 2006-07. 


Partners play a role in facilitating local ownership and alignment of programming with 
country priorities and country systems. They tap into effective networks with their 
foreign counterparts, which make them invaluable in terms of identifying the most 
vulnerable, as well as in helping to respond quickly to natural or humanitarian disasters. 
For example, the programs of the Aga Khan Foundation (AKF) Canada in Afghanistan 
and Kenya closely reflect the priorities of local governments and civil societies: 
e in Afghanistan, where the AKF has been a primary partner of the Interim 
Government of Afghanistan since 2002, and now is a full-fledged partner. 
The AKF’s rural support program is part of the Foundation’s contribution 
to the National Solidarity Plan, for which it is the primary implementing 
partner in parts of the country; and 
e in Kenya, the AKF responds to the poverty reduction strategy priorities of 
access to quality health services, care, prevention, and treatment of 
HIV/AIDS, improved access to primary health care, and a reduction in 
infant mortality. 


Among the new initiatives contributing to greater aid effectiveness was the creation of an 
Innovation Fund, launched in 2005—2006 to support voluntary sector projects that 
demonstrate sustainable and innovative approaches. The Innovation Fund focuses on the 
five priorities of basic education, governance, health, environmental sustainability, and 
private sector development, with gender equality as a cross-cutting theme. 


CIDA continued to implement the recommendations of various program and institutional 
reviews. For example, an evaluation of the Agency’s cooperation with colleges and 
training institutions indicated that developing country institutions were greatly 
strengthened through their collaboration with their Canadian partners. However, it also 
found that the program’s impact was too diffuse because of the number of countries 
covered. These issues now are being addressed. 


In addition, to implement its commitment to promoting corporate social responsibility 


and finding practical ways to contribute to the MDGs, a community development support 
facility for private sector firms to reach out to local communities was launched. This 
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enables Canadian partners and their local counterparts to undertake activities, in areas 
such as basic education, maternal and child health, HIV/AIDS, and provision of water 
and sanitation, in the communities where they are already implementing development 
projects. 


CIDA’s partnership programs also work with Canadian partners to integrate gender 
equality and environmental sustainability into all activities to ensure their sustainability. 
In 2005-2006, the provision of Gender and Social Impact Assessments remained 
mandatory requirements for receiving private sector development contributions. Save a 
Family Plan, for example, worked closely with its office in India and their counterpart 
organizations to develop a gender equality policy that included training for project 
managers and inclusion of gender analysis in individual projects. 


CIDA’s partnership programming also funds projects that integrate environmental 
sustainability into poverty reduction projects. In Paraguay, for instance, Nature Canada is 
helping farmers wanting to diversify their production to develop a sustainable agricultural 
approach that is intended to reduce poverty, enhance food security, and improve natural 
resource management. 


Programming in Support of CIDA’s Priorities 


The following section is an overview of representative programs and activities, in 
addition to the results highlighted in the first section, that contributed to CIDA’s priorities 
as outlined in the 2005-2006 RPP. 


Health 


CIDA supported a wide range of partners and activities in health, particularly in the battle 
against HIV/AIDS. Among some of the major achievements during the year were the 
expansion of Kicking Aids Out, a Commonwealth Games initiative that educates young 
people about HIV/AIDS in more than 10 countries in Africa; building capacity for 
training in home care, counselling, screening, program development, research, and 
advocacy for HIV/AIDS umbrella organizations in Botswana, Burkina Faso, and Malawi; 
capacity building for youth groups in Africa, Latin America, and the Caribbean on 
awareness and prevention of HIV/AIDS and other sexually transmitted diseases; and 
training for doctors and paramedics in Madagascar on the latest technologies to diagnose, 
treat, and prevent HIV/AIDS. 


Box 11: HIV/AIDS in East Africa: Community Organizations Reach Out 


The Mennonite Central Committee of Canada has contributed to health care Capacity building for 
HIV/AIDS health workers in East and Southern Africa, helping them extend their reach into the 
community. In Zimbabwe, for example, 50 home-based care givers (15 men and 35 women) were 
trained as trainers, and now are training other care givers, especially primary care givers; and 
2,336 secondary school students gained the necessary skills to make informed decisions about 
sex and HIV/AIDS-related issues. In Uganda, 70 community health workers were trained and 
then given bicycles so they could travel into villages to carry out education and outreach 
activities; and 210 home care visits were paid to 2,190 bed-ridden HIV/AIDS patients and their 
families for psychological and medical support. 
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Basic Education 


CIDA funds several partners that work to strengthen programming in basic education. For 
example, the Canadian Teachers Federation (CTF) worked with the Uganda National 
Teachers’ Union to improve the environment for girls in school. The CTF is also helping 
Mongolian teachers to make the switch, in the wake of the legislated shift, from Russian 
to English as the language of instruction through development of curriculum and 
textbooks and providing practical and “English as a second language” training for 
trainers. 


Governance 


CIDA also funds partners that work to strengthen programming in human rights, public 
sector reform, and democratic institutions and processes that represent and engage all 
members of society. Among the highlights for 2005—2006 were: training for auditors 
from Benin, Cameroon, Costa Rica, Tanzania, and Thailand, which has increased 
oversight and accountability in their home countries; skills development for more than 
5,000 lawyers in China and 1,500 lawyers in East Africa to help them more effectively 
represent and advocate for the rights of people who are disadvantaged or who live in 
poverty; support for disabled persons’ organizations worldwide to advocate for the 
development and adoption of a new UN convention on the rights of persons with 
disabilities; and leadership training to 250 young women in Honduras, who have since 
trained others, formed networks and participated in public events that raised public 
awareness about poverty, violence, and health issues affecting women. 


Box 12: Supporting Working Women’s Rights in South America 


One of the major strengths of Canadian Partnership programming is its support of local 
ownership and of civil society organizations to empower them at the grassroots level. For 
example, Development and Peace’s partnership with a working women’s federation in Bolivia 
from 2001 to 2006 has resulted in a major step forward for women’s rights. As a result of the 
federation’s efforts, Bolivia now has a law regulating domestic labour. This new law provides for 
an eight-hour workday, medical insurance, annual vacation, right of association, minimum wage, 
and severance pay. This law, and the process that led to its enactment, now has become the 
model for other working women’s organizations in South America, especially in neighbouring 
Peru where a network of domestic workers now is being developed. In addition, the federation’s 
influence will continue to be felt in Bolivia where its former executive secretary was named | 


Minister of Justice in January 2006. 


Private Sector Development 


CIDA’s partnership programs support private sector development through both voluntary 
sector and private sector partners. Among the highlights of voluntary sector projects are: 
technical assistance to national credit union associations in Uganda, Malawi, and Ghana; 
training in sloping land management technology in Vietnam which has increased 
production, decreased poverty levels, and reduced soil erosion; and support to producers’ 
cooperatives in Bolivia which has increased exports of spices and doubled the household 
income of 688 families. 
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- 
Box 13: An Environmentally Sustainable Mariculture Industry for Brazil 


With CIDA funding from 1998 to 2004, the University of Victoria helped establish a coastal 
mariculture industry in Brazil. CIDA's University and Colleges Program provided $5 million to the 
University, which led a consortium of three Canadian institutions and five Brazilian institutions to 
promote research and development, technology transfer, knowledge sharing, and community 
outreach. The project established a Centre of Excellence in Mariculture for Brazil, which now 
receives support from the Brazilian government and funding from non-CIDA sources. The project 
is also credited with helping establish a stable mariculture industry in Brazil that generates 
| employment in coastal communities. 


en | 


To contribute to the creation of sustainable, long-term relationships between private 
enterprises in Canada and in developing countries, CIDA supports private sector 
initiatives that increase the productivity of local firms, increase investment, enhance 
access to new markets, facilitate the transfer of knowledge, skills, and technology, and 
improve local infrastructure. Partnership programming with the private sector was also 
realigned to dedicate more resources to stimulating local entrepreneurship and encourage 
an environment supportive of small and medium enterprise. To meet this need, an 
Enterprise and Institutional Development Division was created and which now is 
supporting a Local Enterprise Investment Centre in Bangladesh. Plans are underway to 
develop similar facilities in Senegal and Honduras. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA contributed $1 million to the Foreign Investment Advisory Service 
Trust Fund at the World Bank to help finance the provision of advisory services to 
developing country governments on attracting more beneficial foreign direct investment. 
A number of Canadian specialized training institutes are working with local counterpart 
institutions to provide training to the local private sector in infrastructure projects, 
education, trade, and telecommunications. 


Tsunami Relief and Reconstruction 


Canadian Partnership’s tsunami relief efforts were focused primarily on the response to 
the devastation inflicted on coastal India. In the target area of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and the states of Tamil Nadu, Kerala, and Andhra Pradesh, the death toll 
exceeded 10,000 persons, and the property destruction was estimated at more than 

$580 million. Following the Tamil Nadu government’s invitation to NGOs, a Canadian 
consortium, PUMA, headed by the Presbyterian World Service and Development and 
including the United Church of Canada, the Mennonite Central Committee, and the 
Primate’s World Relief and Development Fund, proposed a $12 million relief and 
reconstruction program to which CIDA is contributing $6 million exclusively for the 
Tamil Nadu reconstruction and rehabilitation efforts. 


Demand-driven and recipient-owned, the project supports the re-establishment of 
livelihoods for some 1,100 families and is providing for the purchase of fishing boats, the 
provision of microfinancing for commercial enterprises, and the provision of 
psycho-social rehabilitation support to more than 1,000 girls and boys. CIDA is funding 
the construction of 737 quake-resistant houses, with sanitation facilities and electricity, as 
well as five multipurpose shelters for use during the rebuilding of the village 
infrastructure. The Agency is also providing major technical consultancy services. 
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2.3 Multilateral Programs 


Description: CIDA’s multilateral programs are responsible for managing Canada’s global development 
programs through substantial core contributions to multilateral development institutions. It also undertakes 
targeted programming through multilateral, international, and local organizations responsible for managing the 
International Humanitarian Assistance Program. 


Results statement: Canada’s development assistance, through multilateral institutions and other partners, 


contributes to the achievement of the MDGs, as part of the worldwide collaborative effort of donors and 
partner countries.

Canada remains a strong supporter of multilateralism, and is committed to fortifying the 
multilateral system through ongoing UN reform and the promotion of aid effectiveness. 
CIDA pursues these objectives through its ongoing relationship with multilateral 
institutions and thematic funds, as well as through its participation on executive boards 
where it works with other like-minded donors to influence policies and programs. 


CIDA provides core support to multilateral development institutions and special funds 
such as the GFATM, along with the rest of the donor community, thus mobilizing greater 
resources than possible for any one country alone and achieving significant results. 
Canada’s investments in the multilateral system complement and support the Agency’s 
concentration of bilateral resources in key partner countries.

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Increasing Aid Effectiveness 


In 2005-2006, multilateral organizations made considerable progress in implementing 
results-based management, linking resources with results, measuring performance, and 
strengthening their evaluation functions. They also made progress in improving client 
services, developing staff capacity, and modernizing financial instruments, policies, and 
business processes. CIDA played an important role in encouraging these achievements 
through policy dialogue. 


The Agency made a number of direct contributions to multilateral aid effectiveness 

efforts, including: 

* active involvement in the reform and expansion of the Central Emergency Response 
Fund (CERF), a stand-by fund of the UN that enables more timely and equitable 
humanitarian assistance to victims of natural disasters and armed conflicts; 

* participation in a multidonor evaluation of the International Fund for Agricultural 
Development, which reaffirmed its mandate and role in reducing rural poverty and 
recommended major changes to improve its effectiveness in both management and 
operations. CIDA also strongly supported the resulting Action Plan; and 

*¢ participating in two initiatives designed to strengthen the effectiveness of UNICEF: 

o aCIDA/SIDA/DFID” partnership to bring together the efforts and 
resources of these three donors to strengthen UNICEF’s capacity in the 
cross-cutting strategies related to results-based management, gender 
equality, evaluation, human rights, UN reform, and emergency and 
humanitarian preparedness and response capacity; and 

o A DAC-endorsed donor approach to carry out an independent review of 
the evaluation function in UNICEF in order to develop a well-honed 
evaluation function that can serve the needs of UNICEE and donor 
partners, thus reducing the need for expensive multidonor external 
evaluations. 


CIDA is committed to taking a more strategic approach to funding institutions based on 
favouring those that achieve the most effective development results, particularly with 
respect to achieving the MDGs. In 2005-2006, CIDA began to develop an allocation 
system based on analysis of the relevance and effectiveness of multilateral development 
institutions, assembling data on a core of institutions in order to build the foundation for 
its Multilateral Effectiveness and Assessment Framework. 


CIDA also consults closely with its field posts to assess the effectiveness of multilateral 
institutions on the ground. Recent Surveys indicate that there is room for improvement on 
the part of UN organizations in aligning their programs with local governments and in 
partnership with other donors. This would help ensure greater attention to local factors 
that affect performance and, consequently, contribute to strengthening aid effectiveness. 
It also provides an opportunity for local institutions and organizations to strengthen their 
own capacity in program planning and management. 


12. Swedish International Development Cooperation Agency and the UK Department for International Development. 
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Internally, CIDA made progress in implementing the Principles and Good Practices of 
Humanitarian Donorship, including a significant untying of its food aid, more flexible 
and timely funding for its partners through its contribution to the CERF, and the 
development of a tool to assist more needs-based responses. 


CIDA promotes gender equality and environmental sustainability at the Board of 
Directors level of its multilateral partners. It also funds specific activities to integrate 
these considerations into partners’ policies and programs. In 2005-2006, this included 
support for an evaluation of the UNDP’s implementation of its gender equality policy and 
integration of gender equality as a priority in CIDA’s partnership framework with the 
Office of the UN High Commissioner for Refugees. CIDA has approved a Gender 
Equality Institutional Assessment Grid, which multilateral programs now are using to 
identify strengths and weaknesses within its multilateral partner organizations. 


Support to multilateral organizations that implement programs specifically targeting 
gender equality continued. Among them were the UN Development Fund for Women 
which supported legislative and policy changes in more than 30 countries to strengthen 
gender equality, the UN Population Fund which undertook major programs in gender- 
based violence during the year, the Asian Development Bank’s Gender and Development 
Cooperation Fund which has focused on training and awareness within legal systems in 
the region, and the International Committee of the Red Cross which has released a study 
and recommendations on women and war. 


CIDA continued to encourage its multilateral partners to adopt their own environmental 
assessment processes. The Agency provides contributions to organizations specifically 
targeting environmental issues, such as the Global Environment Facility (GEF) and trust 
funds at international financial institutions, as part of its commitments under multilateral 
environmental agreements in such areas as persistent organic pollutants, ozone depleting 
substances, climate change, biodiversity, and land degradation. A recent performance 
study noted that the GEF has had a marked impact on slowing or reducing the loss of 
biodiversity in developing countries, supporting protection of almost 17 percent of the 
total land area protected globally, and that it had contributed to a 1.9 billion tonne 
reduction in greenhouse gases. 


Programming in Support of CIDA’s Priorities 


The following section is an overview of representative programs and activities, in 
addition to the results highlighted in the first section, that made significant contributions 
to the MDGs by supporting CIDA’s priorities and increasing aid effectiveness. 


Health 


Through core funding for multilateral institutions and for programs such as the GFATM, 
CIDA has contributed to major achievements in health in developing countries. Part of 
Canada’s response to the threat of an avian influenza pandemic was a timely $1 million 
grant to the newly established UN Secretariat for Influenza Coordination. Among the 
results achieved in 2005—2006 were:

e HIV/AIDS: Scale-up of treatment has begun in earnest, most dramatically in Africa 
where there has been an eightfold increase in the number of persons receiving 
antiretrovirals over the past two years. GFATM now has reached 544,000 people 
living with HIV/AIDS with antiretroviral treatment, 3.9 million people with 
voluntary counselling and testing, and seven million people with education 
prevention programs. Strongly supported by Canada, the World Health 
Organization’s (WHO) “3 by 5” Initiative has strengthened health systems to enable 
this expansion in treatment to take place. 


¢ Tuberculosis control: Since the founding of the Stop TB Partnership in 2000, the 
number of people receiving treatment has more than doubled from two million in 
2000 to 4.4 million in 2004. Through the GFATM, an estimated 1.2 million 
tuberculosis patients have also been treated since 2002. The direct result is nearly 
one million lives saved through enhanced tuberculosis control. 


¢ Malaria: Support to the Canadian Red Cross has provided insecticide-treated 
bednets for more than two million young children in Africa which, to date, are 
estimated to have averted more than 50,000 potential deaths. The GFATM reports 
that, since 2002, its work has led to more than 11.3 million people receiving 
insecticide-treated bednets to prevent malaria. 


¢ Immunization: In coordination with the WHO and other partners, UNICEF 
vaccinated approximately 60 million children against measles through immunization 
campaigns in Africa in 2005. Since 2001, deaths from measles have been reduced by 
half. Global measles mortality declined from 871,000 in 1999 to 454,000 in 2004. 
Preliminary estimates suggest an additional nine percent reduction in 2005. An 
estimated 670,000 or more deaths have been averted through support to national 
health systems by the Global Alliance for Vaccines and Immunization. 


e Nutrition: The Canada-supported Micronutrient Initiative provided Vitamin A 
supplements to 210 million children, iodized salt to 66 million people, and multiple 
interventions for 48 million people, including fortified foods and supplements. 


e Child Survival: UNICEF’s Accelerated Child Survival and Development Initiative 
has covered 17 million children to date and prevents an estimated 18,000 child 
deaths per year through a package of high-impact interventions. 


Budget 2006 provided an additional $295 million for multilateral initiatives achieving 
health outcomes, including up to $250 million for the GFATM and up to $45 million for 
the Global Polio Eradication Initiative. 


Basic Education 


Although not a principal focus of CIDA’s multilateral programs, education received a 
significant amount of funding through support to the international financial institutions 
and several UN organizations, particularly UNICEF and the Commonwealth of Learning. 
UNICEF’s support to the Education For All Campaign in 2005~2006, the plans for which 
included special measures to increase the number of girls in school, resulted in an 
increase in the number of countries with policies and mechanisms in place to promote 
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child-friendly, gender-sensitive school environments. In countries in crisis, including 
Haiti and Afghanistan, UNICEF’s back to school campaigns have also resulted in more 
than 540,000 girls returning to school or attending school for the first time. 


Governance 


Promoting good governance (including human rights, democratic development, the rule 
of law, peace support operations, and public sector capacity building) is a focus of 
multilateral programming as an essential element of aid effectiveness. The international 
financial institutions placed particular emphasis on fighting corruption during the year in 
review. The Asian Development Bank (AsDB), for example, reviewed the 
implementation of its anti-corruption policies and found that, although awareness had 
been raised on this issue, there was still much work to be done to implement it throughout 
the Bank’s operations. Canada, along with Denmark and Italy, supports a US$5.5 million 
Governance Cooperation Fund at the AsDB, enabling it to implement some 23 initiatives 
in strengthening accountability, public expenditure management, and decentralization 
initiatives across the region. 


The UNDP continued to emphasize democratic governance during 2005-2006, 
supporting one in three parliaments in the developing world with capacity building and 
technical assistance, and providing elections support. In Liberia, community-based voter 
educators learned how to conduct workshops for marginalized communities. The UNDP 
also supports legislative reform and training for police and judiciary, especially in human 
rights and in the promotion of improved information and communications to the public to 
encourage participation in governance. Innovative governance initiatives included roving 
judges in the Maldives, a community justice system in post-genocide Rwanda, and a 
project in Mozambique to provide support and training for independent and community 
media. 


To strengthen program delivery, CIDA supports the capacity of the multilateral system 
and the actors within it to engage in conflict prevention, peacebuilding, and peace support 
activities. 


Box 14: Building Networks to Promote Post-conflict Justice in Africa 


In 2005-2006, a $500,000 grant from CIDA’s Peace and Security Program to the International 
Centre for Transitional Justice strengthened the capacity of NGOs working in transitional justice 
by facilitating information sharing across regions. The project created and sustained a strong 
working group for truth commission managers, created the Documents and Confronting the Past 
affinity group, and launched a third group on Prosecution Strategies; continued the work with a 
spin-off affinity, the West African Network on Transitional Justice; connected to a new network of 
human rights’ researchers, hosted by the Centre for the Study of Violence and Reconciliation in 
South Africa and Canada’s International Development Research Centre; and fostered the 
creation of a loose network of gender specialists working on the theme of transitional justice. 
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Private Sector Development 


CIDA contributed to international financial institutions’ efforts to foster an enabling 
environment and support for small and medium-sized enterprises and microcredit 
initiatives. 


The World Bank’s International Finance Corporation (IFC) had a marked impact on 
development during the year, setting up matching grant programs for partner countries in 
tsunami-affected areas, establishing a program to help banks deliver trade financing, 
investing in renewable energies, and helping governments bring private participation in 
infrastructure, health, and other public projects. The IFC’s Gender Entrepreneurship 
Markets supported removal of legislative and administrative barriers to women 
entrepreneurs in Uganda and supported a team drafting a Gender Equality Law in 
Vietnam. 


Now in its third year, the World Bank’s Doing Business project provides objective, 
quantifiable indicators of business regulation in 155 countries. This year’s report, Doing 
Business in 2006, focuses on job creation. The report analyzes economic and social 
outcomes such as productivity, investment, informality, corruption, unemployment, and 
poverty, and identifies what reforms have worked, where, and why. By highlighting the 
obstacles to doing business, the report has generated momentum for reform, motivating 
developing countries to seek out technical assistance to overcome the constraints 
associated with the key procedures for doing business. 


Bolivia responded to its ranking in the Doing Business in 2006 report by implementing a 
pilot program to simplify business regulation in the municipality of La Paz. As a result, 
the time required to obtain an operating licence decreased by 90 percent, new business 
registration rose by 20 percent, and municipal government revenue from operating 
licences rose by 146 percent. The success of this initiative has generated interest in 
simplification among other municipalities, spurring the creation of Bolivia’s National 
Plan of Simplification and its implementation in seven Bolivian municipalities in 2005. 


Humanitarian Assistance, Tsunami Relief and Reconstruction 


In 2005-2006 CIDA continued to support the multilateral system and its instruments for 
emergency and humanitarian assistance, post-conflict response, and development 
programming throughout the world, where multilateral programming remains a proven 
strategic, effective, and economical choice. 


The Agency provided emergency assistance in response to natural disasters and conflict 
areas such as the Darfur region of Sudan.!° Emergency assistance to this region included 
food aid, essential drugs to roughly 500,000 women and children, and access to water and 
sanitation for some 25,000 households. 


13. At the Oslo Peace Conference in April 2005, Canada pledged $90 million to support development in Sudan 
following the Comprehensive Peace Agreement. Of this amount, $40 million supported humanitarian assistance, $40 
million was directed to the World Bank-led Multidonor Trust Funds, and $10 million funded governance and 
peacebuilding programs managed through CIDA’s geographic program. 
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CIDA continued to provide relief and reconstruction for tsunami-affected communities 
(see Box 10) and to earthquake-affected areas in Pakistan. As noted earlier, the Indian 
Ocean tsunami affected more than seven million people in 10 countries. Although much 
of the relief was provided in 2004—2005, efforts continued into 2005-2006. In total, 
CIDA estimates that more than two million affected individuals benefited from the 
support provided by the Government of Canada and Canadians during the relief phase. 


Important lessons are being learned from the post-tsunami response, given its 
unparalleled scope, including: 

e as in almost all rapid-onset disasters, the communities and individuals in the 
disaster zones carried out the immediate life-saving search and rescue efforts. 
Teams that came from outside the disaster zones arrived too late to be of 
assistance in the search and rescue effort; 

e improvements are needed in the post-disaster assessment mechanisms used by the 
multilateral community. Too often, these assessments focus more on the interests 
of the assessing agencies than on the needs of affected communities; 

e donations of inappropriate aid, including donations of expired medicine and food, 
ill-suited clothing, and surplus camping equipment, are not only worthless to the 
recipients but impose costs by taking up storage facilities, transportation 
opportunities, and personnel time which should be focused on providing 
appropriate and prioritized aid; and 

e effective coordination is key. Despite the unprecedented levels of funding and 
actors in the response, gaps did exist with certain communities missing out on the 
benefits of the relief, rehabilitation, and reconstruction effort. 


In October 2005, South Asia was devastated by an earthquake. Pakistan was particularly 
hard hit where millions of people were adversely affected, lives, homes, and businesses 
were lost, and reconstruction costs are estimated at US$5.2 billion (see Box 15). 


Canada has been a significant donor to this crisis, contributing $90 million to the relief 
and early recovery efforts (including mobilization of the DART). Most of Canada’s 
contributions to relief operations were handled by CIDA and National Defence and the 
Canadian Forces. 
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Box 15: Earthquake in Pakistan 


Canada is a leading donor in the earthquake response, with a total of $90.3 million committed. In 

2005-2006, CIDA disbursed $36.7 million—$22.9 million to multilateral humanitarian 

organizations and $13.7 million to Canadian NGOs. Canadian early support included: 

* — within days of the earthquake, CIDA had arranged for the delivery of 12,000 winter-weight 
blankets to Pakistan using Canadian Forces aircraft, and was supporting the operation of 
two heavy-lift helicopters through the United Nations Joint Logistics Centre; 

* in Pakistan’s Manshera District, World Vision Canada provided emergency shelter and basic 
relief items to more than 75,000 people; 

* the International Development and Relief Foundation provided emergency and transitional 
shelter to more than 12,500 individuals in Pakistan’s Batagram District, while also meeting 
their emergency health needs; and 

* The Aga Khan Foundation worked in heavily affected Muzzafarabad, addressing the shelter, 
water, and health needs of more than 2,000 families. In addition, the Foundation provided 
critical logistics and helicopter support to the broader relief effort. 


Later, the relief effort expanded to address broader needs: 

» the Canadian Food Grains Bank provided food aid packages to more than 10,000 Pakistani 
households, feeding about 70,000 people. In total, the Bank delivered more than 
1,440 tonnes of food; 

» OXFAM Canada ensured clean water and basic hygiene services for about 200,000 persons 
temporarily displaced and housed in 18 transitional camps; and 

* Save the Children Canada worked with some 20,000 children in Pakistan, providing 
emergency education and psycho-social support. In addition, the organization worked with 
more than 600 families, including 2,400 children, in India, providing emergency shelter, 
essential household items, and clothing. 


—_____] 


CIDA’s assistance played an important role in ensuring that survivors of the earthquake 
had access to basic social services. The relief phase of the response is seen as having been 
highly effective, preventing the outbreaks of illness and increased mortality originally 
feared as a result of exposure and lack of access. The response now has shifted to the 
recovery phase and reconstruction activities are underway. 


CIDA also supported landmine removal activities that benefited more than 650,000 
people in Laos and more than 850,000 people in Mozambique, and prosthetic and 
rehabilitation services that benefited more than 11,500 victims in 27 countries. 


In terms of food aid, CIDA provided approximately $203.7 million to the World Food 
Programme in 2005-2006, as well as $16 million to the Canadian Food Grains Bank, 
particularly targeting severely affected areas such as Haiti, the Horn of Africa, including 
Ethiopia Southern Africa, Angola, Sudan, and Sudanese refugees in Chad. 
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2.4 Policy Coherence 


Description: Leads policy research, analysis, and development to support and guide the Agency’s 
plans and priorities and Canada’s broader international assistance objectives and commitments. Ensures 
coherence and alignment between corporate and program priorities, and ensures policy coherence 
between CIDA and other government departments who manage non-aid policies that could include, but 
are not limited to, international trade, investment, technology transfer, and immigration. 


Results Statement: Improved policy-based programming and increased policy coherence between 
CIDA and its partners, as part of a worldwide effort to achieve the MDGs.

CIDA’s ongoing commitment to strengthening aid effectiveness helps to maximize the 
impact of its efforts toward poverty reduction and the promotion of sustainable 
development and human rights. Most of the Agency’s initiatives in aid effectiveness are 
outlined in each of the major program activity areas in preceding sections. This section 
focuses on CIDA’s contributions to the coherence of its policies and procedures both 
within the Agency and with its partners. 


Policy coherence is critical to sustainable development. Development assistance is only a 
part of the resources that flow to developing countries, along with investment, trade, and 
remittances from citizens working overseas. CIDA works with other government 
departments formulating policies in these areas to ensure that all policies adopted by the 
Government of Canada are mutually supportive, rather than conflicting. CIDA 
collaborated with a number of federal departments in 2005—2006 and intensified its 
efforts to build collaborative relationships, including developing formal agreements for 
cooperation in governance. 


Increasing Aid Effectiveness 


CIDA has made considerable progress in coordinating its policies and procedures 
internally and with its many partners in Canada and abroad. Internally, CIDA’s delivery 
channels—geographic, multilateral, and partnership—collaborate in the formulation of 
development programming frameworks at the country level. The channel of delivery for 
any initiative is chosen based on the needs of the partner country and Canada’s capacity 
to meet those needs. For example, response to the tsunami disaster involved an increase 
in programming through CIDA’s Canadian partners via the matching funds program, 
reflecting the immense outpouring of support from the Canadian public. 


The Agency has also contributed to better coordination and internal coherence with its 


partners in the Canadian government, in particular when fragile states and countries 
experiencing humanitarian crises, such as Haiti and Sudan, are concerned. 
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As part of what is probably the most advanced cross-government approach to any fragile 
state, Afghanistan has become a cornerstone of Canada’s foreign policy and a litmus test 
of the international community’s resolve and credibility. Regular contact between the 
three participating departments ensures a regular exchange of information, both at 
headquarters and in the field. For example, CIDA works in close collaboration with the 
Department of National Defence and the Canadian Forces (DND) and DFAIT on civil 
and military cooperation and related issues, including the PRTs. A Government of 
Canada country strategy for Afghanistan now guides all government efforts. Specifically, 
CIDA: 

* is an integral part of the overall diplomatic, defence, and developmental thrusts in the 
southern part of Afghanistan. A cadre of CIDA officers, embedded in the PRT, 
closely collaborates with colleagues from DND, DFAIT, and the RCMP. They also 
manage the Confidence in Government program and provide advice on other CIDA 
programs; 

* participates in a Strategic Advisory Team led by DND, with the involvement of a 
capacity development specialist who is ensuring that the strategic measures are 
participatory and well understood; and 

* is collaborating with Correctional Services Canada through the deployment of a 
corrections expert to the UN Assistance Mission to Afghanistan to advise on 
correctional matters. 


Harmonizing its efforts with other donors and partner country governments is also a high 
priority under CIDA’s Action Plan to Promote Harmonization. During 2005-2006, 
significant effort was placed on further improving donor coordination and harmonization 
across much of the Agency’s country programs, particularly those in many Sub-Saharan 
Africa countries. 


In Senegal, Canada has shown leadership in coordination and harmonization by being the 
first to shift to sector-wide budget support in education. This approach has strongly 
influenced other donors to use this mechanism. Moreover, CIDA has played an active 
partnership role in Senegal, participating in various committees and thematic working 
groups, under the Government of Senegal’s leadership, to promote donor coordination in 
the microfinance and education sectors, and to harmonize and monitor budget and 
financial reform. These coordination mechanisms promote the exchange of information. 
They also make it possible to establish joint monitoring mechanisms. Alignment with 
local management procedures ensures the consistency of activities and reduces the 
recipient country’s administrative burden. 


In Ghana, Canada has contributed considerably to policy dialogue and coherence, as well 
as to donor harmonization (see Box 4). As the Chair of the working group on gender 
equality, CIDA contributed to policy coherence at the country level by shepherding 
improved integration of gender equality in Ghana’s poverty reduction strategy. Further 
achievements include: the joint development of a working group and champions to lead 
and monitor a comprehensive action plan to translate the global indicators of the 2005 
Paris Declaration on Aid Effectiveness into country action; and the co-funding of a Joint 
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Assistance Strategy working group which aims to improve aid delivery by achieving 
more efficient “division of labour” and allocation of donor resources. 


CIDA’s role in determining a national baseline for the percentage of tied and untied 
bilateral aid flowing into Ghana as part of the harmonization matrix, reflects the 
Agency’s policy of further untying aid to reduce administrative and transportation costs, 
bolster local ownership, and promote local economic growth. While the proportion of 
tied/untied aid varies from year to year, depending on the nature of programs being 
funded, the Agency made important steps toward greater untying during the year in 
review including, for example, on multilateral food aid. 


Canada’s policy complies with the OECD-DAC’s recommendation on untying ODA to 
least developed countries. Between 2001 and 2004, Canada’s level of untied aid 
increased from 32 to 57 percent. For least developed countries alone, our rate of untied 
aid in 2004 was 76 percent. Like other donor countries, Canada believes that an 
incremental approach to untying aid is both realistic and responsible. For example, as of 
September 2005, 50 percent of Canada’s food aid to developing countries can now be 
purchased in select developing countries, which means that Canada is buying more food 
from farmers in developing countries, supporting local agricultural sectors, and providing 
more culturally appropriate food to aid recipients. 


Box 16: A Successful Policy Coherence Strategy: The Inter-American Program 


By reinforcing its relations with its key partners in Canada, CIDA’s Inter-American Program 
demonstrated a proactive and successful approach toward policy coherence during 2005-2006. 
Stronger and closer links were developed with DFAIT and other government departments in 
Ottawa, and in Washington with respect to Canada’s relations with the Organization of American 
States, and in the context of several ministerial conferences, more particularly throughout the 
November 2005 Mar del Plata Summit of the Americas process. 


The Indigenous Peoples Partnership Program also interacts regularly with DFAIT and Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada, which have representatives on the Program’s Project Review 
Committee. This collaboration among a number of federal departments is contributing to the 
promotion of integrated Canadian interventions for international cooperation, giving more 
coherence to Canada’s voice in the hemisphere and increasing the impact and effectiveness of 
Canada’s membership in Inter-American institutions. 


Policy Development 


The Agency remained engaged with donors and partner countries on the reflection 
relating to aid effectiveness through its representation at the OECD-DAC Working Party 
on Aid Effectiveness and related sub-committees on monitoring, public financial 
management, procurement, and managing for development results. This ensured that 
CIDA’s policies on aid effectiveness remained informed. At the same time, it allowed 
CIDA to exercise its influence and remain an important and appreciated contributor to 
development policy. 


Following the Speech from the Throne and Budget 2006, CIDA further sharpened its 
emphasis on enhancing aid effectiveness, demonstrating accountability, and 
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communicating results. CIDA developed and is implementing a new four-part agenda 
which includes a strategic focus of aid programming; strengthened program delivery; 
effective use of the Agency’s resources; and clear accountability for results. This agenda 
will drive policy and programming in the months ahead as the Agency continues to 
implement measures to increase the overall effectiveness of CIDA’s development 
assistance program, including strengthening CIDA’s field presence and geographic 
concentration, linking allocations to governance performance, delivering frameworks for 
multilateral assessment and for partnership renewal, coordinating and collaborating with 
development partners, and enhancing aid policy coherence. 


During 2005-2006, CIDA made significant progress in developing mechanisms for the 
better implementation of these policies and practices. Canada Corps, on behalf of CIDA, 
led the development of framework agreements with other government departments. The 
purpose is to acknowledge comparative advantage for both CIDA and other government 
department partners in governance programming. The content of each agreement is 
determined through two-way dialogue between the departments and: 

e establishes a joint Steering Committee that meets up to two times each year to 
review work currently being undertaken by that government department and 
discuss potential innovative means and areas for collaboration; 

e offers stability and long-term vision by establishing a straightforward process to 
follow that will permit the identification of and response to partner country 
demand for Canadian governance assistance, set priorities for programming, and 
work together to resolve disputes; 

e demonstrates a niche expertise that can inform, support, and enhance activities 
that are aligned with key development priorities, particularly as it relates to the 
departments’ international development activities; and 

¢ suggests, notionally, initiatives related to the niches and objectives, CIDA’s and 
the other departments’ priorities, and Canada’s international development goals. 


Two agreements were negotiated and signed in 2005-2006, one with Statistics Canada 
and other with the Office of the Auditor General. 


CIDA continues its efforts toward the integration of gender equality dimensions in all 
development policies, programs, and projects. In 2004, pilot projects were undertaken to 
assess the utility, practicality, and validity of CIDA’s 2003 performance framework for 
assessing gender equality results. Following the successful completion of these pilots, in 
April 2005 CIDA’s senior management approved for publication, a revised framework 
entitled “CIDA’s Framework for Assessing Gender Equality Results”, and further 
approved an Agency-wide evaluation of gender equality results taking into consideration 
the use of the tool in 2006-2007. This framework contributes to the Agency's 
understanding of gender equality as a cross-cutting theme and supports CIDA’s results- 
based approach. Such corporate assessments will generate lessons about ways in which 
CIDA programs and staff could improve results related to gender equality. 


In the integration of environmental considerations, CIDA promotes a systematic approach 
that seeks to use all possible entry points. Environmental assessments, including those 
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undertaken under the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and the Strategic 
Environmental Assessment Cabinet Directive, are the tools used for environmental 
analysis of development initiatives, to help ensure that negative impacts are minimized 
and benefits are maximized. This is facilitated by the integration of environment into 
corporate documents and procedures. Environmental learning is another way of 
enhancing awareness and knowledge for effective and systematic integration of 
environmental considerations into international development work. Guidelines and advice 
are also provided to CIDA’s Canadian partners. 


In addition to funding HIV/AIDS programming, CIDA actively contributed to global 
policy dialogue, innovation, and development. For example, the Agency participated, 
with other donors, developing countries, and civil society groups on the UN Programme 
on HIV/AIDS steering committee on HIV/AIDS and access to medicines. The steering 
committee was established to identify effective strategies for advancing the September 
2005 UN General Assembly’s commitment to achieve as close as possible to universal 
access to treatment for all who need it. 


CIDA actively participated in the Doha Round of multilateral trade negotiations, 
including the December 2005 Hong Kong Ministerial Conference, as a key member of 
the Canadian trade negotiating team. CIDA was active in shaping the Canadian position 
on important trade and development issues, both interdepartmentally within the Ottawa 
trade policy and negotiating community, and from Geneva through the support provided 
to Canada’s Ambassador to the World Trade Organization. Canada chaired the Enhanced 
Integrated Framework Task Force which was successful in concluding a proposal to 
proceed with a newly designed and retooled framework in the amount of US$450 million. 
Canada was also a member of the Aid for Trade Task Force which remains one of the few 
areas of success to date in the Doha Round. Progress continues to be made in this area 
despite the suspension of the broader negotiations. CIDA has established itself over the 
past year as a respected and valued member of the Government of Canada’s trade policy 
and negotiating team. 
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2.5 Engaging Canadians 


Description: Improves public awareness, education, and engagement of Canadians in supporting Canada’s 
involvement in international cooperation and development. 


Results Statement: Improved understanding and support of international development and cooperation 
issues, improved perception of the value, efficiency, and effectiveness of the aid programs, and increased 
strategic collaboration between CIDA and its partners to engage the Canadian public in development. 


Human resources, 2005-2006 Financial resources, 2005-2006 
46 FTEs $24,620,000 


Public opinion research over the past decade has shown that eight in 10 Canadians 
support Canada’s development assistance program. This reveals that a commitment to 
fighting global poverty is widely shared among Canadians. Sustained public support for 
Canada’s development aid program depends on public understanding of development 
challenges such as high rates of child mortality, the spread of HIV/AIDS, lack of access 
to essential services such as water and sanitation, and low school enrolments that persist 
in many countries. CIDA has developed a wide range of approaches, activities, and 
products that inform Canadians of its efforts to address these and other challenges, while 
also engaging them in shaping Canada’s international development agenda. 


In 2005-2006, as in previous years, CIDA used a variety of communications tools to 
provide information in response to public demands, tailoring its approaches to the needs 
of specific audiences. These tools have included the Agency’s website, where extensive 
descriptions of CIDA’s projects and strategies are posted; participation in major 
international and small-scale conferences; public speeches by CIDA officials; support for 
the production of films, videos, radio documentaries, and newspaper and magazine 
features on development; news releases and responses to media requests; and responses 
to inquiries from the public. 


CIDA’s Development Information Program supports mass media and educational 
initiatives aimed at increasing awareness and understanding of international development 
and cooperation issues among Canadians. One of its component parts, the Mass Media 
Initiative (MMI), supported 95 communications projects worth more than $25 million, 14 
of which addressed post-tsunami relief and reconstruction efforts in Sri Lanka and 
Indonesia. MMI-supported projects included television, radio, and print media initiatives 
reaching millions of Canadians through network broadcasts by CTV, CBC, Radio- 
Canada, TVOntario, and CHUM, among many others. 


CIDA’s partnerships through the Journalism and Development Initiative (JDI) made it 
possible for 35 journalists to gain first-hand experience in developing countries, which 
generated significant Canadian media coverage of international development issues. The 
JDI also established a scholarship program for universities and colleges offering 
undergraduate programs in journalism. Stories on the Indian Ocean tsunami, the 
HIV/AIDS crisis, women’s rights, policing in Haiti, and Canadians making a difference

in countries around the world, appeared in mass-market magazines such as Homemakers, 
Madame, Owl, les Débrouillards, Verge, Word, Métro, and Macleans. CIDA staff also 
responded to 1,062 media requests in 2005—2006, up from 543 in 2000. 


CIDA’s partnerships with the Canadian formal education sector, through the Global 
Classroom Initiative (GCI), supported 52 projects worth $5.5 million to develop and 
disseminate educational resources such as lesson plans and curriculum materials, teacher 
training, student art exchanges, theatrical performances, and websites. These resources 
were featured on-line at CIDA’s Teacher Zone on its website and the Global Classroom 
Resource Centre. In addition, Citizenship 101 Newsletter, which featured GCI resources, 
was distributed to more than 13,000 Canadian schools. These and other resources 
developed with GCI funding have been recognized with numerous awards granted by 
teachers’ organizations and school boards. 


These activities are complemented by CIDA’s efforts to engage young people outside the 
school environment. The butterfly 208 art, writing, and multimedia contest attracted the 
participation of 2,731 young people from all 10 provinces and the three territories. 
Contest winners were awarded a two-week trip to Tanzania in August 2005; upon their 
return, they shared their experiences at speaking engagements throughout the school year. 
This complements CIDA’s Speakers Program, which encourages CIDA employees and 
young people involved in CIDA-funded programs to address audiences about how 
Canada makes a difference in the developing world. In 2005—2006, speakers participated 
at more than 100 events, reaching more than 28,000 elementary and high school students. 


Public enquiries to CIDA have increased, with e-mail requests for information rising by 
37 percent from 9,200 in 2000-2001, to 13,300 in 2005-2006. 


One of CIDA’s most important vehicles for public engagement is Canada Corps Branch, 
supports programs to promote democracy and to mobilize Canadians in this effort. 
Canada Corps develops and promotes innovative and effective democratic development 
programming across the Agency by creating opportunities in which Canadian and 
international experts can build and share their knowledge on democracy, governance, and 
the rule of law. It also acts as an international leader in elections programming. Canada 
Corps engages Canadians working in governance and connects them to international 
bodies, and serves other government departments and Canadian institutions working in 
governance. 
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Box 17: Election Observation in Haiti 


| 


The promotion of democratic development has been a main element of Canada’s international 
assistance and engagement for many years. Free and fair elections are an important component 
of good governance and are critical to national stability. ln 2006, CIDA worked with DFAIT, 
Elections Canada, CANADEM, the Centre for Intercultural Learning, and the Peace Support 
Training Centre to select, train, and deploy election observers for a successful mission to Haiti, a 
country with special links to Canada through the Haitian community in Montreal and other 
Canadian cities. 


A total of 106 Canadians observed the first round of Haiti's presidential and legislative elections in 
February and the same number observed the run-off legislative elections in April as part of 
Canada’s contingent of the International Mission for Monitoring Haitian Elections (IMMHE). The 
goal of the IMMHE is to reinforce the Haitian peoples’ confidence in their electoral process by 
monitoring the entire course of the elections. 


CIDA continues to support public engagement activities by Canadian partners. For 
example, in 2005—2006, the Agency’s Stand-Alone Public Engagement Fund funded 
small public engagement projects in all regions of Canada. In addition, CIDA’s recent 
evaluation of the seven Provincial/Regional Councils for International Cooperation (for 
British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec, and the Atlantic) 
demonstrated that the Councils have been instrumental in increasing the capacity of their 
membership of approximately 300 Canadian organizations to engage Canadians by 
developing promotional material and organizing events to mobilize public support. For 
example, International Development Week, held every February, continues to offer a 
structure in which a wide range of organizations, including schools, voluntary agencies, 
faith-based groups, and professional associations host activities to raise awareness of 
poverty and development challenges, as well as Canada’s efforts to tackle them. 


Canadian decision-makers, including Members of Parliament and Cabinet, have also 
participated in Canada’s aid program, raising their awareness about development issues. 
Canadian parliamentarians met with their African counterparts in special seminars on 
subjects such as HIV/AIDS during 2005—2006. Municipal politicians met their African 
counterparts to discuss how to increase the participation of women in local governance. 
CIDA has also reached out to parliamentarians by organizing seminars for MPs and their 
staff to inform them about CIDA’s work and to support them in responding to questions 
from constituents. 
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2.6 Corporate Services 


Description: Corporate services comprise the management functions that support delivery and improve 
performance of the Canadian aid program. They include communications, people management, 
performance and knowledge management (internal audit, evaluation, and results-based and risk 
management), information management/information technology (IM/IT), strategic planning and resource 
allocation, and management processes, approaches, and support activities. 


Note: Both financial and human resource requirements for 2005-2006 have been incorporated as part of 
the requirements of the other programs and activities, as required by the TBS. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA continued to improve its management practices and performance, 
based on the 10 elements of the Management Accountability Framework.'* There has 
been significant progress toward improving management performance, particularly in 
relation to human resources management, implementation of values and ethics, 
implementation of the International Assistance Envelope Management Framework, and 
in promoting collaboration and integration among donor partners. 


CIDA also continued to modernize, streamline, and strengthen its business practices. The 
Business Process Roadmap, an operational guide to the Agency’s business practices, was 
updated and a wide range of tools, guides, and training materials assisted Agency staff to 
implement the changes. 


In the context of the OECD-DAC’s work on aid effectiveness, CIDA co-chairs a 
committee on procurement, the purpose of which is to develop a benchmarking and 
assessment tool of the procurement capacity of selected partner countries. This tool will 
serve to measure a partner country’s capacity to manage its procurement function should 
donors choose to transfer procurement responsibility to that partner in the fostering of 
ownership and accountability for its developmental agenda. It will also ensure CIDA is 
positioned to assess the level of risk it takes when using PBAs, as well as foster 
harmonization between donors. 


CIDA has also played a key role with OECD-DAC members in advancing the reflection 
related to public finance management. This resulted in the approval of an analytical 
framework for assessing the effectiveness of financial management systems, a necessary 
prerequisite for donor countries to increase budget support for developing countries. 


Human Resources Management 


In 2005—2006, CIDA continued to implement the multiyear project plan to modernize its 
human resources management (HRM) practices and systems. This involved aligning the 
Agency’s HRM with its current and future business needs, through the transformation 
initiative, and the evolving modern management agenda reinforced by the coming into

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force of the Public Service Modernization Act (PSMA) and its component parts: the 
Public Service Labour Relations Act (PSLRA) and the Public Service Employment Act. 


In 2005, senior management endorsed a new comprehensive HRM governance 
framework. It provides a mechanism that enables the application of HRM delegation and 
includes clearly nested HRM mandates for the corporate governing committees, well- 
defined roles and responsibilities, and a map of the flows of direct and delegated HRM 
authority within the Agency. In addition, the Agency further improved the strength, 
integrity, and business effectiveness of its organizational design and classification 
function and submitted to the Public Service Human Resources Management Agency of 
Canada (PSHRMAC) its first Classification Program Monitoring Report in March 2006. 
PSHRMAC identified CIDA’s contribution as a best practice in the Public Service and 
recommended that CIDA share its initiatives, in particular Organizational Design and 
Risk-Based Approach to Classification Monitoring, and its Classification Program 
Monitoring Report, with other government departments. 


CIDA established a corporate human resources (HR) policy planning, monitoring, 
evaluation, and reporting function. With the coming into force of the PSMA, CIDA 
developed, consulted on, and implemented mandatory staffing policies and guidelines, as 
well as other guidelines and tools. Also, in order to manage the change to the new PSMA 
regime, information sessions targeted for seven different audiences were designed and 
delivered to more than 1,000 participants at headquarters and in the field. Regular 
postings on internal websites also provided for timely communications to staff. Since 
then, the Public Service Commission has recognized CIDA as one of the top performing 
organizations, based on elements of governance, policy, communication, and control. The 
integration of CIDA’s business and human resources planning remains a priority. As a 
first step in the establishment of the corporate HR planning function, corporate business 
and HR partners established a working group to develop an integrated business and HR 
planning framework. 


Achieving results is premised on an effective planning process and the timely access to 
quality data. CIDA addressed the recommendations of the internal audit of its Systems 
Applications and Products (SAP) in Data Processing and launched an improvement 
project to resolve outstanding data integrity issues of its human resources system. 


In creating an effective enabling workplace, CIDA capitalized on the opportunities 
presented by the coming into force of the new PSLRA by rationalizing its employee and 
management assistance service delivery under one unit, making it relevant to the specific 
issues and changes in promoting an organizational culture based on sound HRM and on 
shared values such as corporate interest, stewardship, and accountability.

Box 18: A Centre for Workplace Effectiveness and Well-Being 


A Centre for Workplace Effectiveness and Well-Being (CWEWB) was created and resourced to 
address behavioural and values-based organizational challenges of effectiveness and well-being. 
The Centre has integrated similar functions under one umbrella, which include: the Informal 
Conflict Management System; Values and Ethics Program; Prevention and Informal Resolution of 
Workplace Conflict and Harassment; Employee / Career Counselling Services, and Organization 


Development. CIDA’s CWEWB model is being sought by several organizations and is recognized 
as a “public service best practice”. ; 


CIDA continues to reflect the public service-wide objectives of a renewed, sustained, and 
representative workforce. In this regard, CIDA demonstrates commitment and leadership 
on employment equity with the development of tools for managers such as the 
Employment Equity Accountability Framework and Guidelines, the Employment Equity 
Action Plan, and Employment Equity Representation Gap Statistics. Overall, CIDA has 
achieved representation in three of the four employment equity groups, including 
representation at the executive level in the Aboriginal group. The Agency has also 
continued to ensure that all its executives met the language profile in compliance with the 
Official Languages Policy for Executives. 


Results-based Management 


CIDA participated in an OECD-DAC-led committee on the promotion of results-based 
management in development programming. The committee realized two major 
achievements aimed at strengthening the capacity of country partners in results-based 
management: the Managing for Development Results (MfDR), a sourcebook on good 
practices,'° and the Managing for Development Results Mutual Learning Initiative 
(MLI). The MLI aims to bring together, on a regional basis, partner countries that have 
been trying to apply the concepts and principles of MfDR in their development planning 
and implementation processes, and in their relationships with donors supporting these 
efforts. 


Evaluations and Audits 

In 2005-2006, CIDA started a review of the evidence of the effectiveness of its grants 
and contributions over the previous five years. Findings will be reported in the 
2006-2007 Departmental Performance Report. 

The Agency continued to learn from its experience, strengthening its risk and 
performance management through staff training and the development of reference 


materials and tools such as the Investment-level Monitoring and Reporting Tool. 


Evaluations 


In 2005-2006, the Agency approved a new evaluation policy that reflects CIDA’s 
practice of carrying out evaluations at both the Agency, or corporate, level and at the

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branch, program, or project level. CIDA took steps to strengthen quality assurance, 
including plans to establish a support unit for branches undertaking evaluations. Among 
the major initiatives, were an evaluation of the Canadian Colleges Partnership Program, a 
review of the Small and Medium Enterprise Program in Egypt, an evaluation of the 
Tanzania Country Program, and an evaluation of the Canadian Scholarship Program in La 
Francophonie. CIDA also participated in multidonor evaluations of the World Food 
Programme and the International Fund for Agricultural Development. The results of these 
evaluations have served to substantiate the performance reported in this report. 


Internal Audit 


The internal audit function assesses the soundness of CIDA’s risk management, 
management practices, and controls, including the integrity of financial and non-financial 
information. 


In 2005—2006, audits of CIDA’s financial risk assessment function and of SAP HR were 
completed, the results of which can be found on the Agency’s website.'° 


Health and Safety 


Health and safety is a priority for the Agency. To minimize risk to the health and safety 
of employees while ensuring the continuation of CIDA’s international cooperation work, 
CIDA has established a Steering Committee on Pandemic Influenza. This Committee has 
endorsed a Pandemic Influenza Preparedness Plan for the Agency, bringing its level of 
preparedness in line with Canada’s National Pandemic Plan. The Plan presents an 
organized approach to managing response, recovery, and communications activities 
before, during, and after a specific pandemic situation, including invocation of CIDA’s 
Business Continuity Plan. By also aligning CIDA’s activities with those of DFAIT, the 
Agency can continue to monitor the health and safety of CIDA field staff under that 
department’s care.

Notes to the Financial Statements (unaudited) 


1. Authority and Objectives 


The Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) is designated as a department 
for the purposes of the Financial Administration Act by Order-in-Council P.C. 1968-923 
of May 8, 1968. The authority for the CIDA program and related purposes is found in the 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade Act, in the Annual Appropriations 
Act, and in the International Development (Financial Institutions) Assistance Act. CIDA 
is the lead government organization responsible for Canada's Official Development 
Assistance (ODA). 


The three goals of Canadian foreign policy are the promotion of prosperity, the protection 
of Canadians and global security, and the projection of Canadian values. CIDA’s 
mandate is to support sustainable development in developing countries in order to reduce 
poverty and to contribute to a more secure, equitable, and prosperous world. CIDA also 
has a mandate to support democratic development and economic liberalization in the 
countries in transition in Eastern Europe and the former Soviet Union. CIDA fulfills its 
mandate through five main programs: 


¢ Geographic Programs are responsible for planning and executing international 
cooperation activities in Africa, Asia, Americas, Central and Eastern Europe 
and the Middle East through direct country-to-country links with developing 
country governments, as well as through support to Canadian and international 
organizations and civil society partners. 


e Canadian Partnership uses responsive and core funding delivery models to 
support partnerships between Canadian and developing country voluntary 
sector and private sector organizations that are aligned with CIDA’s mandate 
and objectives. 


¢ Multilateral Programs involve managing substantial core contributions to, and 
high-level participation in, multilateral development institutions, especially 
with the aim of strengthening their development effectiveness. 


¢ Policy coherence involves CIDA fostering increased policy coherence 
between aid and non-aid policies that affect developing countries; ensuring the 
consistency of its internal policies; and working toward consistency between 
its own policies and those of its Canadian and international partners. 


¢ Through the Engaging Canadians program, CIDA fosters the support and 
participation of Canadians in the aid programs by soliciting public 
participation in policy dialogue and other consultations; inviting Canadian 
producers of goods and services to participate in aid programs; informing 
stakeholders and the general public about plans, policies, and programs; and 
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collaborating with partners in awareness-raising efforts about development 
issues and Canada’s contribution to international development. 


2. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The financial statements have been prepared in accordance with Treasury Board 
accounting policies which are consistent with Canadian generally accepted accounting 
principles for the public sector. 


Significant accounting policies are as follows: 


(a) Parliamentary appropriations 

CIDA is financed by the Government of Canada through Parliamentary appropriations. 
Appropriations provided to CIDA do not parallel financial reporting according to 
generally accepted accounting principles since appropriations are primarily based on cash 
flow requirements. Consequently, items recognized in the statement of operations and the 
statement of financial position are not necessarily the same as those provided through 
appropriations from Parliament. Note 3 provides a high-level reconciliation between the 
bases of reporting. 


(b) Net cash provided by Government 

CIDA operates within the Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF), which is administered by 
the Receiver General for Canada. All cash received by CIDA is deposited to the CRF and 
all cash disbursements made by CIDA are paid from the CRF. The net cash provided by 
Government is the difference between all cash receipts and all cash disbursements, 
including transactions between departments of the federal government. 


(c) Change in net position in the Consolidated Revenue Fund 

This represents the difference between the net cash provided by Government and 
appropriations used in a year, excluding the amount of non-respendable revenue recorded 
by CIDA. It results from timing differences between when a transaction affects 
appropriations and when it is processed through the CRF. 


(d) Revenues 

Revenues are accounted for in the period in which the underlying transaction or event 
occurred that gave rise to the revenues. CIDA’s revenues mainly consist of foreign 
exchange gain on revaluation as well as interests and service fees on loans. 


(e) Expenses 
Expenses are recorded on the accrual basis. CIDA’s expenses mainly consist of operating 


transactions, grants and contributions, and foreign exchange loss on revaluation. 


e Grants are recognized in the year in which the conditions for payment are met. In the 
case of grants that do not form part of an existing program, the expense is recognized 
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when the Government announces a decision to make a non-recurring transfer, 
provided the enabling legislation or authorization for payment receives parliamentary 
approval prior to the completion of the financial statements. 


e Contributions are recognized in the year in which the recipient has met the eligibility 
criteria or fulfilled the terms of a contractual transfer agreement. 


e Vacation pay and compensatory leave are expensed as the benefits accrue to 
employees under their respective terms of employment. 


e Services provided without charge by other government departments for 
accommodation, the employer’s contribution to the health and dental insurance 
plans, and legal services are recorded as operating expenses at their estimated 
cost. 


(ff) Employee future benefits 
(1) Pension benefits: Eligible employees participate in the Public Service 
Superannuation Plan, a multiemployer, defined benefit, pension plan 
administered by the Government of Canada. CIDA’s contributions to the 
Plan are charged to expenses in the year incurred and represent the total 
departmental obligation to the Plan. Current legislation does not require 
CIDA to make contributions for any actuarial deficiencies of the Plan. 


(ii) | Severance benefits: Employees are entitled to severance benefits under 
labour contracts or conditions of employment. These benefits are accrued 
as employees render the services necessary to earn them. The obligation 
relating to the benefits earned by employees is calculated using 
information derived from the results of the actuarially determined liability 
for employee severance benefits for the Government as a whole. 


(g) Accounts receivable and advances 
Accounts receivable and advances are stated at amounts expected to be ultimately 
realized. A provision is made for receivables where recovery is considered uncertain. 


(h) Loans to developing countries and international financial institutions (IF I) 

Loans to developing countries and international financial institutions for international 
development assistance are recorded at cost and are adjusted to reflect the concessionary 
terms of those loans made on a long-term, low interest, or interest-free basis. The 
discount determined at the date of the issuance is amortized to revenue using a straight- 
line amortization. No new loans have been recorded by CIDA since April 1, 1986. 


An allowance for valuation is further used to reduce the carrying value of the loans to 


amounts that approximate their net realizable value. The allowance is determined based 
on the Government’s identification and evaluation of countries that have formally applied 
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for debt relief, estimated probable losses that exist on the remaining portfolio, and 
changes in the economic conditions of sovereign debtors. 


See note 7 for more details. 


(i) Investments and advances to international financial institutions (IFI) 
Investments and advances are recorded at their cost and are subject to annual valuation to 
reflect reductions from the recorded value to the estimated realizable value. 


Investments 

Investments consist of subscriptions to the share capital of a number of international 
financial institutions and are composed of both paid-in and callable capital. Subscriptions 
to international organizations do not provide a return on investment but are repayable on 
termination of the organization or withdrawal from it. Paid-in capital is made through a 
combination of cash payments and the issuance of non-interest bearing, non-negotiable 
notes payable to the organization. Callable share capital is composed of resources that are 
not paid to the banks but act as a guarantee to allow them to borrow on international 
capital markets to finance their lending program. 


Advances 
Advances are issued to international financial institutions that use these funds to issue 
loans to developing countries at concessionary terms. 


For investments and advances to international financial institutions, an allowance is 
established based on their collectibility. 


See note 8 for more details. 


(j) Prepaid expenses 

CIDA has the authority to make payments under the terms of a contribution agreement 
before the expenditures are incurred. The portion of a payment which is intended to cover 
expenses to be incurred in a subsequent fiscal year is recorded as prepaid expenses. 


(k) Tangible capital assets 
All tangible capital assets having an initial cost of $10,000 or more are recorded at their 
acquisition cost. 


Amortization of tangible capital assets is done on a straight-line basis over the estimated 
useful life of the tangible capital asset as follows: 


Asset Class Amortization period 
Communication equipment 3 years 
Informatics equipment 5 years 
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Computer Software 3-5 years 
Other equipment 5 years 
Vehicles 5 years 


(l) Notes payable to international financial institutions (IFI) 

Notes payable to international financial institutions represent non-interest bearing, non- 
negotiable demand notes for share capital subscriptions and advances that are later 
presented for encashment according to the terms of the agreement. 


(m) Contingent liabilities 

Contingent liabilities are potential liabilities which may become actual liabilities when 
one or more future events occur or fail to occur. To the extent that the future event is 
likely to occur or fail to occur, and a reasonable estimate of the loss can be made, an 
estimated liability is accrued and an expense recorded. If the likelihood is not 
determinable or an amount cannot be reasonably estimated, the contingency is disclosed 
in the notes to the financial statements. 


(n) Foreign currency transactions 

Transactions involving foreign currencies are translated into Canadian dollar equivalents 
using rates of exchange in effect at the time of those transactions. Monetary assets and 
liabilities denominated in a foreign currency are translated into Canadian dollars using 
the rate of exchange in effect on March 31. Gains and losses resulting from foreign 
currency transactions are included in the Statement of Operations. 


(0) Measurement uncertainty 

The preparation of these financial statements in accordance with Treasury Board 
accounting policies which are consistent with Canadian generally accepted accounting 
principles for the public sector requires management to make estimates and assumptions 
that affect the reported amounts of assets, liabilities, revenues, and expenses reported in 
the financial statements. At the time of preparation of these statements, management 
believes the estimates and assumptions to be reasonable. The most significant items 
where estimates are used are in determining the allowance for doubtful accounts, 
allowance for loans, the useful life of tangible capital assets, contingent liabilities, and the 
liability for employee severance benefits. Actual results could significantly differ from 
those estimated. Management’s estimates are reviewed periodically and, as adjustments 
become necessary, they are recorded in the financial statements in the year they become 
known. 


3. Parliamentary Appropriations 


CIDA receives its funding through annual Parliamentary appropriations. Items 
recognized in the statement of operations and the statement of financial position in one 
year may be funded through Parliamentary appropriations in prior, current or future 
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years. Accordingly, CIDA has different net results of operations for the year on a 
government funding basis than on an accrual accounting basis. The differences are 


reconciled in the following tables:

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9. Canada Investment Fund for Africa (CIFA) 


The CIFA is a joint public—private sector initiative designed to provide risk capital for 
private investments in Africa that generate growth. The CIFA is a direct response to the 
New Partnership for Africa’s Development (NEPAD) and the G8 Africa Action Plan. The 
main objectives of the CIFA are to optimize public—private investment in the Fund, to 
confer a beneficial development impact on Africa by way of increased foreign direct 


investment, and to optimize the beneficial impact of the Fund’s activities on Canadian 
interests. 


The Government of Canada is a limited partner in the CIFA. Its commitment toward the 
Fund is subject to matching funds of other investors and shall be equal to the lesser of: 


(1) $100 million and (ii) the aggregated commitments of all other limited partners of the 
partnership.

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12. Employee Benefits 


(a) Pension benefits: CIDA’s employees participate in the Public Service Pension Plan, 
which is sponsored and administered by the Government of Canada. Pension benefits 
accrue up to a maximum period of 35 years at a rate of 2 percent per year of pensionable 
service, times the average of the best five consecutive years of earnings. The benefits are 
integrated with the Canada/Quebec Pension Plans benefits and they are indexed to 
inflation. 


Both the employees and CIDA contribute to the cost of the Plan. The 2005—2006 expense 
amounts to $16,591,246 ($14,519,138 in 2004-2005), which represents approximately 
2.6 times the contributions by employees. 


CIDA’s responsibility with regard to the Plan is limited to its contributions. Actuarial 
surpluses or deficiencies are recognized in the financial statements of the Government of 
Canada, as the Plan’s sponsor. 


(b) Severance benefits: CIDA provides severance benefits to its employees based on 
eligibility, years of service, and final salary. These severance benefits are not pre-funded. 
Benefits will be paid from future appropriations. Information about the severance 
benefits, measured as at March 31, 2006, is as follows:

14. Contingent liabilities 


Contingent liabilities for CIDA can be classified into three categories: callable share 
capital in certain international organizations; liability relating to the Canada Investment 
Fund for Africa; and pending and threatened litigation cases. 


CIDA detains callable share capital in certain international organizations that could 
require future payments to those organizations. Callable share capital is composed of 
resources that are not paid to the organizations but act as a guarantee to allow them to 
borrow on international capital markets to finance their lending program. Callable share 
capital, which has never been drawn on by the organizations, would only be utilized in 
extreme circumstances to repay unrecoverable loans, should the organization’s reserves 
not be sufficient. As at March 31, 2006, the callable share capital is valued at $8 billion 
and no provision was recorded for this amount. 


Pursuant to Section 3 of the Canada Fund for Africa Act, CIDA signed a subscription 
agreement to invest in the Canada Investment Fund for Africa. In line with this 
agreement, Canada’s commitment to the Fund is subject to matching funds of other 
investors and shall be equal to the lesser of: (i) $100 million and (ii) the aggregated 
commitments of all other limited partners of the partnership. As at March 31, 2006, 
CIDA had paid $25 million to the Fund and had an accrued liability of $60 million 
toward the Fund because of the existing commitments of the other partners on that date, 
bringing its total commitment to $85 million. On April 4, 2006, other partners committed 
an additional $57 million towards the Fund, bringing the total commitments of these 
partners to $142 million. CIDA’s obligation being to match a maximum amount of $100 
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million invested in the Fund, it then inherited of a contingent liability amounting to $15 
million. 


CIDA is a defendant in certain pending and threatened litigation cases which arose in the 
normal course of operations. Legal proceedings for claims totaling approximately $7 
million ($6 million in 2005) were still pending at March 31, 2006. Some of these 
potential liabilities may become actual liabilities when one or more future events occur or 
fail to occur. To the extent that the future event is likely to occur or fail to occur, and a 
reasonable estimate of the loss can be made, an estimated liability is accrued and an 
expense recorded in the financial statements.

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Annex 4: Sustainable Development Strategy 


CIDA defines sustainable development as development that is equitable and 
environmentally sustainable, and that strengthens the economic, social, environmental, 
and governance capacity of women and men, boys and girls. CIDA's Sustainable 
Development Strategy 2004-2006: Enabling Change (SDS-3) served as the Agency’s 
business plan, looking beyond sustainable development as an environmentally based 
concept and approaching it in a more holistic manner integrating environmental, 
economic, social, and governance related aspects of development. The SDS supports 
the sustainability of CIDA’s operations at the policy, program, and project/investment 
level, in order to enhance aid effectiveness. 


SDS-3 has been updated annually through CIDA’s Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) 
and reported on through its Departmental Performance Report (DPR). Given the breadth 
of the SDS-3, the text of the 2005—2006 DPR represents an overall progress report on 
SDS-3, including highlights from the fiscal year. 


As is mentioned in the DPR, during the year, CIDA has been refining its performance 
management systems with an approach that will closely link planning, resources, 
implementation, monitoring, and reporting, as required by the Management, Resources, 
and Results Structure (MRRS) Policy of 2004. This process will be finalized in 2006— 
2007, and will include a new logic model and new Program Activity Architecture (PAA), 
which will take effect as of April 1, 2007. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA initiated the development of its SDS-4 (2007-2009). The new 
sustainable development strategy will be aligned with CIDA’s new logic model and 
PAA. One of the three elements that comprise CIDA’s goal is increased sustainable 
development (the other two are reduced poverty and promotion of human rights) in its 
new PAA. The prominence of sustainable development is indicative of the focus CIDA 
continues to give to this issue.

A portion of the aid budget is also programmed through 
contracting activities, largely for services. In such cases, the 
Government of Canada’s contracting regulations apply, and 
procurement staff in each branch work according to these 
rules and authorities when contracting services. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA issued 1,153 grants and contributions 
worth slightly more than $ 1.7 billion. The Agency also 
signed 3,745 contracts and agreements worth $ 309 million. 
The contracts function is decentralized at CIDA, with 
procurement personnel operating in each program branch. 
These contracts officers are part of program/project teams. 
The functional lead for the Agency is the Contracting 
Management Division (CMD) of the Human Resources and 
Corporate Services Branch. The Policy Section in the 
Division develops common contracting tools and templates, 
publishes guides, etc. For competitive contracting under the 
contracting regulations, CMD also has a centrally run Bid 
Receiving Unit to post and receive tender documents. The 
Director General of CMD chairs the Evaluation Review 
Board (ERB) and, along with the Director General of 
Finance and a representative from Legal Services, reviews 
all competitive tender decisions of more than $500,000.

Annex 6: Service Improvement 


CIDA’s service standards have been in place for several years. Over the past year, CIDA 
has concentrated on improving services to the Canadian public in the following priority 
areas: 


e CIDA’s website; 
e Public Inquiries Service (via e-mail and telephone); and 
e CIDA’s regional presence. 


CIDA’s website / Government On-Line 


During 2005, CIDA undertook a project to redesign its website to provide better service 
to visitors. The following tasks were completed: 


e following an analysis, problems with the old site were identified and a completely 
redesigned website was put in place to allow users to find material more easily 
and access documents from more than one access point; 

e stakeholders provided input through focus sessions and presentations. 
Adjustments were made to respond to their feedback, particularly the front page. 
Results from an on-line survey were also addressed in the redesign, as were 
suggestions on how to best position the site on commercial search engines; 

e guidelines and policies on web publishing were revisited and revised where 
necessary. Courses on web writing were offered to interested CIDA staff; 

e specifications were written for a web publishing tool, and this system was 
developed and delivered; and 

e CIDA branches, together with their Communications Advisors, reviewed 
documents for quality and revised text as necessary. Progress was tracked using 
an in-house system. 


At the end of the year, the project was on track for launching of the new site in May 
2006. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA published its “Project Browser” database on the Internet. Initially a 
pilot project accessible to a few divisions within CIDA, it has become the official CIDA 
tool for publishing project information on the website. At the end of the year, information 
on more than 400 projects in 90 countries was available on-line, in both official 
languages. The Project Browser is constantly evolving to respond to the needs of the 
public and CIDA partners in Canada and around the world. It represents a unique way to 
present the work of CIDA from a country or sectoral perspective, with a fully integrated 
search tool. 
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Public Inquiries Service (via e-mail and telephone) 
Service standards 


Most requests for information received by CIDA’s Public Inquiries Service were made by 
e-mail and by telephone, e-mail being the most popular vehicle. Inquiries were also 
received by regular mail, facsimile, and in person, but their numbers were comparatively 
low. The number of e-mail messages received over the last five years has risen from 
9,200 to more than 13,300 per year, or 37 percent. 


The service standard for responding to information requests is 24 to 48 hours. This target 
was usually met, but the method used to statistically verify performance has not always 
been reliable. 


More complex inquiries entail research and can take more than 48 hours to complete. In 
such cases, clients were informed and a mutually acceptable timeframe was 
negotiated.Although the Service’s Information Officers answered the majority of public 
inquiries, a number were referred to CIDA program or policy staff. In such cases, follow 
up was not always possible because of limited resources. 


Quality of service 


CIDA records all complaints. Of the 388,445 information requests received during the 
last five years, only 25 complaints were made. While no formal measurement tool exists 
to gauge public satisfaction, the level of service appears to be satisfactory, based on the 
low number of complaints. 


Common Measurement Tool 


As part of CIDA’s effort to implement a Common Measurement Tool for selected clients, 
CIDA hired a consultant to study the service provided to the public and recommend 
survey questions. This survey has yet to be undertaken. 


Disaster response 


CIDA’s Public Inquiries Service is structured to enable the Agency to respond to crises. 
The Service’s schedule is flexible and can be adapted to longer hours of operation. A 
contingency plan is also in place to enable CIDA’s main telephone reception (also part of 
the Public Inquiries Service) to function off-site in the event that the CIDA headquarters 
building is inaccessible. 


CIDA’s Regional Offices 
CIDA is committed to outreach across the country through nine regional and satellite 


offices (based in British Columbia, the Prairies, and Atlantic Canada). The Agency 
continues to strengthen its partnerships with stakeholders, provincial government 
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counterparts, and other federal departments located in the regions, in order to facilitate 
partnerships in development cooperation and to contribute to the overall coherence of 
Canadian government programs. 


Regional Offices continued to play a major role in the flow of information between CIDA 
and its partners, such as providing support to CIDA’s November 2005 consultations with 
Canadian NGOs on a new project funding mechanism. In addition to representing CIDA 
on regional Federal Councils, and working closely with other federal departments, the 
Regional Offices continued to enhance relationships with provincial governments. For 
example, CIDA’s Atlantic Regional Office is a member of “Trade Team New 
Brunswick”, a group of federal and provincial officials that liaises with New Brunswick 
firms that work internationally, and has collaborated with trade promotion officials from 
the Province of New Brunswick to enhance the knowledge of New Brunswick firms and 
other organizations about opportunities in international development.

Annex 7: The Millennium Development Goals 


In September 2001, the countries of the world met in special session at the UN General 
Assembly and endorsed the Millennium Development Goals. Canada is a strong 
supporter of these goals. The eight goals are as follows: 


Eradicate extreme poverty and hunger: Halve, between 1990 and 2015, the proportion 
of people whose income is less than one dollar a day. Halve, between 1990 and 2015, the 
proportion of people who suffer from hunger. 


Achieve universal primary education: Ensure that, by 2015, children everywhere, boys 
and girls alike, will be able to complete a full course of primary schooling. 


Promote gender equality and empower women: Eliminate gender disparity in primary 
and secondary education, preferably by 2005S, and at all levels of education by 2015. 


Reduce child mortality: Reduce by two thirds, between 1990 and 2015, the mortality 
rate among children under five. 


Improve maternal health: Reduce by three quarters, between 1990 and 2015, the 
maternal mortality ratio. 


Combat HIV/AIDS, malaria and other diseases: Halt, by 2015, and begin to reverse 
the spread of HIV/AIDS. Halt, by 2015, and begin to reverse the incidence of malaria and 
other major diseases. 


Ensure environmental sustainability: Integrate the principles of sustainable 
development into country policies and programs, and reverse the loss of environmental 
resources. Halve, by 2015, the proportion of people without sustainable access to safe 
drinking water. Achieve a significant improvement in the lives of at least 100 million 
slum dwellers by 2020. 


Develop a global partnership for development: Develop further an open, rule-based, 
predictable, non-discriminatory trading and financial system. Address the special needs 
of the least-developed countries. Address the special needs of landlocked countries and 
small island developing states. Deal comprehensively with the debt problems of 
developing countries through national and international measures in order to make debt 
sustainable in the long term. In cooperation with developing countries, design and 
implement strategies to create decent and productive work for youth. In cooperation with 
pharmaceutical companies, provide access to affordable, essential drugs in developing 
countries. In cooperation with the private sector, make available the benefits of new 
technologies, especially information and communications technologies.

B. Autres renseignements 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I -The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of the 
Main Estimates. 


Part If -The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable 
the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before March 1, 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an organisation’s main 
priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including links to related resource 
requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and 
contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 


ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the 
Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which 


may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved against 


planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most recently 


completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers 
who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending authorities 


(votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, the first document in 
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Foreword 


Departmental performance reports play a key role in the cycle of planning, monitoring, 
evaluating, and reporting results to Parliament and citizens. They are at the heart of 
accountability in government. 


Departments and agencies are encouraged to prepare their reports following principles for 
effective public reporting (provided in the Guide to the Preparation of Part III of the 2005- 

2006 Estimates - Reports on Plans and Priorities and Departmental Performance Reports: 

http://www.tbs-sct.gc.ca/rma/dpr2/05-06/guidelines/guide_e.asp ). 


Based on these principles, an effective report provides a coherent and balanced picture of 
performance that is brief and to the point. It focuses on outcomes (benefits to Canadians and 
Canadian society) and describes the contribution the organisation has made toward those 
outcomes. It sets performance in context, associates performance with earlier commitments, 
explains any changes, and discusses risks and challenges faced by the organisation in 
delivering on these commitments. Achievements realised in partnership with other 
governmental and non-governmental organisations are also discussed. Supporting the need 
for responsible spending, it links resources to results. Finally, the report is credible because 
it substantiates the performance information with appropriate methodologies and relevant 
data.

SECTION I—OVERVIEW 


Chairperson’s Message 


I am pleased to present the Departmental Performance Report of the Canadian 
International Trade Tribunal (the Tribunal) for fiscal year 2005-2006. 


One of the Tribunal’s principal objectives is to ensure that Canada’s business community 
and the public have access to a fair and transparent process to settle trade disputes. In so 
doing, the Tribunal contributes to Canada’s competitiveness in the global trade 
environment. The Tribunal conducts trade-related injury inquiries (i.e. dumping, 
subsidizing, and global and Chinese safeguards), hears complaints regarding federal 
government procurement, and hears appeals from decisions of the Canada Revenue 
Agency (CRA) and the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA). In its advisory role, the 
Tribunal undertakes general economic inquiries and tariff references for the Minister of 
Finance or the Governor in Council. 


The Tribunal issued its decisions within statutory deadlines and maintained high-quality 
standards of research and analysis, despite a heavy caseload and resource pressures. 
Elapsed times for issuing decisions not subject to statutory deadlines increased slightly 
this year; however, an improved multi-disciplinary approach to appeals work resulted in a 
more effective disposition process for appeals. This work is expected to result in 
improved turnaround times in 2006-2007. 


The Tribunal has maintained a strong record in terms of its decisions being upheld by 
national and international appeal bodies and continues to play a key role in fostering a 
Canadian trading system that is transparent and accessible and meets international 
obligations. 


The Tribunal has continued to make progress towards communicating electronically with 
parties, the key focus being on changes to its information technology infrastructure in 
order to ensure the security and confidentiality of information. 


Finally, the Tribunal made a number of improvements to its management practices and 
completed the implementation of key provisions of the Public Service Modernization Act.

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Legislative Context 


The Tribunal acts as an independent, quasi-judicial, decision-making body that is 
accountable to Parliament through the Minister of Finance. The Tribunal is composed of 
up to 9 (currently 7) full-time members, including a chairperson and 2 vice-chairpersons, and 
is supported by a permanent staff of 87 persons, who are responsible for court registry 
functions, the research and investigation of cases, legal services to the members and staff, 
and corporate services. It derives its authority from the Canadian International Trade 
Tribunal Act (CITT Act), the Special Import Measures Act (SIMA), the Customs Act and 
the Excise Tax Act. Its objective is to provide a fair and efficient trade remedies system to 
the Canadian public and the private sector and to offer the government, through its fact- 
finding inquiries and standing references, the best advice available so that it can 
formulate strategies for making the Canadian business sector better able to provide jobs 
and growth in today’s globalized commercial environment. 


Under the CITT Act, the Tribunal is empowered, on complaint by an interested party or as 
directed by the government, to carry out import safeguard inquiries into rapid increases of 
foreign imports (including through special procedures for imports specifically from the 
People’s Republic of China [China]) and to formulate recommendations to the 
government for dealing with them. Under S/MA, it conducts inquiries into whether 
dumped and/or subsidized imports have injured Canadian manufacturers. Pursuant to the 
Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act and SIMA, the Tribunal is empowered to deal with 
appeals from decisions of the CRA and the CBSA on various excise and customs matters. 
With the implementation of the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), its 
mandate was expanded to include reviewing bid challenges on federal government 
procurement matters. The Tribunal has also been designated as the bid challenge 
authority under the Agreement on Internal Trade (AIT) and the World Trade Organization 
(WTO) Agreement on Government Procurement (AGP). 


Tribunal’s Mission 


The Tribunal’s main objective is to provide the public with easy access to its services so 
that it can efficiently and effectively adjudicate, within tight statutory deadlines, the cases 
referred to it. In its quasi-judicial role, its caseload is comprised of: 


e Unfair trade cases—inquiries under S/MA into whether dumped or subsidized 
imports have caused or are threatening to cause injury to a Canadian industry 


e Safeguard cases—inquiries into whether the rapid buildup of imports from China, 
or from around the world, is causing injury to a Canadian industry 


e Appeals of decisions of the CBSA made under the Customs Act and SIMA and 
appeals of decisions of the CRA under the Excise Tax Act 


e Bid challenges—inquiries into complaints by potential suppliers concerning 
federal government procurement under NAFTA, the A/T and the AGP 
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The Tribunal also plays an advisory role for the government by conducting general 
economic inquiries and references, in particular: 


e Safeguard cases—where the Tribunal finds serious injury to a Canadian industry, 
the Governor in Council may request it to recommend appropriate measures for 
dealing with the buildup of imports 


¢ Tariff and general economic inquiries referred by the government—inquiries and 
advice on such economic, trade and tariff issues as are referred to the Tribunal by 
the Governor in Council or the Minister of Finance 


e Standing tariff references from the Minister of Finance—investigations into 
requests from Canadian producers for tariff relief on imported textile inputs that 
they use in their production 


The Tribunal obtains its operating budget through the Main Estimates process. It does not 
receive funds through grants and contributions or through cost recovery of its operational 
expenditures.

Challenges and Risks 


Overall, the Tribunal delivers an indispensable trade adjudication service in the face of an 
unpredictable caseload and a complex environment. Highlights of specific challenges and 
risks, faced by the Tribunal in 2005-2006, are provided below: 


e Impact of economic factors. The Canadian apparel and textile industries have 
been challenged by increasing competition from abroad, as these markets 
continue to globalize and as textile and tariff quotas were removed at the end 
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of 2004, consistent with Canada’s commitments to the WTO. As part of a set of 
initiatives to improve the competitiveness of the Canadian industries, the Minister 
of Finance sent two tariff references to the Tribunal that were in progress 
in 2005-2006. The Tribunal completed one tariff reference during the fiscal year, 
and a second was in progress at year end. 


e Prevalence of electronic communications in courts and _ tribunals. 
Increasingly, parties and their counsel appearing before the Tribunal expect to be 
able to interface with it electronically, as they now do with the courts and other 
tribunals. This includes the ability to submit applications and supporting 
documentation electronically, to access case information electronically and to be 
able to communicate with the Tribunal and other parties electronically and 
securely. The Tribunal has continued its efforts to automate the hearing rooms. 
Also, plans were established to implement Secure Channel to create a secure file 
transfer facility, and work should be completed on both of these initiatives 
in 2006-2007. Work was undertaken to address technical issues relating to remote 
access of case data, and functional requirements were completed for the filing of 
electronic questionnaires. All measures are taken to ensure security of information 
before electronic vehicles are implemented. 


e Ensuring the continuity of expertise of the Tribunal. The Tribunal’s workforce 
is highly specialized, having developed its competencies through a number of 
years. The Tribunal is in a challenging period, since a number of senior and 
knowledgeable personnel retired or will be retiring over the next few years. In 
fiscal year 2005-2006, eight key staff members retired, including two members 
(both vice-chairpersons). Consequently, the Tribunal devoted significant time to 
the recruitment for key positions and continues to maintain a strong focus on 
training and human resource planning. 


e Unpredictable caseload and complexity of cases. The Tribunal’s workload is 
externally generated, and it has no ability to affect the volume of its intake of 
cases. This challenge is increased by the fact that, for the key areas of its mandate 
(dumping and subsidizing, government procurement, safeguards and government 
references), the Tribunal’s findings and recommendations are subject to tight 
statutory or government-mandated deadlines. In 2005-2006, the Tribunal 
responded to the demands of two government references and five safeguard 
complaints. Compared to other types of cases, government references and 
safeguard cases demand more resources because the issues to be addressed are 
broader and the cases are larger. There were fewer dumping/subsidizing cases and 
procurement cases in 2005-2006 than in recent years, but the cases were far more 
complex. The number of appeal decisions issued in 2005-2006 doubled as a result 
of the creation of a dedicated appeal team. One of the Tribunal’s main challenges, 
in the fiscal year, was having on strength the appropriate mix of competencies to 
deal effectively with the allocation of limited resources to allow statutory 
deadlines to be met and concurrent operational requirements associated with the 
various areas of its mandate to be considered in a timely manner. In order to 
successfully address this challenge, it was necessary for the Tribunal to make 
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increased use of temporary resources, students and staff in term, contract and 
casual positions. 


e Managing with fewer resources. As is the case with other departments, the 
Tribunal has been faced with funding cuts to fulfill the government’s savings 
commitments—this has limited its ability to manage retirements and to start 
rebuilding the workforce. In the last two years, the Tribunal’s resource levels 
were reduced by $189,000 as part of government-wide re-allocation and saving 
measures; this represents a significant challenge for the Tribunal. The Tribunal 
has limited flexibility in its budget—approximately 85 percent of the Tribunal’s 
annual expenditures have been allocated to salaries and benefits, and about 
75 percent of operating expenditures consist of non-discretionary expenditures 
that are required in a quasi-judicial organization, i.e. technology, 
telecommunications, translation, court reporting, printing, publishing, and mail 
and courier services. Accordingly, budget reductions have had a disproportionate 
impact on training and development, technology improvements and _ related 
initiatives, as the Tribunal has less capacity to address these issues. 


Results and Priorities 


The Tribunal has a single strategic outcome: 


Fair, timely and effective disposition of international trade cases and government- 
mandated inquiries in various areas of the Tribunal’s jurisdiction 


The result to be achieved in support of this strategic outcome is that the Tribunal’s 
decisions and recommendations are fair and impartial (and are viewed as such by 
stakeholders) and are published in a timely way (in terms of quality and meeting statutory 
and internal deadlines). 


Under the new Program Activity Architecture, the Tribunal has two activities that 
contribute to the above result. These are: adjudication of trade cases (quasi-judicial role) 
and general economic inquiries and references (advisory role). 


The Tribunal’s priorities have remained the same for a number of years. These are to: 
process cases within legislative deadlines/quality standards; improve service through 
technology; and improve Tribunal management practices.

Summary of Performance 


An overall assessment of the Tribunal’s performance is provided below based on its three 
ongoing priorities. 


The Tribunal issued its decisions within the statutory deadlines, despite a heavy caseload. 
Although some delays still occurred in appeal decisions, which are not subject to 
statutory deadlines, the number of outstanding cases is decreasing as a result of the 
creation of a dedicated appeals unit. 


The Tribunal continues to make progress in providing external parties access to Tribunal 
services and information electronically, with the ultimate aim of enabling parties to file 
electronically with full protection of the security and confidentiality of the information. 


Finally, the Tribunal made a number of technology and management improvements to 
Support its mandate. The following table provides highlights of the Tribunal’s 
performance against its strategic outcome and priorities.

Performance by Priority/Performance Indicator 


Highlights of the Tribunal’s performance in relation to each of the three priorities and its 
performance indicators are described below. 


Priority I: Processing cases within legislative deadlines/quality standards 


The key ongoing priority of the Tribunal is to hear cases and make sound decisions 
expeditiously on matters that fall within its jurisdiction pursuant to acts of Parliament, 
particularly cases that have legislative deadlines. In doing so, the Tribunal has strived to 
respect timelines and maintain the quality of its findings, determinations and 
recommendations. Specific achievements include the following. 


e Decisions were issued as per statutory deadlines. All decisions/determinations 
subject to statutory deadlines (i.e. dumping and/or subsidizing and procurement 
complaint cases) were issued within the established statutory deadlines. 
Furthermore, internal procedures relating to case processing in general and S/MA

cases in particular were reviewed and updated to improve efficiency and facilitate 
learning by new staff. 


Elapsed times for the production of appeal decisions, which were not subject 
to statutory deadlines, did not meet internal standard. The Tribunal has 
adopted an informal, voluntary standard of publishing appeal decisions within 
120 days of the hearing, given that there is no statutory deadline in place. To 
achieve this deadline, the Tribunal strives to maintain a strong discipline of case 
management and tracking to ensure compliance with milestones and to ensure the 
optimal scheduling and use of staff resources between investigations. 
Unfortunately, due to the added workload in the case work under statutory 
deadlines and internal resource pressures, elapsed times for producing appeals 
decisions exceeded the internal standard of 120 days in slightly over half the 
cases. 


In 2005-2006, a dedicated appeals team was set up and the appeals process was 
re-engineered to address this issue. Monthly litigation and appeals reports were 
implemented to more closely monitor progress. As a result, it is expected that, 
in 2006-2007, the average elapsed time for issuing appeal decisions will rarely 
exceed the internal standard. 


Tribunal decisions were upheld on judicial review. An indicator of the 
soundness of Tribunal decisions is the number of decisions that are upheld. 
In 2005-2006, the Federal Court of Appeal dealt with 10 requests for judicial 
review of Tribunal determinations and decisions. Two of those applications were 
discontinued. The Federal Court of Appeal remanded one decision to the 
Tribunal, but, in that case, the Tribunal’s finding on the central issue was upheld 
and only the form of remedy was challenged. Seven cases were still outstanding at 
year end. 


The Tribunal’s processes are perceived as transparent and accessible and 
meet international obligations. The WTO publishes comments every two years, 
through its Trade Policy Review mechanism, on whether Canada and the Tribunal 
have fostered a fair and open trading system that is transparent and accessible and 
meets international obligations. In its last Trade Policy Review for Canada, the 
WTO, in 2003, characterized Canada’s trade regime as amongst the “world’s 
most transparent and liberal”. The next WTO Trade Policy Review for Canada 
will take place in 2007. 


Stakeholder feedback regarding quality of service was positive. The level of 
satisfaction of stakeholders with the Tribunal’s procedures and guidelines entails 
a number of considerations, for example, the response time with regard to 
requests for information, the effectiveness of the Tribunal’s procedures and the 
overall efficiency of the adjudication process. Stakeholder feedback on the 
procedures and rules is obtained through the Bench and Bar Committee (the 
Committee). The Committee serves as a forum to discuss procedural issues of 
common interest. It is composed of lawyers nominated by the Canadian Bar 
Association and the Department of Justice and trade consultants invited by the 
Tribunal. The Committee held one meeting during 2005-2006. This meeting of 
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the Committee provided an opportunity for participants to present their views 
about the Tribunal’s processes and procedures. The Committee was consulted on 
a proposed new protocol for transmitting confidential information by e-mail, and 
it welcomed the enhanced capability. As well, supplementary guidelines on the 
handling of confidential information in documents filed electronically by parties 
was tabled and discussed. 


High-quality standards were maintained in case research and analysis 
despite resource pressures. The Tribunal continued to bring staff expertise 
together around each case through multi-disciplinary and cross-functional teams 
to ensure the highest level of expertise appropriate to each case. It also 
implemented rigorous quality controls for each case through internal peer review 
approvals, editing of research reports and evaluations at the end of each case. 


Research reports were found, by the members and parties, to be objective and 
accurate. The communication of the information in the reports was transparent, 
while ensuring the protection of proprietary business information. When required 
by a case, research reports were issued in both official languages and the public 
versions were posted on the Tribunal’s Web site. 


Tribunal recommendations meet the business requirements of the 
Government. From time to time, the Tribunal, at the request of the Government 
or pursuant to its legislative mandate, provides independent advice and 
recommendations to the Government. This advice assists the Government in 
making informed policy decisions. In 2005-2006, the Government implemented 
the Tribunal’s recommendations for the elimination of tariffs on 341 tariff items 
affecting a wide range of fibres, yarns and fabrics not made in Canada. As well, it 
implemented the Tribunal’s public interest recommendations to reduce anti- 
dumping duties on certain stainless steel round wire. In May 2006, the 
Government implemented the Tribunal’s recommendation for tariff relief on 
certain yarns used in the manufacture of swimwear fabrics. Later the same month, 
the Government announced that it would not implement the imposition of 
surtaxes on imported bicycles and barbeques, as recommended by the Tribunal. 


Priority II: Improving service through technology 


The Tribunal has made significant efforts to improve the delivery of services to parties 
and their counsel by leveraging information technology for better, faster and more 
efficient service. For a number of years, it has undertaken initiatives to improve 
electronic access to information by both internal users (members and staff) and external 
users (litigants and their counsel). 


Continue ongoing technology improvements. The Tribunal has been improving 
the technology infrastructure to improve the ability to work from home and 
provide secure remote access to case information to Tribunal staff and counsel 
representing parties. 


Improved security of information. The Tribunal handles confidential business 
information and is very diligent about protecting that information. Secure Channel

is being implemented to establish a secure infrastructure/platform to enable clients 
to submit files electronically. Most of the work to implement Secure Channel was 
completed in fiscal year 2005-2006. Secure Channel will be ready to use by the 
end of first quarter 2006-2007. Secure Channel will allow for the secure 
electronic file transfer of any information relating to Tribunal cases, plus support 
the e-questionnaire and remote access projects referred to above. The Tribunal has 
also enhanced information security by improving security around external access 
to the Tribunal network (e.g. spyware, spam and firewall protection) and by 
improving the security of the electronic versions of staff reports. 


Implement electronic life cycle management of case files. The ultimate 
objective is to automate and integrate all the information around a case and to 
provide full electronic filing once confidentiality and legal issues have been 
resolved. The Tribunal obtained Government On-Line (GOL) funds of $136,000 
($68,000 in 2004-2005 and $68,000 in 2005-2006) to apply the Policy on the 
Management of Government Information to S/JMA case files in partnership with 
the CBSA and the Library and Archives Canada. 


The Tribunal has reviewed its information management practices to ensure 
compliance with the management of information policy of the Government of 
Canada. The policy promotes the e-record as the record of choice. The GOL 
funding was used to review the SJMA case process (the most complex of the 
cases) and define the requirements for the electronic life cycle management of 
SIMA cases. In fiscal year 2005-2006, the Tribunal: 


e completed the document standards for SIMA case files; 


e completed the functional requirements for remote access of SIMA case file 
information which will ultimately eliminate the need for the Tribunal to 
reproduce volumes of paper for counsel; 


e completed the functional requirements for the development, completion and 
submission of electronic questionnaires and analysis of the data therein; and 


e has shared, with other departments, the methodology and lessons learned in 
conducting these projects using GOL funds. 


Improve scope of information available to the public. The Tribunal continued 
to provide public accessibility to information in both official languages, including 
information regarding its mandate and procedures, over-the-counter services, 
written and oral communications with the public and the efficient processing of 
documents relevant to eventual proceedings before the Tribunal. In a number of 
SIMA cases, parties were not represented by counsel; consequently, the Secretariat 
was required to pay special attention to their needs and provide guidance to them 
on the Tribunal’s administrative and judicial process. 


Continue to improve communications through its Web site. The Tribunal 
continued to make strategic use of its Web site to communicate with various 
groups of stakeholders and the public and to ensure that stakeholders have a clear 
understanding of its jurisdiction. For example, the Web site is used to 
communicate and distribute documents, thus significantly enhancing the quality 
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of services to those participating or interested in the Tribunal’s cases. The Web 
site allows its users to register, free of charge, for a subscriber alert service that 
informs them when new documents are posted, allows potential suppliers to 
download a procurement complaint form and allows interested parties to 
download and complete electronic versions of Tribunal questionnaires. A 
repository of all documents produced by the Tribunal allows for research into past 
decisions. The Tribunal plans to migrate to a new technology platform that will 
enable stakeholders to access Tribunal case documents electronically through the 
Web site and view documents electronically. All functional and security 
requirements have been addressed, but a number of technical requirements still 
remain to be addressed. 


Priority III: Improving management practices 


The Tribunal continues to assess and improve its management practices. The focus 
in 2005-2006 was on human resources management, as people are the Tribunal’s key 
resource. The following are some specific achievements. 


Implemented the PSEA portion of the Public Service Modernization Act 
(PSMA): The PSMA has brought about changes in the way the federal public 
service hires and manages its employees. As is the case government-wide, the 
Tribunal began, during 2004-2005, to align its human resource practices with the 
requirements of the act. A detailed action plan was developed in 2004-2005 to 
prepare for the implementation of the PSEA. The Tribunal met all of its timelines 
for implementing the PSEA, despite the fact that the implementation posed 
significant resource challenges. One of the key elements contributing to this 
success was participating as an active member of a five organization HR Coop, 
where participants leveraged the resources and expertise of member 
organizations. Based on the Public Service Commission’s Assessment of the 
Staffing Management Accountability Framework, the Tribunal will be listed as 
one of the top performing organizations. 


Developed human resources continuity plans. Maintaining continuity in the 
Tribunal’s corporate knowledge requires a sustained focus on documenting 
procedures, training, recruitment, Human Resource Management and succession 
planning. In 2005-2006, the Tribunal began its review of key positions and the 
development of succession plans that will be integrated into the business plan 
in 2006-2007. New recruitment and development approaches and strategies were 
implemented to facilitate succession in key positions, including the introduction 
of some developmental positions. 


Continued development and implementation of a Tribunal learning strategy. 
The Tribunal has continued to develop in-house training programs, create position 
papers on special topics and share lessons learned by staff and members. A 
seminar series for members and staff on case issues and case management was 
implemented in 2005-2006, and an orientation program was developed that 
integrates Public Service and Tribunal values and ethics. Some on-the-job training 
programs have been developed, and a virtual library of training materials for 
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members and staff has been established. All managers with delegated staffing 
authority received the required training for the implementation of the PSEA. 


Planned internal audit not completed. The Tribunal was unable to carry out the 
planned audit of the Financial Function in 2005-2006 because of resource 
constraints and plans to complete that audit in 2006-2007. 


Integration of corporate systems. The corporate systems have all now been 
integrated into GX, one of the Government’s approved interim systems. The asset 
module, the last one to be integrated was completed this fiscal year. This has 
reduced the requirement for duplicate entries and maintenance costs and will, in 
the long term, ensure better data integrity and provide more timely information to 
managers. 


Other management practices. In 2005-2006, the Tribunal undertook a number 
of other initiatives to improve management practices, including: 


e Launching a formal awards and recognition program; 


e Contributing to the procurement savings review, directly and as an active 
member of the Small Agency Administrative Network (SAAN) and providing 
input into the adaptability of the general approach to small agencies; 


e Strengthening internal governance and communication—reviewed and revised 
terms of reference for Executive (ExCom), Senior Staff Committee (SSC) and 
labour management consultative committee. Management meetings are now 
held weekly or bi-weekly in each branch, as well as annual branch retreats. 
The Tribunal held an all-staff retreat in 2005-2006 to address issues of 
concern to staff. An action plan was developed and is being implemented to 
address concerns raised. Increased use of intranet to post policies, procedures, 
terms of reference etc., for better access by employees; 


e Assessing the Tribunal’s Management Accountability Framework (MAF) in 
cooperation with TBS and the Public Service Human Resources Management 
Agency of Canada. Results are expected in 2006-2007.

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SECTION II—PERFORMANCE BY

Activity No. 1—Adjudication of Trade Cases 


The adjudication of trade cases is a quasi-judicial activity that includes unfair trade cases, 
appeals from decisions of the CBSA and the CRA, and bid challenges relating to federal 
government procurement. The Tribunal strives to make decisions that are fair and 
impartial and published in a timely way.

Highlights of key performance results achieved include the following. 


e Decisions were published within statutory deadlines. The Tribunal’s decisions 
regarding dumping and/or subsidizing and procurement complaints are subject to 
statutory deadlines. In 2005-2006, 24 decisions were issued covering these 
two areas of the Tribunal’s mandate, including 10 S/MA decisions and 
14 procurement decisions. All determinations were issued within statutory 
deadlines. However, the statement of reasons providing the detailed judgment, 
and the translation of the Tribunal’s determination and statement of reasons, were 
not always issued on time. Further details are provided below. The Tribunal has 
implemented strong case management controls to ensure that it is able to meet 
these deadlines and does extensive tracking of the status of cases to ensure close 
adherence to prescribed deadlines. Detailed reports also exist on the status of 
cases. 


e There were some delays regarding internal deadlines. There is no statutory 
deadline imposed for the decisions on appeals of CBSA and CRA decisions. 
However, the Tribunal has adopted an informal, voluntary standard of issuing 
such decisions within 120 days of the hearing of an appeal. Management monitors 
these files closely to ensure that, to the greatest extent possible, the Tribunal 
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adheres to this standard. Given the added workload in the case work under 
statutory deadlines, delays have increased for these cases. A review of the appeals 
heard in 2005-2006 shows that the Tribunal met its target of issuing decisions 
within 120 days of the hearing in somewhat less than half of the cases 
(40 percent). However, a new improved multi-disciplinary approach to appeals 
work resulted in a more effective disposition process for appeals. It is expected 
that, with this new process, the Tribunal will be able to meet its internal standard 
in most instances in 2006-2007. 


A small number of Tribunal decisions were challenged, and they were, for 
the most part, upheld by national and international appeal bodies. An 
indicator of the soundness of Tribunal decisions is the number of decisions that 
are upheld. Tribunal decisions on dumping and subsidizing matters may be 
reviewed by the Federal Court of Appeal or a binational panel under NAFTA in 
the case of a decision affecting U.S. and/or Mexican goods. WTO member states 
whose goods are affected by a Tribunal decision may also initiate dispute 
settlement proceedings under the WTO Understanding on Rules and Procedures 
Governing the Settlement of Disputes, if they believe that the Tribunal’s 
procedures violated the WTO Agreement on Implementation of Article VI of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 1994. Tribunal decisions on appeals 
may be appealed to the Federal Court of Appeal or, in the case of the Excise Tax 
Act, the Federal Court. The Tribunal monitors whether its decisions have been the 
subject of applications for judicial review or appeals before these bodies. It 
determines, based on the issues raised in these applications, whether it will seek 
intervener status before the Federal Court of Appeal. It is automatically a party in 
any binational panel review under NAFTA. The results of appeals are highlighted 
below. 


In 2005-2006, of the 71 decisions rendered by the Tribunal, 10 were appealed to 
the Federal Court of Appeal. Of those appealed, two were discontinued, and one 
was remanded in part to the Tribunal. Seven appeals were still outstanding at year 
end.

Tribunal reports relating to general economic inquiries and references were 
published within Government-mandated deadlines. Tribunal decisions 
regarding tariff references and economic and safeguard inquiries are subject to 
government-mandated deadlines. In 2005-2006, one tariff reference was 
completed, and the report was issued within the Government-mandated deadline. 
The Tribunal’s recommendations were accepted by the Government and have 
been implemented. 


No applications for judicial review were made for Tribunal determinations 
from general economic inquiries and references.

Organizational Information 


The Tribunal is an independent, investigative and quasi-judicial decision-making body 
that reports to Parliament through the Minister of Finance. 


Under the CITT Act, the Tribunal is composed of up to nine full-time members, including 
a chairperson and two vice-chairpersons, who are appointed by the Governor in Council 
for a term of up to five years. The Chairperson is the Chief Executive Officer responsible 
for the assignment of cases to the members and for the management of the Tribunal’s 
workload and resources. 


The members of the Tribunal are supported by a permanent staff of 87 people. Its 
principal officers are: 


the Secretary, responsible for relations with the public and parties, the court 
registry functions of the Tribunal, editing and translation of Tribunal decisions 
and reports, and relations with other government departments and other 
governments; 


the Director General, Research, responsible for the investigative portion of 
inquiries, the economic and financial analysis of firms and industries, the 
investigation of complaints by potential suppliers concerning any aspect of the 
procurement process and other fact finding required for Tribunal inquiries; 


the General Counsel, responsible for the provision of legal services to the 
members and staff of the Tribunal; and 


the Director, Management Services, responsible for corporate services such as 
human resource management, financial management, information technology, 
material management, accommodation and administrative services, security and 
for relationships with the central agencies on all matters relating to administrative 
policy and procedure.

Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I —- The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of the 
Main Estimates. 


Part Il - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable 
the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before March 1, 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an organisation’s main 
priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including links to related resource 
requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and 
contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 


eee 


ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the 
Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which 


may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved against 
planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most recently 
completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers 
who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, the first document in 
early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is identified alphabetically A, B, 
C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource priorities. 
In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 
Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT AND CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 


I am pleased to present the 2005—2006 Performance Report of the 
Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission. 


This report covers my fifth year as President and Chief Executive 
Officer (CEO) of the Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission (CNSC). I 
was pleased that Her Excellency, the Governor General in Council, 
recently appointed me to a second five-year term as President and CEO 
of the CNSC. This report highlights the results of the activities 
undertaken by the CNSC over the past year in fulfilling our mission of 
regulating nuclear energy and materials to protect health, safety, 
security and the environment and to respect Canada’s international 
commitments on the peaceful use of nuclear energy. 


During 2005—2006, the CNSC, as the federal agency responsible for regulation of nuclear energy 
and materials under the Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA), focused its activities on 
delivering its plan as outlined in its Report on Plans and Priorities. This plan outlines priorities 
in all five strategic areas of the CNSC: regulatory framework; licensing and certification; 
compliance; cooperative undertakings; and stakeholder relations. In addition, we are committed 
to the improvement of our governance and accountability. 


Canadians look to the CNSC to be effective in its oversight of the Canadian nuclear industry. 
This industry’s scope is, arguably, the broadest, most wide-ranging and most international in the 
world. This report speaks to the effectiveness of our role, anchored by what is considered the 
clearest and most modern nuclear legislation in the world, separating the oversight of health and 
safety from economic and political interest. The effectiveness of the CNSC is based on the 
excellence of our staff and our international stature, where we contribute to and adopt 
international standards within the Canadian context. Whether they are standards for nuclear 
safety, safeguards or waste management, the CNSC meets or exceeds international norms, and 
places the international standards experience within a Canadian context. Canadians expect, and 
can count on, the CNSC to meet high standards for safety and security. 


Another expectation of Canadians is that the regulatory process will be accessible and 
transparent. Whether a mayor from a community next to a power plant, a patient being treated 
with nuclear medicine in a hospital, or a driver of a transport truck carrying uranium ore, 
individual Canadians expect to be able to find out about the regulatory process which protects 
their health, safety and security and that of their community. 


Furthermore, the CNSC is very aware of the need to be efficient in its oversight of the nuclear 
industry - not at the expense of effectiveness, but to ensure that this oversight is based on risk- 
informed processes which are clearly communicated to industry and conducted in the most 
expeditious and modern approach possible. 


The industry that the CNSC regulates has been experiencing substantial growth in all segments, 
including power generation, uranium mining and milling, nuclear waste facilities and industrial 


and medical uses of nuclear substances. This is creating a significant increase in the CNSC’s 
workload, since nuclear regulation is exclusively under federal jurisdiction, and CNSC oversight 
is absolutely essential before any facility can be built or operated. 


I wish to highlight three issues that are of particular interest in the current environment: 


First, the possibility of new nuclear power plants in Canada. Although in 2005-2006, the CNSC 
did not receive an application by any proponent to build a new nuclear power plant, the CNSC 
has already developed an updated licensing process to be followed for the licensing of any new 
nuclear power plant. The CNSC is prepared to receive significant new licensing applications in 
several areas of its mandate, including power reactors, medical clinics and waste management. 


Second, the CNSC has been active in some important international arenas during the last year. It 
was an honour for me to preside over the Review Meeting of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency’s (IAEA) Convention on Nuclear Safety as the first Canadian President. This meeting 
allowed signatory countries to the Convention on Nuclear Safety to demonstrate their 
commitment to the safe operation and effective regulation of nuclear power plants. The 
Canadian report, presented by the CNSC at the Review Meeting, clearly demonstrated the high 
level of safety standards met by Canadian industry and enforced by the CNSC since the previous 
Review Meeting. In addition, the IAEA announced in September 2005 that it had drawn its 
broader safeguards conclusion for Canada, and thereby declaring—for the first time—the 
IAEA’s confidence in the peaceful nature of Canada’s nuclear activities. This opens the door to a 
new, made-in-Canada approach to safeguards activities in the future. The CNSC has also further 
augmented its vigorous security oversight program with a new comprehensive approach for 
tracking radioactive sources, in line with Canada’s commitment to the Code of Conduct on the 
Safety and Security of Radioactive Sources. 


Third, the CNSC acknowledges the increased scrutiny of all federal agencies by the Government 
of Canada, and has augmented its already vigorous accountability and governance regime with a 
new Quality Management Program based on international criteria.

SUMMARY INFORMATION 
1. Mission, vision and values 


The CNSC’s mission is to regulate the use of nuclear energy and materials to protect health, 
safety, security, and the environment and to respect Canada’s international commitments on the 
peaceful use of nuclear energy. In pursuing its mission, the CNSC! is working toward its vision 
of becoming one of the best nuclear regulators in the world. 


To realize its vision, the CNSC is committed to: 
e ensuring the effectiveness of its regulatory regime 
e operating with a high level of transparency 
e attracting and retaining excellent staff 
e maintaining the efficiency of its regulatory regime 


In carrying out its mandate, the CNSC values quality, integrity, competence, dedication and 
respect for others. 


De Governance and program delivery at the CNSC 


As well as a federal regulatory agency, the CNSC Commission is an independent quasi-judicial 
administrative tribunal, established in May 2000 when the Nuclear Safety and Control Act 
(NSCA) came into force. The CNSC is a departmental corporation under Schedule II of the 
Financial Administration Act and reports to the Parliament through the Minister of Natural 
Resources (NRCan). 


The CNSC’s Regulatory Fundamentals Policy (P-299) states that persons and organizations 
subject to the NSCA and its associated regulations are directly responsible for managing 
activities in a manner that protects health, safety, security, and the environment, while 
respecting Canada’s international obligations. The CNSC is answerable to the Canadian 
public, through Parliament, for regulatory policies and programs that ensure these 
responsibilities are properly met. 


Under the NSCA, the CNSC regulations apply to all nuclear industries including, but not limited 
to: 


nuclear power reactors; 

non-power nuclear reactors, including research reactors; 

nuclear substances and radiation devices used in industry, medicine and research; 

the nuclear fuel cycle from uranium mining through to waste management, and 

the import and export of controlled nuclear material, dual use material, equipment and 
technology identified as proliferation risks. 


Note: The Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission is referred to as the “CNSC” when referring to the organization and its staff 
in general, and as the “Commission” when referring to the tribunal component. 


Section I: Overview 5 


The CNSC also administers the Nuclear Liability Act, conducts environmental assessments under 
the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and is mandated to implement Canada’s bilateral 
agreement with the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) on nuclear safeguards 
verification. 


As an independent regulatory body, the CNSC considers it crucial to preserve public confidence 
and trust in the fairness of its decision-making processes. Maintaining arm’s-length relationships 
with both government and industry is critical to sustain that confidence. While the Minister of 
Natural Resources is answerable to Parliament for the agency’s activities, the President and 
Chief Executive Officer (CEO) of the CNSC is accountable to Parliament and the public for the 
exercise of her powers. Thus, the President and CEO of the CNSC can be called upon to appear 
before parliamentary committees to account for the performance of the CNSC in achieving its 
objectives and plans, to answer questions on spending and administrative matters, and to address 
specific issues. 


Financial and operational plans and performance are detailed in an Annual Report, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report that are submitted each year to the 
Minister of Natural Resources for tabling in the House of Commons. 


All information held by the CNSC, including information submitted in support of licence 
applications and compliance-related reports, is available to the public upon request, with the 
exception of security-sensitive, commercially confidential and personal information. The CNSC 
adheres to the government policy of disclosure on contracts, travel and other expenses for senior 
management, reclassifications of personnel, grants and contributions, and audit reports by the 
internal audit and ethics group. The policy of the CNSC is to be transparent on regulatory 
matters so that Canadians do not need to use the formal access-to-information process to obtain 
information. 


The Commission—whose members are appointed by the Governor-in-Council— is separate 
from the CNSC staff to maintain independence when making licensing and related decisions. 
The Commission sets overarching regulatory policy, establishes regulations as required, and 
decides on major licence applications, renewals and related requests. With respect to public 
hearings, interested stakeholders and intervenors are invited to make their views known to the 
Commission either in person or through written submissions. All decisions made by the 
Commission, and the reasons for those decisions, are published. The CNSC’s staff advises the 
tribunal, implements the tribunal’s decisions and enforces compliance with regulatory 
requirements. . 


a Funding of CNSC Operations 

The CNSC’s operations are funded through annual appropriations from Parliament. The CNSC’s 
workload and therefore its resource requirements are driven largely by the demand for licensing 

and oversight, and the nature of Canada’s international commitments. 

When its workload increases, the CNSC applies to Treasury Board for permission to increase its 


cost-recoverable expenditures and related fee revenues accordingly and/or to receive new 
program funding. 
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Most costs incurred for the CNSC’s regulatory activities are recovered by the federal 
government from licensees under the Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission Cost Recovery Fees 
Regulations (2003). Fees are collected by the CNSC and deposited into the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund and are not a source of revenue for the CNSC. Some licensees, such as hospitals 
and universities, are exempt from paying fees. 


Fees are not charged for activities the CNSC is obliged to conduct and which have no direct 
benefit for identifiable licensees. The activities include honouring Canada’s international 
commitment to the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons, undertaking public responsibilities 
such as emergency preparedness and public information programs, and maintaining the NSCA 
and associated regulations. 


In 2005-2006, the CNSC recovered approximately 62 percent of its total cost of operations from 
fee-paying licensees. Information on CNSC’s Cost Recovery Program is available in Section III, 
Table 6 of this report. 


Additional Funding Resources Received for 2005-2006 


As a result of growing activity in all areas of the nuclear sector, the CNSC has experienced a 
substantial increase in its workload in most areas of responsibility. It is forecast that the CNSC’s 
workload will continue to increase over the course of the next 10 years. In 2005-2006, the 
CNSC received approval for additional funding of $6.5 million in 2005—2006 and $13.7 million 
in 2006-2007, to address immediate resource shortfalls. However, the CNSC continues to seek 
longer-term funding that would enable it to alleviate anticipated workload pressures. The CNSC 
allocated funding to a strategic recruitment campaign targeted towards scientific candidates. 
Specialized scientific talent is in limited supply and the CNSC is competing with a growing 
nuclear industry to attract candidates. In 2005-2006, approximately 40 staff members were 
hired; recruitment efforts will continue in 2006-2007. In addition, the CNSC acquired additional 
accommodations for new-staff and for support services, which were expanded to allow 
operational programs to function effectively. 


Subsequent to year-end, the Government of Canada allocated $93 million in additional funding 
over the next five years in its May 2006 Budget Papers. 


4. Challenges and Risks 


In 2005, the CNSC updated its annual, comprehensive review of the pressures and risks it will 
have to address in the future. Licensees contributed to the review on a commercially confidential 
basis. The review confirmed that the Canadian nuclear industry is experiencing significant 
growth in all segments of the nuclear cycle and in virtually all areas where nuclear substances are 
used in industry, medicine and research. The CNSC continues to monitor change in its operating 
context to ensure an effective and timely regulatory regime. 


4.1 _—_ Life-extension of nuclear reactors 
Canada has 22 nuclear power reactors, many of which are approaching the end of their designed 


operating lives. Two units at Ontario Power Generation’s Pickering “A” nuclear power station 
in Ontario have been permanently shut down. With respect to the remaining 20 reactors, 
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licensees and applicable governments are either embarking on refurbishment projects or 
conducting feasibility studies for life extensions. In 2005, New Brunswick announced approval 
for investment in life-extension of the Point Lepreau reactor. In October of the same year, the 
Ontario government announced an agreement with Bruce Power Inc. to refurbish - and return to 
operation - two units at the Bruce A site. Decisions to proceed with life-extension programs or 
shutdown and decommission other power reactors in Ontario and Quebec will be made over the 
next few years. 


In addition, CNSC is reviewing Atomic Energy of Canada Limited’s application to continue 
operation of the National Research Universal (NRU) reactor at the Chalk River Laboratories 
until 2012 (beyond projected end-of-life of 2005). 


4.2 Plans to build new power reactors 


There was a significant shift in the outlook of governments and nuclear operators in 2005-2006 
with respect to the construction of new power reactors in Canada. Factors cited in the Ontario 
Power Authority’s December 2005 report to the government of Ontario include increased 
electricity demands in Ontario due to economic growth, and plans to shut down the province’s 
coal-fired power plants by 2009. The report recommends that planning begin for the construction 
of new nuclear-generating capacity. A decision by the government of Ontario to act on this 
recommendation would result in the first new nuclear-power development in decades. 


To clarify the licensing process for licensees, governments and the public, in February 2006 the 
CNSC published Information Document 0756 entitled “Licensing Process for New Nuclear 
Plants in Canada”. The CNSC still needs to develop an up-to-date regulatory framework for the 
design, construction, commissioning and operation of new nuclear power plants. Such a 
framework must take into account modern international standards to the extent practicable. 


The CNSC has no opinion on the choice of nuclear power, and does not provide input into the 
nuclear technology that could be chosen. However, newly built reactors require extensive 
environmental assessment and licensing reviews before the Commission can proceed with 
licensing of site preparation, construction and operation. (More details on the CNSC’s 
environmental assessment and licensing process for new nuclear power plants are available in 
Section IT subsection 2.1: Improving the licensing and certification process.) 


4.3 Nuclear medicine, radiation therapy, nuclear substances and radiation devices 


Licensing and compliance activities associated with the regulation of nuclear substances, 
radiation devices, prescribed equipment and Class II nuclear facilities-where prescribed 
equipment is used for medical, industrial and research purposes-have increased substantially. 
The number of licences issued for Class II nuclear facilities (principally cancer treatment 
facilities) has grown 86 percent, from 153 to 285, in the five-year period between 2000 and 
2005. The number of such licensed facilities is expected to total at least 500 by the year 2015. 
In addition to the licensing and compliance work associated with the construction of new 
facilities, the CNSC needs to license the refurbishment of existing cancer treatment facilities. 
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4.4 Uranium mines, mills and processing facilities 


The construction of new nuclear power plants in Asia, improved reactor operations throughout 
the world, and the extension of the operating lives of reactors have increased demand for 
uranium. Canada produces 30 percent of the world’s uranium, of which 80 percent is exported. 
To meet demand, licensees are accelerating production from existing mines, developing smaller 
deposits of ore and exploring new sources of uranium throughout Canada. Any new mining will 
involve CNSC approvals, amendments and/or the issuance of new licences by the Commission. 
Depending on the scope of the proposal, some projects may also require environmental 
assessments. 


4.5 Nuclear waste management 


Both industry and government are moving forward with a number of initiatives to ensure nuclear 
waste is handled effectively and expeditiously. Federal and provincial governments have 
undertaken programs to deal with legacy waste issues in several provinces and territories, while 
the nuclear power industry is expanding its waste storage facilities to accommodate the increased 
volumes of nuclear waste associated with ongoing operations and reactor-life extension projects. 


OPG and the Municipality of Kincardine, Ontario recently entered into a hosting agreement for 
the permanent disposal of low and intermediate radioactive waste in a deep geological waste 
repository on the Bruce Power’s “Bruce A” nuclear site. The CNSC has received notice of 
OPG’s intent to file an application with the Commission to license this permanent radioactive 
waste disposal site. In addition, the Nuclear Waste Management Organization (NWMO) 
submitted a report to the Minister of Natural Resources outlining options and recommendations 
for the long-term storage disposal of spent nuclear fuel. The CNSC will be responsible for 
regulating any facilities designed and constructed for long-term spent fuel storage or disposal. 


4.6 Nuclear security and emergency management 


National security and emergency management remain priorities. The CNSC continually verifies, 
through its regulatory compliance program, that licensees are following the enhanced security 
measures implemented following September 2001. Nuclear security programs include: the 
regulation of the physical security of nuclear power plants and nuclear facilities licensed to 
process nuclear substances (e.g. research facilities); monitoring of high-risk nuclear substances 
and materials, performance testing, security-clearance of armed response force personnel; and 
participation in international nuclear security initiatives. The CNSC is working closely with 
officials from other agencies in Canada, the United States and the international community, to 
gather and analyze intelligence, maintain the worldwide nuclear security network and develop 
appropriate emergency management plans to deal with unexpected events. 


One critical nuclear security issue is the diversion of nuclear material and radioactive sources for 
unauthorized or malicious acts. International expectations in this area are set out in the new 
IAEA Code of Conduct on the Safety and Security of Radioactive Sources (the Code) which 
Canada has committed to implement. 
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4.7 —_ International safeguards 


In recent years, demands have been placed on Canada to increase the scope of the nuclear 
materials and facilities that are declared to the IAEA. The CNSC is responsible for 
implementing the safeguards agreements between Canada and the IAEA, which has significantly 
increased its verification efforts. As a follow-up to the conclusion received from the IAEA in 
September 2005, the CNSC will be working with the appropriate Government departments and 
agencies to design a policy framework and obtain the resources necessary to ensure that 
Canada’s new national safeguards program is effective and responsive to the needs of Canadians 
and the international community. 


4.8 Public hearings and stakeholder consultation 


As governments and licensees make decisions about nuclear power plant life-extensions, 
investments in new nuclear plants, and waste management, public interest in nuclear matters has 
heightened. The expansion in all regulated sectors of the nuclear industry is driving the need for 
more frequent Commission hearings. Furthermore, citizens are requesting that more hearings be 
conducted in the communities most affected by the licensing decision. The CNSC has also 
received requests for easier and faster access to information related on matters before the 
Commission. 


4.9 Staffing requirements to meet the increased workload 
One of the CNSC’s most critical challenges is to ensure it has an adequate number of staff with 
the appropriate mix of scientific, technical and professional knowledge, skills and experience. It 


is difficult for the CNSC to attract and retain the required expertise due to growth in the nuclear 
sector, which has led to an increased demand in industry for persons with the same skill sets. 


2005-2006 PERFORMANCE SUMMARY 


The CNSC uses a strategic framework for planning, monitoring and reporting. Plans for future 
years are articulated in the CNSC’s Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP). The plans for this 
reporting year were outlined in the 2005—2006 RPP. 


The CNSC has one strategic outcome: 


Safe and secure nuclear installations and processes used solely for peaceful purposes and 
public confidence in the nuclear regulatory regime’s effectiveness. 


To achieve this outcome, the CNSC has one program activity (as defined by the Treasury Board 
of Canada’s Program Activity Architecture): nuclear regulation.

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DETAILED PERFORMANCE ANALYSIS 
ile A CLEAR AND PRAGMATIC REGULATORY FRAMEWORK 


The CNSC is committed to maintaining clarity and pragmatism in its regulatory regime so that 
licensees are aware of—and able to comply with—all requirements related to the protection of 
Canadians and the peaceful use of nuclear energy and materials. 


The CNSC’s regulatory framework is composed of: 


e The Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA), regulations and regulatory documents 

e The Safeguards Agreement and Additional Protocol between Canada and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 

e Canada’s bilateral and multilateral Nuclear Cooperation Agreements and associated 
Administrative Agreements 

e The Canadian Environmental Assessment Act 

e The Nuclear Liability Act 


The key enhancements to the CNSC regulatory framework during the reporting year are 
described below. 


1.1 Nuclear Safety and Control Act 

The Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) must continue to incorporate adequate powers to 
protect health, safety, security, and the environment, and to respect Canada’s international 
commitments on the peaceful use of nuclear energy. The act, which gives the organization its 
specific regulatory authority, does not state a mandatory statutory review period; however, the 
CNSC maintains an ongoing review. In 2005-2006, the CNSC developed, in conjunction with 
the Department of Justice, a Miscellaneous Amendments program for the NSCA. Under this 
program, amendments are submitted to the Department of Justice as a preparatory measure 
should the Government of Canada decide to subject the NSCA to a review. 


EZ Effective regulatory strategies and regulations 

The CNSC undertakes an ongoing, consultative and risk-informed approach to the development 
and amendment of regulations, regulatory strategies and licensing requirements. All new or 
amended regulations ensure up-to-date consistency with international recommendations and with 
regulatory best practices. 


The development of new regulations, once a need is identified, requires approximately three 
years, depending on the nature of feedback received in the consultation process. In 2005-2006, 
the CNSC continued to develop the scope of the new Nuclear Safeguards Regulations to clarify 
and consolidate the measures that licensees must undertake as part of a national safeguards 
program. These measures are based on the requirements of the Safeguards Agreement and 
Additional Protocol between Canada and the IAEA. 


In addition to these new regulations, the CNSC has focused on amending a number of existing 


regulations to strengthen regulatory requirements and to reflect the latest international standards. 
Revision of the Nuclear Security Regulations has been in process for a number of years. 
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Following extensive consultation, the revised regulations were published in the Canada Gazette 
in June 2005 and will be in place by the end of 2006—2007 (Note: on August 29, 2006, the 
Nuclear Security Regulations received Governor-in-Council approval. The revised regulations 
will come into force on November 27, 2006). More details of the amended regulations can be 
found in Section IV: Other Items of Interest. 


ic3 Regulatory Documents Clarify Requirements and Expectations 

Acts, regulations, licences and directives administered by the CNSC establish nuclear regulatory 
requirements. The CNSC provides instruction, assistance and information on these requirements, 
in the form of regulatory documents. The CNSC maintains a regulatory documents Framework 
on its website’. This framework lists current, in-process and future regulatory documents by 
regulatory safety area. Three types of Regulatory Documents issued by the CNSC are policies, 
standards and guides. Identification and prioritization of new regulatory documents is ongoing, 
based on consultation with stakeholders and assessments of relative risk. 


In 2005—2006, the CNSC published two regulatory standards for safety analysis and reliability 
programs at nuclear power plants, and another standard and guide relating to environmental 
protection policies, programs and procedures at Class I facilities, which mostly include nuclear 
power plants and uranium mines and mills. 


In addition, a number of new regulatory documents are still in development. These address 
current areas of risk discussed in Section I including: the management of aging nuclear power 
plants and their life extension, radioactive waste management, emergency preparedness, security, 
nuclear non-proliferation and today’s increased need for security awareness. More details of the 
regulatory documents under amendment in 2005-2006 can be found in Section IV: Other Items 
of Interest. 


1.3.1 Alignment with international standards 
A key guiding principle in the development of the CNSC’s regulatory framework is to adapt 
existing documents and standards. As outlined in more detail in Section III, subsection 4, the 
CNSC participates in IAEA technical working groups and standing committees responsible for 
the development of international standards in nuclear regulation, as well as with a number of 
other international nuclear regulatory groups. This allows Canada to contribute to the 
advancement of international norms, resulting in clearer and more comprehensive regulatory 
tools that build on world experience and are aligned with internationally accepted best practices. 
For example, the CNSC’s draft regulatory document Requirements for the Disposal of Nuclear 
Substances (S-307), which is currently with stakeholders for consultation, incorporates the 
IAEA’s Safety Standards document RS-G-1.7 Application of the Concepts of Exclusion, 
Exemption and Clearance Safety Guide. The document, once adopted, will set out the conditions 
by which licensees must dispose of nuclear substances in line with international standards. 


1.3.2 Countering contemporary threats of nuclear proliferation 
Canada has acted on its commitment to the safe and secure use of radioactive material by 
endorsing the [AEA Code of Conduct on the Safety and Security of Radioactive Sources (the 
Code). Canada is the world’s largest manufacturer and exporter of radioactive sources that are 
used in a variety of medical, industrial and research activities. To counter contemporary nuclear

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proliferation threats, the CNSC is reinforcing the effectiveness of Canada’s multilateral non- 
proliferation and export control regime. Under the Code, the CNSC is developing regulatory 
processes for the import and export of sealed sources (Category I and II). This will achieve a 
high degree of safety and security of certain high-risk radioactive sources, and will reduce the 
likelihood of accidental harmful exposure or malicious use. 


1.4 A modernized Canadian safeguards framework 

The CNSC, in cooperation with the IAEA, is preparing for the implementation of an integrated 
safeguards program to meet Canada’s obligations. The purpose is to assure Canadians, 
international agencies and partners that all nuclear material is adequately accounted for in 
Canada. The program will clearly identify CNSC and its licensee requirements. In 2005-2006, 
technical aspects of safeguards implementation represented a large portion of the work of the 
Canada-IAEA safeguards consultations and of the Integrated Safeguards Working Group. 


des The environmental assessment process 

In 2004, the Government of Canada announced plans to consolidate environmental assessments 
under the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act. During the 2005—2006 reporting period, the 
CNSC has been working with other independent tribunals such as the National Energy Board and 
the Canadian Transportation Agency, and has consulted with stakeholders on this government- 
wide initiative to streamline the environmental assessment process. The CNSC advised the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency on possible options and their potential impacts on 
the CNSC’s regulatory activities and decision-making responsibilities under the Act. In June 
2005, the Commission approved a streamlined process of CNSC’s Environmental Assessments. 


2. INDIVIDUALS AND ORGANIZATIONS THAT OPERATE SAFELY AND CONFORM TO SAFEGUARDS 
AND NON-PROLIFERATION REQUIREMENTS 


eb Improving the licensing and certification process 


2.1.1 Implementing a consistent, risk-informed licensing methodology 
The CNSC continued to integrate a consistent, risk-informed approach into its licensing 
processes. Following its development in 2004-2005, a risk-informed program has been fully 
implemented for the regulation of nuclear substances. With respect to the licensing of uranium 
mining, milling and processing, waste management facilities, non-power reactors, research and 
test facilities and Class I accelerators, a risk-informed decision-making process was included in 
the documentation of a single, consolidated licensing process. For each type of licensee, the risk 
factors that need to be considered during decision-making were documented. The risk-informed 
methodology has been further expanded to include measures relating to Canada’s nuclear non- 
proliferation policy, import and export controls and safeguards requirements. In this regulatory 
area, a draft integrated risk-management framework and supporting guidelines were completed. 


The introduction of risk-informed regulatory programs into the licensing and compliance of 
complex power reactors poses a wide variety of challenges. In 2005, a working group was 
established under the CNSC’s Power Reactor Regulation Improvement Program (PRRIP) to 
develop a risk-informed decision-making process for regulatory activities. A process based on 
Canadian standard CAN-CSA Q850 was adopted in consultation with CNSC staff and 
management, licensees and subject matter experts. A pilot implementation period is scheduled 
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to begin in May 2006. Feedback following the pilot will lead to full implementation in the power 
reactor regulatory business line. 


The implementation of a risk-informed licensing-decision process across the CNSC will provide 
a more systematic means for the allocation of regulatory resources to risk priorities. It will also 
provide stakeholders with clearer information concerning licensing and operational requirements 
and expectations. With an understanding of regulatory requirements and comprehensive 
compliance activities, licensees are expected to develop safety practices commensurate with the 
respective risks. 


2.1.2 Licensing new nuclear power plants 
There has been much recent discussion on the need for new nuclear power plants in Canada— 
particularly in Ontario—to meet the growing demand for electricity. Governments, CNSC 
licensees and other stakeholders have requested information from the CNSC on the regulatory 
requirements and process for licensing new nuclear power plants. As a result, in 2005—2006 the 
CNSC proactively published a high-level information document on the CNSC’s licensing 
process for new nuclear power plants in Canada. The document outlines the CNSC’s 
expectations for all stakeholders, with an emphasis on the environmental assessment process. It 
is a precursor to a series of regulatory documents that will need to be developed if new reactor 
projects are to proceed. Further regulatory program development will require CNSC to seek 
additional funding if a decision to proceed with new nuclear power reactors is announced. 


2.1.3 Waste Management 
The CNSC published Regulatory Policy P-290, Managing Radioactive Waste, in 2004 to guide 
licensees and CNSC staff on regulatory expectations for possible new waste management 
solutions when considering design, operating and decommissioning plans for new nuclear power 
plants. To support this policy, a draft Regulatory Guide G-320, Assessing the Long-Term Safety 
of Radioactive Waste Management, was issued for public consultation in the fall of 2005. This 
document encourages licensees to assess the safety of their radioactive waste management 
facilities in a manner that is acceptable to the CNSC. It is scheduled to be published in 2006. 
When licensees are well-informed about a licensing matter, the CNSC’s licensing reviews can be 
more effective and efficient. 


2.1.4 Reactor Refurbishment 
Most of the existing nuclear power plants in Canada have reached a point where licensees must 
decide whether or not to extend the operating life of the facilities. In 2005, life-extension 
projects were announced for New Brunswick’s Point Lepreau reactor and two of Ontario’s Bruce 
Power Inc. units at Bruce A. The CNSC began drafting a regulatory document which addresses 
oversight for aging nuclear facilities in Canada. 


In February 2006, CNSC staff presented their recommendations to the Commission on New 
Brunswick Power’s application to renew its operating licence for the Point Lepreau Nuclear 
Generating Station. The Commission’s decision was rendered on May 18, 2006 and the licence 
was renewed until June 30, 2011. This period covers a major planned project to shut down and 
refurbish the facility to extend its operating life. 
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2.1.5 Clarifying licensing expectations 
The CNSC continued to clarify and improve the consistency of its licensing process across all 
nuclear regulatory sectors. For uranium mining, milling and processing, nuclear substance 
processing, waste management, research and test facilities, as well as non-power reactors and 
Class I accelerators, consistency has been improved by mapping and analyzing processes, and 
adopting best practices where possible. This has resulted in clarification of the licensing process 
in which Designated Officers are involved. Under the NSCA, the Tribunal may delegate certain 
licence decisions to a Designated Officer (DO)—usually a member of the CNSC staff. The 
documentation of standardized processes for both daily work and orientation purposes improves 
consistency across licensing activities, formalizes accountability and provides a level of 
knowledge retention when staff members leave the CNSC. 


2.1.6 Improving operator certification 
As mandated under the NSCA, the CNSC continues to administer a recertification program for 
operating staff at nuclear power plants. This ensures that operating staff maintain the required 
levels of knowledge and skills to operate these facilities safely. In 2005, the CNSC implemented 
a program to assess continuous training programs provided to operators by licensees. The CNSC 
assesses these programs to ensure that licensee employees complete the required recertification 
examinations. 


pays Improve the effectiveness and efficiency of the Commission Tribunal licensing 
process 


In 2005-2006, the Commission conducted 29 public hearings, an increase of 93 percent from the 
year 2004—2005. Submissions from applicants and input from CNSC expert staff and interested 
stakeholders were duly considered by the Commission and documented in detailed records of 
proceedings. Twenty-three decisions were released within the 30-business-days standard and 
another six were released within 35 business days. These turnaround times are, by far, the fastest 
within the Canadian administrative tribunal community. 


Various initiatives were undertaken in 2005—2006 that have improved the effectiveness of the 
Commission’s licensing role. As indicated earlier, the Commission determined that it will now 
decide on all licence amendments and CEAA proceedings related to Class I facilities and 
uranium mines and mills in either closed or public hearings. This removes the confusion of 
authority that previously existed when some decisions were made by the Commission and others 
by Designated Officers of the CNSC. While this initiative has significantly increased the 
workload of the Commission, it provides more procedural certainty and makes the decision- 
making process for significant facilities more rigorous and transparent. Guidance documents 
related to this particular initiative were developed in 2005—2006 for publication in 2006. 


In 2005-2006, the Commission streamlined the CEAA process to make it more efficient and 
effective. Decisions on Environmental Assessment (EA) Guidelines for Class I facilities and 
uranium mines and mills are now made by the Commission via an abridged process in closed 
sessions. Depending on the complexity of the issue, the possible impacts on the environment 
and the level of public interest, hearings for EA Screening Reports are either conducted through 
the abridged process or via the one-day public hearing process. The abridged process varies the 
rules to shorten the notification and filing periods, limits participation to licensees and CNSC 
staff, and in some cases, relies only on written submissions. Members of the public still have 
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many opportunities to present their views, both at the EA stage during consultations led by 
CNSC staff or the proponent, and at the licensing stage. It should be noted that all EA 
screenings for facilities other than Class I or uranium mines and mills are conducted by 
Designated Officers in a more streamlined process, given the lower complexity and nature of 
these facilities. The changes to the Commission’s role in holding hearings to approve EA 
Guidelines and Screening Reports have resulted in a more focused execution of CEAA 
responsibilities by the Commission and CNSC staff. The lines of authority between the 
Commission and the Designated Officers are no longer ambiguous, and the process has been 
streamlined to account for a proper balance of public consultation, regulatory effectiveness and 
risk-informed decision-making. 


ee Implement the licensing and certification processes in accordance with the 
CNSC’s regulatory regime 


The CNSC staff continued to sustain its ongoing workload for existing facilities while 
implementing its improvement agenda. The staff continued to perform the required analysis and 
prepare recommendations for Commission hearings or Designated Officer consideration and to 
provide regulatory oversight of the licensing requirements. The tribunal continued independent 
and transparent assessment of applications, ensuring that all stakeholders have the opportunity to 
provide input. 


During the year, the Commission amended over 250 licences for high-risk sealed source users. 
The amendments added new licence conditions under which it is mandatory for certain 
licensees to report specific information on use and movement of high-risk sealed sources. The 
immediate amendment of these licences allows the CNSC to begin implementation of the 
requirements of the IAEA Code of Conduct with respect to tracking of high-risk materials. 


Section II: CNSC’s Performance Against Plans 22 


The Licensing Process for New Nuclear Power Plants in Canada 


| There have been no new nuclear power plants 
built in Canada in the last 25 years, and there 
has been much recent discussion of a need for 
new nuclear power plants in Canada— 
particularly in Ontario—to meet the growing 
demand for electricity. Governments, CNSC 
licensees and other stakeholders have 
requested information from the CNSC on the 
regulatory requirements and process for 
licensing new nuclear power plants. 


As a result, in February 2006, the CNSC 
published an information document entitled 
Licensing Process for New Nuclear Power 
Plants in Canada, a precursor to a series of 
regulatory documents that will be developed 
over the next few years. The document is 
based on the requirements of the Nuclear 
Safety and Control Act (NSCA) and associated 
regulations, and provides a clear, consistent and 
transparent process for licensing new nuclear 
power plants in Canada. It also outlines the 
CNSC’s expectations for all stakeholders, with 
emphasis on the environmental assessment process that will be required for any new 
nuclear power plants. It is important to note that as of March 31, 2006, the CNSC had 
not yet received any applications to begin the licensing process for a new nuclear 
power plant. However, the document was prepared in response to requests for 
guidance, and in order to facilitate open communication with stakeholders. 


In addition to publishing a licensing process document, the CNSC held an information 
session for stakeholders. The information session was attended by representatives of 
the nuclear industry, federal, provincial and municipal officials, environmental groups 
and members of the public. It provided stakeholders an opportunity to ask CNSC staff 
specific questions and receive clarification on the licensing process. 
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Federal Environmental Assessments at the CNSC 


When making certain licensing decisions, the CNSC is subject to environmental assessment obligations 
and responsibilities under the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA), which is the basis for 
federal environmental assessments (EA) in Canada. 


An EA is a planning tool used by federal authorities—ministers, departments, departmental corporations 
and agencies of the Government of Canada—to ensure that the environmental effects of a proposed 
initiative are identified and evaluated, to provide the public with an opportunity to participate in the 
process. EAs are beneficial on many levels. Beyond ensuring government accountability, they often result 
in increased protection of human health and safety, sustainable use of natural resources and minimized 
risks of environmental disasters. 


Under the CEAA, there are two different types of EAs: screenings (including class screenings) and 
comprehensive studies. Both of these can be directed to the Minister of the Environment for referral to a 
mediator or review panel should public concerns warrant, or if the project is determined to have significant 
adverse environmental effects. The CNSC makes certain that the required EAs are conducted prior to 
the Commission issuing or amending a licence that permits a project to proceed. 


Though the majority of federal projects are assessed through screenings, others require a comprehensive 
study. These tend to be large projects, such as nuclear power plants, Class | nuclear facilities, and 
uranium mines and mills, that generate public concerns and have the potential to significantly—and 
adversely—affect the environment. 


The following is an illustration of the main steps in the EA process: 


Based on the findings of the EA reports, the CNSC decides whether or not adverse environmental effects 
are likely to be significant—a decision which is taken into account when determining whether or not a 
proposed project should proceed. If a proposed project is to be carried out, mitigation measures are 
implemented and incorporated into design plans. Where required or appropriate, a follow-up program is 
also designed and implemented to investigate whether or not the EA report predictions were accurate and 
the mitigation measures effective. If a project is deemed likely to cause significant adverse environmental 
effects, a mediator or a review panel may be appointed by the federal Minister of the Environment to 
impartially review and assess the proposal and its projected effects. 


Public participation is an essential element of the EA process. As the regulator of the Canadian nuclear 
industry, the CNSC continually strives to be effective while operating in an open and transparent fashion. 
The CNSC’s approach to public involvement in the EA process fully meets CEAA requirements. It is also 
consistent with the CNSC’s public consultation and risk-management policies, and the Commission’s 
expectations for facilitating transparent and open decision-making. In 2005-2006, the Commission 
conducted eight EA-related hearings during which guidelines identifying the parameters of environment 
assessments and EA screening reports on significant projects were approved. The CNSC expects 
increased EA activity in 2006-2007, in light of expected announcements about Ontario’s future energy 
plans. 
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3. HIGH LEVELS OF COMPLIANCE WITH THE REGULATORY FRAMEWORK 


Achieving high levels of licensee compliance with legislation and regulations is fundamental to 
the work of the CNSC and critical in assuring Canadians of the safety and security of nuclear 
installations and processes. In addition, the CNSC’s compliance work involves ensuring that 
Canada meets international commitments made by the Government of Canada. 


Sol Implementing a consistent, risk-informed compliance program 

In recent years, the rapid evolution of the CNSC’s regulated sectors has had a significant impact 
on the level and type of compliance verification activity the CNSC must conduct. In this 
reporting period, the CNSC advanced the implementation of risk-informed strategies to guide the 
scope of its regulatory activities, including inspection frequencies and resource requirements. 


The CNSC continues to implement the new Type I and Type II’ inspection planning program, 
along with associated compliance tools. Inspection results are analyzed for performance trends, 
which are used to make risk-informed decisions when setting compliance investigation priorities. 


Regarding the Power Reactor Regulation Improvement Program (PRRIP), 2005—2006 saw the 
drafting of guidance tools on risk-informed decision making. Trial implementation will 
commence at the beginning of 2006-2007. Full implementation is expected to be completed over 
the course of the next two years. 


In the area of nuclear substance regulation, following the first year of full implementation of a 
risk-informed approach to regulatory management, the Nuclear Substances Regulatory Program 
was amended to reflect stakeholder input and lessons learned. Increased understanding and use 
of risk-informed decision-making tools led to improved planning, scheduling and monitoring of 
regulatory activities. In addition, new annual compliance-reporting requirements were 
developed to improve the reporting process. These will be introduced during the next reporting 
period. 


3.2 Ongoing regulatory assurance to Canadians 

The CNSC rigorously enforces its regulatory requirements through a variety of measures. 
Licensee compliance is verified through inspections, reviews, audits and assessments. The CNSC 
requires any licensee found to be non-compliant with either its licence conditions or the 
regulations to resolve the issue and demonstrate improvement by a specified deadline, or face 
enforcement action. 


CNSC staff report on licensee operations through mid-term performance, status, significant 
development and annual industry reports. This is in addition to performance information 
provided in licensing hearings, transcripts of which are available to the public along with records 
of proceedings. 


: *Type I inspections are on-site audits and evaluations of a licensee’s programs, processes and practices. Type II inspections 
are routine (item-by-item) checks and rounds that typically focus on outputs or performance of licensee programs, processes and 
practices. Findings from Type II inspections play a key role in identifying where a Type I inspection may be required to 
determine systemic problems in licensee programs, processes or practices. 
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The Commission conducted several public hearings in 2005—2006 on licensing applications 
where past compliance-performance of the licensee was a significant assessment factor. The 
Commission also considered interim reports on licensee performance, and heard more than 30 
significant development reports related to events at licensed sites. Subjecting performance and 
significant development reports to the scrutiny of the Commission tribunal in the context of 
public proceedings is a very effective means of discussing key matters and seeking resolution of 
issues in a transparent public forum. The Commission derives some of its regulatory framework 
priorities from issues raised during public proceedings. 


3.2.1 Staying the Course—Ongoing Licensee Compliance Management 
Power reactors: CNSC staff observed that the power reactor industry operated safely in 2005. 
No nuclear power reactor facility worker or member of the public received a radiation dose in 
excess of the regulatory limits. Emissions from all plants were below regulatory limits. 


Nuclear cycle and facilities: Licensees in uranium mining, milling and processing, waste 
management, and research and test facilities as well as non-power reactors and Class I 
accelerators, conducted activities within regulatory requirements during the 2005-2006 reporting 
period. Emissions from all regulated plants and facilities were below regulatory limits. As 
determined through CNSC inspections and reviews, the facilities were operated safely. No 
member of the public received a radiation dose in excess of regulatory limits. The overexposure 
of one nuclear energy worker was reported by a licensee. Subsequent independent medical 
advice stated that the risk of adverse health effects to that worker is very low. The licensee then 
applied for—-and received—a permanent exemption from the Commission with respect to the 
extremity dose limit for the affected worker. 


In 2005, the CNSC announced its decision to open a site office at Atomic Energy Canada 
Limited’s Chalk River Laboratories. There, CNSC will carry out on-site compliance activities, 
including inspections and audits. The decision was made following a risk assessment of the 
licensee’s activities and the extent of compliance activities required by CNSC staff. The new site 
office opened in May 2006. It is the sixth site office operated by the CNSC at a major Canadian 
nuclear facility. Site offices enhance the regulator’s ability to effectively and efficiently engage 
in compliance activities. 


Nuclear substance compliance: During the reporting period, there were approximately 3,000 
active nuclear substance and radiation device licences. While six workers in the radiography 
industry received radiation doses in excess of the regulatory limits, the licensees performed all 
required follow-up actions. 


Nuclear import and export controls: To ensure compliance with Canada’s international 
commitments to nuclear non-proliferation, the CNSC verifies licensee compliance with the terms 
and conditions of licences for the import and export of nuclear and dual-use materials. This is 
achieved through nuclear-material reporting and accounting, reconciliation of inventory accounts 
with partner countries, review of licensing reports submitted pursuant to licence conditions, and 
in collaboration with the Canada Border Services Agency. 
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3.2.2 Licensee information-management system 
The CNSC’s staff tracks licensee performance over time and across sectors. With the increase in 
CNSC’s workload, the complexity and volume of licensee information is growing, and consistent 
analysis and identification of resulting regulatory remedies is becoming more difficult. Thus, the 
CNSC is developing an integrated licensee information-management system across all regulated 
sectors. This project is part of a comprehensive multi-year initiative for which additional funding 
was provided to the CNSC. In 2005—2006, a number of the fundamental elements of the 
CNSC’s information platform were implemented to facilitate further project development. 


3.2.3 Strengthening the safety-performance rating system for nuclear 
power plants 

The CNSC Annual Industry Report on the Safety Performance of the Canadian Nuclear Power 
Industry contains the Report Card on Nuclear Power Plant Performance. This report is publicly 
available on the CNSC website (www.nuclearsafety.gc.ca), and can also be obtained directly 
from CNSC. The rating system enables the CNSC to objectively grade the performance of 
nuclear power plant facilities in a number of critical safety areas. The CNSC continued to 
improve the objectivity and consistency of the rating system. The most recent Report Card is 
duplicated in Section IV of this report. 


3.2.4 Revised baseline compliance program for nuclear facilities 
During the year, a draft baseline compliance program was developed for the oversight of nuclear 
power reactor facilities. The program defines a minimum set of regulatory activities required of a 
licensee who consistently meets safety performance expectations by operating safely and in 
accordance with licence conditions. This program was partially integrated into the operational 
planning process for 2006-2007. Additional activities are added on a risk-informed basis for each 
licensee. 


3.3 Compliance with international obligations 


3.3.1 Canada’s multilateral arrangements 
In Canada, the CNSC is responsible for implementing agreed-upon measures regarding the 
international control of the development, production and use of nuclear energy, including the 
non-proliferation of nuclear weapons and nuclear explosive devices. During the reporting period, 
the CNSC presented its Third Report to the Convention on Nuclear Safety at the convention’s 
review meeting held in Vienna in May 2005. The report, which was developed in consultation 
with industry representatives and select Government of Canada departments, describes the state 
of nuclear power reactor safety in Canada. Similar reports are prepared every three years and are 
subjected to review and questioning by international peers. In addition, in accordance with 
international commitments, the CNSC prepared Canada’s Second National Report to the Joint 
Convention on the Safety of Spent Fuel Management and on the Safety of Radioactive Waste 
Management. This report is to be presented at the IAEA’s Second Review Meeting in Spring 
2006. 


In September 2005, the CNSC was part of Canada’s delegation to attend the International 
Convention on the Physical Protection of Nuclear Materials (CPPNM) to address the current 
security environment. Also in September, the CNSC contributed to develop the Canadian 
government’s position for the /nternational Convention for the Suppression of Acts of Nuclear 
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Terrorism. This convention was signed by Canada on September 14, 2005. The CNSC is 
responsible for implementing both these conventions in Canada. 


3.3.2 Non-proliferation and bilateral nuclear cooperation commitments 
The CNSC ensures that Canada meets its Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty obligations by 
administering Canada’s Nuclear Cooperation Agreements (NCAs) with nuclear trading partners. 
This is achieved through the CNSC’s implementation of the provisions of Canada’s bilateral 
administrative arrangements with counterpart agencies in other countries. These provisions 
include measures such as: bilateral notifications, the provision of performance reports to nuclear 
trading partners, maintenance of inventory accounts, and the review and verification of the 
performance reports Canada receives from nuclear trading partners. All of these activities 
support Canada’s nuclear non-proliferation policy, reinforce Canada’s status as a responsible 
nuclear trading partner and strengthen the international nuclear non-proliferation regime. 


3.3.3 Safeguards—a Significant Achievement 
The CNSC is responsible for implementing the Canada/IAEA Safeguards Agreement and 
Additional Protocol. Under these agreements, the CNSC is specifically identified as responsible 
for the State System of Accounting for and Control of Nuclear Material in Canada. Through its 
regulatory process, the CNSC ensures that IAEA safeguards inspectors are provided access to 
nuclear facilities, and all relevant licensees have policies and procedures in place to report and 
monitor nuclear material and nuclear activities. In 2005, the CNSC, in co-operation with the 
IAEA and Cameco Corporation, undertook a significant initiative to establish initial inventory 
verifications at Cameco’s conversion and refining facilities, and to successfully implement 
routine safeguards. This was done because IAEA policy was changed to include these types of 
operations among safeguards requirements. Safeguards measures are the basis for IAEA’s 
credible assurance that (i) all declared nuclear material in a State is for peaceful, non-explosive 
uses, and (ii) there is no undeclared nuclear material or activity. In September 2005, the IAEA 
reached a safeguards conclusion for Canada extending to the lack of undeclared nuclear material 
or activity for the first time. This very significant conclusion will enable the [AEA to 
fundamentally change safeguards implementation in Canada, moving away from a facility- 
specific perspective to one that focuses more on considerations relevant to the Member State as a 
whole. The CNSC is committed to maintaining this conclusion. 


4. CNSC COOPERATES AND INTEGRATES ITS ACTIVITIES IN NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL 
NUCLEAR FORA 


The CNSC regularly participates in a variety of domestic and international fora to advance 
nuclear safety and security at home and abroad, and share best practices and benchmarking with 
counterparts and other agencies. 


4.1 Nuclear Emergency Management 
The CNSC manages its emergency management program as part of the Federal Nuclear 
Emergency Plan. 


The CNSC held consultations with stakeholders in 2005—2006 to finalize its Nuclear Emergency 


Management (NEM) Policy (P-325). The policy, published in May 2006, is the foundation for all 
CNSC emergency-management documentation and activities. It provides guiding principles and 
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direction for CNSC staff activities, improves consistency, and clarifies legal basis and roles and 
responsibilities for nuclear emergency management. 


In addition, key improvements are being made to the CNSC’s NEM Program. The revised 
program is to be fully implemented by March 2007. The action plan is in progress and on 
schedule, and new elements are incorporated into the program as they become ready. A 
Memorandum of Understanding has been signed with Public Safety and Emergency 
Preparedness Canada regarding an alternate Emergency Operations Centre (EOC) location in the 
event the CNSC’s EOC in Ottawa were to become unavailable. 


Cooperation and coordination are imperative in emergency management. In November 2005, the 
CNSC participated in a simulation exercise of a major nuclear emergency with the Province of 
Ontario and Ontario Power Generation at the Darlington Nuclear Generating Station. The 
exercise involved stakeholders from the federal, provincial and municipal governments. Areas in 
need of improvement were identified and corrective actions are underway. 


CNSC staff, along with staff from Defence Research and Development Canada (DRDC), 
travelled to South-East Asia in early 2006 to provide Chemical Biological Radiological Nuclear 
training to first responders as part of the Counter-Terrorism Capacity Building plan instituted by 
Foreign Affairs Canada. First responders from Thailand, Malaysia, Indonesia and the 
Philippines participated in the session. The CNSC is leading a centre of excellence in knowledge 
and expertise in radiological/nuclear emergencies, and the involvement of CNSC staff in various 
national and international activities helps harmonize emergency-management approaches and 
practices among key stakeholders. 


4.2 Canadian Safeguards Support Program 

Managed and funded by the CNSC, the Canadian Safeguards Support Program (CSSP) assists 
the IAEA with the enhancement of its safeguards regime. During the reporting period, the CSSP 
and the CNSC helped the IAEA implement a Public Key Infrastructure (PKI) system. The PKI 
allows for the exchange of sensitive correspondence using electronic mail, which will benefit 
Canada and all other parties communicating with the IAEA. 


The transfer of knowledge by the CNSC to the IAEA regarding the application of satellite 
monitoring and geospatial information systems to international safeguards activities continues to 
be important. This support provides the IAEA with cutting-edge technology that improves the 
agency’s ability to obtain and manage information on nuclear activities worldwide and draw 
safeguards conclusions. The CSSP also introduced the IAEA to several other new technologies 
for safeguards application. As a result, the IAEA has requested that the CSSP further develop 
two particular instruments and continue to expose the IAEA to new technologies that will 
increase its capability to detect undeclared activities and nuclear material. The CNSC’s ability to 
continue supporting this work is subject to the availability of sufficient resources. 


The CSSP also provided support to resolve deficiencies in equipment used to seal spent fuel at a 
CANDU reactor in Romania. The underwater sealing system seals spent fuel in the spent-fuel 
bays of CANDU reactors and is currently being used by the IAEA in Romania and Canada to 
verify that stacks of spent fuel remain undisturbed. The IAEA encountered difficulties with the 
system in Romania and requested assistance from the CSSP. The CSSP’s assistance helped 
Romania meet its safeguards obligations. 
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4.3 Cooperation across a broad regulatory domain 


4.3.1. International bilateral cooperative arrangements 
The CNSC negotiates and maintains Memoranda of Understanding (MoU), Administrative 
Arrangements and Protocols with a number of foreign regulators. These arrangements support 
each respective party’s regulatory programs through the exchange of information and technical 
cooperation. In 2005-2006, the CNSC renewed the MoU it has with its Republic of France 
nuclear regulatory counterpart, and negotiations were advanced in the renewal of a MoU with its 
South Korean counterpart. The CNSC also maintains an ad hoc information exchange and 
cooperative relationships with other nuclear regulators with whom no formal arrangements have 
been made. 


4.3.2 Domestic cooperative arrangements 
As a federal regulator, the CNSC has a number of cooperative arrangements in Canada to 
improve the effectiveness of the overall regulatory regime. 


Province of Saskatchewan: In 2005—2006, the CNSC and the Province of Saskatchewan 
continued to implement the Administrative Agreement signed in 2002-2003 that qualified a 
number of provincial staff as CNSC inspectors. To date, implementation has focused on 
harmonizing the compliance programs of the CNSC and those of two government departments: 
Saskatchewan Environment and Saskatchewan Labour. The next priority is to determine the 
type of work provincial inspectors will do on behalf of the CNSC. The agreement provides for 
greater administrative efficiency in regulating the uranium industry. 


Environment Canada: The CNSC continued work with Environment Canada on the terms of 
reference of their 2003 MoU and its annex, signed in 2004. The MoU commits both 
organizations to assist each other in the performance of certain activities, preventing duplication 
of effort and improving efficiency of the regulatory regime. 


Province of Quebec: The CNSC meets quarterly with the Province of Québec’s Ministéere de 
Développement durable, de l'Environnement et des Parcs regarding environmental compliance 
issues related to the Gentilly-2 Nuclear Generating Station. 


Transport Canada: The CNSC is establishing a MoU with Transport Canada regarding the 
packaging and transportation of nuclear substances. The MoU will outline areas of responsibility 
and cooperation between the two agencies as they relate to the transport of dangerous goods 
(Class 7) in Canada. 


4.3.3. Focused international participation 
There are a number of organizations that bring countries together in the interest of safe use of 
nuclear technology. The CNSC plays an important role in several of these international fora to 
share best practices, benchmark the Canadian nuclear regulatory regime against those of its peers 
and bring a Canadian perspective to the development and implementation of international 
standards. Due to increasing international demands on the international scene, the CNSC has 
now established an international relations group to coordinate the CNSC’s international activities 
and to optimize resource utilization. 
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CNSC President and CEO selected to head the International Convention meeting 


The Third Review Meeting of the IAEA’s 
Convention on Nuclear Safety was held in 
Vienna, Austria, in April 2005. The 
purpose of the meeting was to review the 
status of nuclear power plant safety 
worldwide, through national reports and 
peer reviews. 


Linda J. Keen, President and CEO of the 
CNSC, was elected as President of the 
Third Review Meeting by signatory 
countries. This marks the first time a 
Canadian has been selected as an 
executive officer for the Convention on 
Nuclear Safety, reflecting international 
ee oe recognition of the CNSC’s efforts as a 
leading nuclear regulator in fe areas of effectiveness, efficiency, openness and transparency. 


On her election as President of the Third Review Meeting of the Contracting Parties to the Convention on 
Nuclear Safety, Ms. Keen remarked, “The tenth anniversary of the adoption of the Convention is a crucial 
time for the Contracting Parties, their nuclear industries and their national regulators to reaffirm their 
commitments under the Convention to promote a high level of nuclear safety worldwide.” 


The Convention on Nuclear Safety was adopted in 1994 and represents the international community’s 
commitment to the safe operation and effective regulation of nuclear power plants. Canada was one of 
the convention’s first signatories. The convention came into force on October 24, 1996; there are 
currently 65 signatory countries to the convention, of which 55 are contracting parties. 


The Convention on Nuclear Safety commits participating states to maintaining a high level of safety in the 
operation and regulation of nuclear power plants. 


The Canadian delegation for the Third Review Meeting presented the Canadian National Report on 
Nuclear Safety—Third Report. The report demonstrates that by systematically monitoring the 
implementation and operation of safety-related programs, Canada continues to meet its obligations under 
the terms of the Convention on Nuclear Safety. The report focuses on a number of themes, including: 


e improvements to the CNSC’s regulatory framework; 

e the implementation of the Integrated Improvement Programs in the routine nuclear power plant site 
operational projects of two Canadian licensees; 

e the return to service of three power reactor units; 
use of the CNSC rating scheme to assess nuclear industry safety-related programs and their 
implementation; 

e the extension of licence periods of nuclear power plants in Canada beyond two years; and 

e progress made on numerous generic and specific safety issues. 


Together, twenty representatives of federal and provincial government departments, the Canadian 
nuclear power industry and the CNSC produced the report. 
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5. STAKEHOLDERS’ UNDERSTANDING OF THE REGULATORY PROGRAM 


ony Stakeholder intervention 

Public hearings and meetings are a key element of the CNSC’s outreach activities. The 
Commission publishes Records of Proceedings, including Reasons for Decision, to explain the 
basis for licensing decisions. This document along with information about the Commission’s 
proceedings and processes, is publicly available and can be found on CNSC’s website. The 
CNSC’s website was significantly improved in 2005-2006 in response to suggestions from 
stakeholders. It now features a more user-friendly search capacity that allows interested persons 
to browse records by facility name or type, licensee name, hearing or meeting date, and 
document type (agenda, notice, transcript and record of proceedings (decision)). On its website, 
the Commission also posts—at no cost to the user—-the complete transcripts of all public 
proceedings within days of the events, another best practice confirmed through the 
benchmarking analysis conducted by the Commission. Pamphlets and other documentation also 
provide the public with useful and clear information on the Commission and how the public can 
participate in Commission hearings. 


In 2005-06, 192 intervenors participated—through written and/or oral submissions—in the 29 
public hearings. Intervenors included non-governmental organizations, environmental protection 
organizations, First Nations, citizens’ groups, municipalities, unions, government departments 
and members of the public. The views of many other stakeholders were communicated to the 
Commission by means of CNSC staff submissions, in which staff reported on pre-consultations 
conducted on draft Environmental Assessment Guidelines or Screening Reports. 


The Commission continued to facilitate access to public hearings and meetings during the 
reporting period by offering improved teleconference and videoconference services. Although 
most proceedings are held in Ottawa, an increasing number of affected communities are using 
videoconferencing as a cost-effective way of participating. Pilot testing of the web-casting of 
Commission proceedings continued in 2005-2006. 


The Commission periodically holds hearings in communities where the concerned nuclear 
facility or activities are located, in an effort to encourage public participation in its proceedings. 
During 2005—2006, hearings which were scheduled to be held in affected communities were 
cancelled or postponed by licensees. All public hearings are advertised in local media and 
notices on the Commission’s website well in advance. The Commission Secretariat is also in 
frequent contact with media representatives to ensure accurate reporting of Commission tribunal 
activities to affected communities. 


The CNSC is committed to openness and transparency as means of achieving its strategic 
outcome—public confidence. 


skys Sustained and consistent stakeholder relationships 

The CNSC engages stakeholders through a variety of consultation processes, information sharing 
and communications activities. Using public environmental analysis and stakeholder information 
surveys, the CNSC’s outreach activities target appropriate stakeholders and apply consistent 
messaging. 
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5.2.1 Outreach activities and strategic communications planning 
The CNSC continued to carry out targeted outreach activities in 2005—2006 to heighten public 
awareness and understanding of regulated nuclear activities and the CNSC’s role. Various 
outreach approaches were proposed during the reporting period, however, in 2005, a decision 
was made to fully integrate a new well-structured and sustainable outreach program into a 
strategic communications plan. Although the strategic communications plan remained in draft 
form in 2005-2006, a number of elements proposed in the plan were implemented. However, 
due to other priorities, not as many elements were implemented as anticipated. The CNSC 
Strategic Communication Plan is expected to be finalized in 2006-2007. 


Outreach activities undertaken in 2005-2006 included meetings with licensee boards of 
directors, union representatives and union stakeholders, provincial authorities, mayors of 
communities near nuclear facilities, technical associations, industry representatives and staff at 
nuclear facilities. In addition, the CNSC provided all Canadians the opportunity to participate 
directly in the licensing process during public hearings. 


The CNSC regularly participates in meetings of the Environmental Quality Committee (EQC) in 
Saskatchewan. The EQC is a standing committee that helps reassure the people of Saskatchewan, 
particularly those residing in the North, that uranium mines are operating in compliance with all 
applicable federal and provincial regulations, and northern economic benefits are being 
maximized through appropriate hiring practices and policies. The ECQ bridges residents, 
government and the uranium mining industry, which operates primarily in Saskatchewan. It 
improves the level of communication with, and input from, northern residents to better ensure 
consideration of their concerns when making regulatory and policy decisions regarding uranium. 
These meetings are an opportunity for the CNSC to update representatives of northern 
Saskatchewan communities on the status of projects that affect them, and to provide information 
on the CNSC’s regulatory oversight and joint regulatory approach. This includes giving the EQC 
timely, constructive feedback and information on interventions the committee has submitted to 
the Commission during public hearings. 


5.2.2. Monitoring the Public Environment 
The CNSC continued to undertake public opinion research and analysis throughout 2005-2006. 
A survey—covering six regions in which large nuclear facilities are located was administered to 
assess knowledge, perceptions and attitudes towards nuclear regulation. With in-depth 
knowledge and understanding of the public environment, the CNSC can develop targeted 
communications, consultation and outreach activities that effectively and efficiently contribute to 
stakeholder understanding of the regulatory program. 


The results of the survey indicated that: 

o People who live near a large nuclear facility have opinions similar to those of the general 
Canadian public, but have slightly more awareness of, and confidence in, the CNSC. 

o Sixty-five percent of Canadians living in the six communities surveyed are confident that 
Canada’s nuclear industries are effectively regulated, though levels of confidence vary 
between the six communities. For example, Canadians living near the nuclear facility 
located in the Bruce area in Ontario have the highest levels of awareness and confidence, 
whereas those living near the Bécancour area in Québec near the Gentilly-2 nuclear 
power reactor have the lowest. 
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In 2005-2006, the CNSC also performed a secondary analysis of stakeholder-relations data 
gathered in late 2004. The CNSC concluded that: 
o Overall, stakeholders have a positive impression of the CNSC and its communications, 
but less favourable opinions about CNSC consultations. 
o Stakeholders from licensed organizations are more likely to have positive opinions of the 
CNSC than non-licensee stakeholders. 


In addition to carrying out public opinion research, the CNSC updated its annual public 
environmental analysis to obtain a picture of Canada’s current political, social and cultural 
climate in which it operates. Using data from over 200 sources, the analysis concluded that 
support for— and debate about—nuclear energy increased substantially in 2005, but the prospect of 
refurbishing existing nuclear power reactors garners more support than the construction of new 
nuclear power plants. 


A media review indicated that the CNSC continues to receive about 168 media calls each year. 
In the media’s coverage of the CNSC, the majority of media stories were neutral or positive in 
tone, portraying the CNSC as a key player in ensuring safety and security at Canada’s nuclear 
facilities. 


6. MANAGEMENT AND ENABLING INFRASTRUCTURE 


The CNSC’s management and enabling infrastructure ensures that the Commission and CNSC 
staff have the necessary leadership, support and guidance to plan, perform and monitor the 
activities required to achieve the CNSC’s strategic outcomes. 


6.1 Governance, accountability and stewardship 

As planned, the CNSC continued to demonstrate good governance, accountability and 
stewardship by adhering to government policies on the disclosure of contracts, travel, hospitality 
and other senior management expenses maintaining a responsible system of internal controls and 
reporting to central agencies and to the public in a transparent and complete manner. 


The CNSC established a corporate-wide Quality Management Program in 2005—2006 to enable 
measured improvement toward its vision of being one of the best nuclear regulators in the world. 
The program is founded in accordance with the requirements and guidance of JAEA Safety 
Standard GS-R-1, Planned Safety Standard DS-113 and accompanying safety guides. A Quality 
Council, headed by the CNSC’s Chief Quality Officer, was created, and is supported by a new 
division responsible for internal quality management. The Quality Management Program is 
designed to be a continuous improvement initiative that will build upon existing efforts and 
integrate them into a single framework. 


As a starting point for the quality-management initiative, in December 2005, the CNSC invited 
the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) to send an International Regulatory Review 
Team (IRRT) to Canada under the agency’s Integrated Regulatory Review Service (IRRS). The 
IRRT is composed of experts selected by the IAEA from member countries who will compare 
the regulatory framework, practices and management system of the CNSC with international best 
practices, and evaluate the CNSC’s progress and performance in fulfilling its regulatory mandate 
and objectives. In 2005-2006, the CNSC initiated a self-assessment project in preparation for the 
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IRRT review, which will take place in 2007. Findings from the self-assessment will lead to the 
formulation of a comprehensive agency-wide corrective action plan in 2006 with an emphasis on 
power reactor regulation. 


6.2 Values and ethics 

The CNSC recognizes that values and ethics must inform leadership and governance. Thus, the 
CNSC implemented a Values and Ethics Strategy in 2005-2006. The strategy provides 
standards for ethical expectations and guidance to CNSC staff on ethical decision-making, 
leadership and conduct. The CNSC holds a significant responsibility for public trust, and an 
active ethics strategy demonstrates the CNSC’s commitment in this regard. A process has been 
put in place that enables staff to disclose wrongdoing in a manner that is safe and free from 
reprisals. 


6.3 People 

In an effort to build a strong team of leaders, the CNSC provided leadership and management 
workshops to the management cadre in 2005-2006. The use of 360-degree performance 
evaluations, implemented for executive management in 2004-2005, was expanded to include all 
Directors General and Directors in 2005-2006. A 360-degree evaluation is an anonymous and 
confidential process whereby feedback on an individual’s leadership skills (e.g. direction and 
communication skills) is obtained from a sampling of peers, colleagues and supervisors. It 
provides very balanced feedback for individual improvement plans in the areas of leadership and 
professional development. 


Following the government’s approval in June 2005 of the CNSC’s request for additional funding 
to address increasing business pressures, the CNSC moved quickly to respond to corresponding 
staffing needs. A new process was defined to address the growing number of staff required as a 
result of the increased volume of work. The CNSC is placing increased emphasis on human 
resource planning to support long-term needs identification. Proactive recruitment and retention 
strategies are being developed to attract and retain the required mix of skills and experience in 
the future. 


As reported in the 2004-2005 Performance Report, part of the CNSC’s workforce was certified 
in 2004 by the Public Service Staff Relations Board (PSSRB) to be represented by the 
Professional Institute of the Public Service of Canada (PIPSC). Collective-bargaining with 
newly unionized staff began in 2004, and was still underway as of March 31, 2006. 


The CNSC continues to ensure that staff members who are not among those certified by the 
PSSRB are adequately represented in the various health and safety committees and workgroups 
within the CNSC. 


6.4 Risk management 

As elaborated on in Section I, the CNSC has established a very rigorous environmental scanning 
approach that has led to requests for additional funds to manage workload increases. Corporate 
priorities are informed by a risk analysis of the CNSC’s changing operating environment. The 
CNSC’s Corporate Services Branch uses a similar approach to establish priorities for the 
provision of an enabling infrastructure. 
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6.5 Results and performance 

The CNSC has identified corporate-wide information management and technology projects to be 
undertaken to facilitate electronic exchanges of information with licensees and to improve 
document and data management within the CNSC. 


In 2005-2006, progress was made on building the foundation elements of a technology platform. 
A new information management/information technology (IM/IT) governance structure was 
established to ensure IM/IT projects are properly prioritized, adequately funded and consistent 
with the CNSC’s strategic direction. The new structure required the establishment of a cross- 
functional committee of directors. 


6.5.1 Implementation of a performance-measurement framework 
The CNSC recognizes the importance of being able to measure both the effectiveness and 
efficiency of its programs, and has initiated the development of an integrated performance 
management framework. Overall effectiveness of regulatory oversight requires outcome 
measures relating to the collective impact of activities conducted not only by the CNSC, but also 
by licensees and other stakeholders. As stated in the CNSC’s Regulatory Fundamentals Policy 
(P-299), those persons and organizations that are subject to the NSCA and regulations are 
directly responsible for managing regulated activities in a manner that protects health, safety, 
security and the environment, while respecting Canada’s international obligations. The CNSC is 
responsible for regulatory policies and programs which assure that these responsibilities are 
properly discharged. Since the CNSC is not in control of all results, its measures reflect 
expectations of sound risk-informed oversight. 


Efficiency, on the other hand, is measured using ongoing monitoring of the CNSC’s performance 
against external and internal performance standards relating to individual activities undertaken 
and their associated outputs. 


6.5.2 Outcome measures 
The outcome-measurement framework is derived from the CNSC Logic Model (see Section IV). 
During the year, the CNSC sought to implement the set of outcome measures published in its 
2004-2005 Performance Report. Some of the CNSC’s outcome measures indicate licensee 
performance within the regulatory framework. These measurements inform, firstly, the licensee 
and the CNSC of the licensee’s performance, and secondly, the CNSC of the overall 
effectiveness of the regulatory framework. The outcome measurement framework is being given 
increased emphasis in 2006-2007. The following table is a revised list of outcome measures for 
which information will be gathered in 2006-2007.

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6.5.3 Performance Standards 
It is important to note that the relationship between licensees and the CNSC, as an independent 
regulator, is not a service relationship; hence, there are no service standards. External 
performance standards focus on the needs and expectations of external stakeholders. 


In 2005-2006, the Treasury Board Secretariat (TBS) completed an annual assessment of the user 
fee information tabled in the CNSC’s 2004-2005 Departmental Performance Report. The TBS 
report stated that the CNSC is in compliance with the reporting requirements of the User Fees 
Act and the federal Policy on Service Standards for External Fees. 


Given that the CNSC is currently in the early stages of implementing a performance standard 
reporting cycle for certain activities, it is expected these standards will mature over time. The 
standards will be consistent with program objectives, as well as responsive to stakeholder 
expectations.

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Notes to Financial Statements 
as at March 31, 2006 


1. Authority and Objectives 


The Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission (CNSC) was established in 1946 by the Atomic Energy 
Control Act. Prior to May 31, 2000, when the federal Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) came into 
effect, the CNSC was known as the Atomic Energy Control Board (AECB). The CNSC is a departmental 
corporation named in Schedule II to the Financial Administration Act and reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Natural Resources. 


The Nuclear Safety and Control Act provides comprehensive powers to the CNSC to establish and 
enforce national standards for nuclear energy in the areas of health, safety and environment. It establishes 
a basis for implementing Canadian policy and fulfilling Canada's obligations with respect to the non- 
proliferation of nuclear weapons. The CNSC is empowered to require financial guarantees, order 
remedial action in hazardous situations and require responsible parties to bear the costs of 
decontamination and other remedial measures. 


The objectives of the CNSC are to: 

e regulate the development, production and use of nuclear energy and the production, possession and 
use of nuclear substances, prescribed equipment and information in order to: a) prevent unreasonable 
risk to the environment, to the health and safety of persons and to national security; and b) achieve 
conformity with measures of control and international obligations to which Canada has agreed; and 

e disseminate scientific, technical and regulatory information concerning: a) the activities of the CNSC; 
b) the development, production, possession, transport and use of nuclear energy and substances; and 
c) the effects of nuclear energy and substances use on the environment and on the health and safety of 
persons. 


The CNSC also administers the Nuclear Liability Act, including designating nuclear installations and 
prescribing basic insurance to be carried by the operators of such nuclear installations, and the 
administration of supplementary insurance coverage premiums for these installations. 


The CNSC recovers expenditures related to its regulatory activities from users licensed under the Act. 
These expenditures include the technical assessment of licence applications, compliance inspections and 
the development of licence standards. On July 1, 2003 new Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission Cost 
Recovery Fees Regulations were implemented which replace the former AECB Cost Recovery Fees 
Regulations 1996. The new fees are being phased in over a three-year period through application of fee 
reductions amounting to 15% in the first year, 10% in the second year and 5% in the third year. 


2. Significant Accounting Policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with Treasury Board accounting policies 
and year-end instructions issued by the Office of the Comptroller General, which are consistent with 
Canadian generally accepted accounting principles for the public sector. The significant accounting 
policies are: 


a) Parliamentary appropriations 

The CNSC is financed by the Government of Canada through Parliamentary appropriations. 
Appropriations provided to the CNSC do not parallel financial reporting according to generally accepted 
accounting principles since appropriations are primarily based on cash flow requirements. Consequently, 
items recognized in the statement of operations and the statement of financial position are not necessarily 
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the same as those provided through appropriations from Parliament. Note 3 provides a high-level 
reconciliation between the two bases of reporting. 


b) Net cash provided by Government 

The CNSC operates within the Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF), which is administered by the Receiver 
General for Canada. All cash received by the CNSC is deposited to the CRF and all cash disbursements 
made by the CNSC are paid from the CRF. The net cash provided by Government is the difference 
between all cash receipts and all cash disbursements including transactions between departments of the 
federal government. 


c) Due from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 

Due from the Consolidated Revenue Fund represents the amount of cash that the CNSC is entitled to 
draw from the Consolidated Revenue Fund, without further appropriations, in order to discharge its 
liabilities. 


d) Revenue 

Revenue is recognized in the period in which the underlying transaction or event occurred that gave rise 
to the revenue. Licence fee revenue is recognized on a straight-line basis over the period to which the fee 
payment pertains (normally three months or one year). Licence fees received for future year licence 
periods are recorded as deferred revenue. Revenue from licence fees, contract projects and other sources 
is deposited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund and is not available for use by the CNSC. Legislative 
authority allows for the respending of amounts received on the disposal of surplus assets. 


e) Vacation pay and compensatory leave 
Vacation pay and compensatory leave are expensed as the benefits accrue to employees under their 
respective terms of employment. 


J) Pension benefits 

All eligible employees participate in the Public Service Pension Plan, a multi-employer plan, 
administered by the Government of Canada. The CNSC’s contributions to the Plan are charged to 
expenses in the year incurred and represent the total CNSC obligation to the Plan. Current legislation 
does not require the CNSC to make contributions for any actuarial deficiencies of the Plan. 


g) Employee severance benefits 

Employees are entitled to severance benefits, as provided for under their respective terms of employment. 
The cost of these benefits is accrued as employees render the services necessary to earn them. The 
obligation relating to the benefits earned by employees is calculated using information derived from the 
results of the actuarially determined liability for employee severance benefits for the Government as a 
whole. 


h) Services provided without charge by other government departments and agencies 

Services provided without charge by other government departments and agencies are recorded as 
operating expenses at their estimated cost. These include services such as: accommodation provided by 
Public Works and Government Services Canada, contributions covering employers’ share of employees’ 
insurance premiums and costs paid by Treasury Board Secretariat, salaries and associated legal costs of 
services provided by Justice Canada, audit services provided by the Office of the Auditor General, and 
workers’ compensation benefits provided by Human Resources and Social Development Canada. 
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i) Grants and contributions 
Grants are recognized in the year in which entitlement of recipients has been established, while 
contributions are recognized in the year in which the conditions for payment are met. 


j) Accounts receivables 
Accounts receivables are stated at amounts expected to be ultimately realized; a provision is made for 
receivables where recovery is considered uncertain. 


k) Tangible capital assets 
Tangible capital assets with an acquisition cost of $10,000 or more are recorded at their acquisition cost. 
Amortization is calculated on a straight-line basis over the estimated useful life of the asset as follows: 


Asset Class Amortization Period 
Furniture and equipment 5 to 20 years 
Informatics equipment and software 2 to 5 years 

Motor vehicles 4 years 


1) Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account 

The CNSC administers the Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account on behalf of the federal government. 
The CNSC receives premiums paid by the operators of nuclear installations for the supplementary 
insurance coverage and credits these to the Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account in the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. Since the CNSC does not have the risks and rewards of ownership, nor does it have 
accountability for this account, it does not include any of the associated financial activity or potential 
liability in its financial statements. Financial activity and liability is however reported in Note 11 of these 
financial statements. 


m) Measurement uncertainty 

The preparation of these financial statements in accordance with Treasury Board accounting policies and 
year-end instructions issued by the Office of the Comptroller General, which are consistent with Canadian 
generally accepted accounting principles for the public sector, requires management to make estimates 
and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets, liabilities, revenues and expenses reported in 
the financial statements. At the time of preparation of these statements, management believes the 
estimates and assumptions to be reasonable. The most significant items where estimates are used are 
contingent liabilities, the liability for employee severance benefits and the useful life of tangible capital 
assets. Actual results could significantly differ from those estimated. Management’s estimates are 
reviewed periodically and, as adjustments become necessary, they are recorded in the financial statements 
in the year they become known. 
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3. Parliamentary Appropriations 


The CNSC receives its funding through Parliamentary appropriations. Items recognized in the statement 
of operations and the statement of financial position in one year may be funded through parliamentary 
appropriations in prior, current and future years. Accordingly, the CNSC has different net results of 
operations for the year on a government funding basis than on an accrual accounting basis. These 
differences are reconciled below.

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8. Licences Provided Free of Charge by the CNSC 


The CNSC provides licences free of charge to educational institutions; not-for-profit research institutions 
wholly owned by educational institutions; publicly funded health care institutions; not-for-profit 
emergency response organizations; and federal departments. The total value of these licences amounted to 
$7,189,181 (2005 - $6,927,694). 


9. Employee Future Benefits 


a) Pension Benefits 

The CNSC and all eligible employees participate in the Public Service Pension Plan, which is sponsored 
and administered by the Government of Canada. Pension benefits accrue up to a maximum period of 35 
years at a rate of 2 percent per year of pensionable service, times the average of the best five consecutive 
years of earnings. The benefits are integrated with Canada/Québec Pension Plans and they are indexed to 
inflation. The employer’s and employees’ contributions to the plan were as follows:

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b) Contingent Liabilities 

Claims have been made against the CNSC in the normal course of operations. Legal proceedings for 
claims totaling approximately $55,250,000 (2005 - $55,250,000) were still pending at March 31, 2006. 
Some of these potential liabilities may become actual liabilities when one or more future events occur or 
fail to occur. To the extent that the future event is likely to occur or fail to occur, and a reasonable 
estimate of the loss can be made, an estimated liability is accrued and an expense recorded in the financial 
statements. 


11. Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account 


Under the Nuclear Liability Act (NLA), operators of designated nuclear installations are required to 
possess basic and/or supplementary insurance of $75 million per installation for specified liabilities. The 
federal government has designated the Nuclear Insurance Association of Canada (NIAC) as the sole 
provider of third party liability insurance and property insurance for the nuclear industry in Canada. 
NIAC provides insurance to nuclear operators under a standard policy. 


The policy consists of two types of coverage: Coverage A and Coverage B. Coverage A includes only 
those risks that are accepted by the insurer, that is, bodily injury and property damage. Coverage B risks 
include personal injury that is not bodily, for example psychological injury, damage arising from normal 
emissions and damage due to acts of terrorism. Effective in 2003, the federal government agreed to 
provide coverage for damage due to acts of terrorism which was previously provided under Coverage A. 


NIAC receives premiums from operators for both coverages, however, premiums for Coverage B risks are 
remitted to the federal government which reinsures these risks under a Reinsurance Agreement between 
NIAC and the federal government. The federal government, through the Reinsurance Agreement also 
pays the difference (supplementary insurance) between the basic insurance amount set by the CNSC and 
the full $75 million of liability imposed by the NLA. As of March 31, 2006 the total supplementary 
insurance coverage is $584,500,000 (2005 - $584,500,000). 


All premiums paid by the operators of nuclear installations for the supplementary insurance coverage are 
credited to a Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. Premiums 
received in respect of coverage for damage due to acts of terrorism amount to $273,154 (2005 - 
$140,523). Claims against the supplementary insurance coverage are payable out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund and charged to the Account. There have been no claims against or payments out of the 
Account since its creation. 


As explained in Note 2 1), the CNSC administers the Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account on behalf of 
the Government of Canada through a specified purpose account consolidated in the Public Accounts of 
Canada. During the year, the following activity occurred in this account:

Response to Parliamentary Committees 


No responses, audits or evaluations for FY 2005-06 were provided to Parliamentary Committees by the 
Audit and Ethics Group. 


Response to the Auditor General including to the Commissioner of the Environment and 
Sustainable Development (CESD) 


The 2005 Status Report of the Auditor General of Canada (OAG) included Chapter 6, entitled “Canadian 
Nuclear Safety Commission — Power Reactor Regulation”. The OAG reported that the CNSC has made 
satisfactory progress in responding to the Auditor General’s recommendations from its 2000 audit of the 
licensing and regulation of nuclear power reactors. 


In response, the CNSC noted that it remains strongly committed to ongoing improvements in the area of 
the focus of this audit, power reactor regulation, as well as in all other areas of regulation within the 
CNSC’s mandate. The CNSC also commented that the OAG’s findings were fair and consistent with the 
CNSC’s pursuit of continuous improvement. 


2005 Report of the Auditor General of Canada — Status Report 


The OAG also performed its annual audit of the CNSC’s financial statements. The OAG concluded that 
the “CNSC’s financial statements present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Commission at March 31, 2006 and the results of its operations and its cash flows for the year then 
ended in accordance with Canadian generally accepted accounting principles.” 


External Audits (Note: These refer to other external audits conducted by the Public Service 
Commission of Canada or the Office of the Commissioner of Official Languages.) 


No external audits were conducted during FY 2005-06 


Internal Audits or Evaluations 


The CNSC initiated the internal audit of the CNSC’s Corporate Security Program in compliance with 
Section 11 of the Government Security Policy (GSP). The audit concluded that many elements of CNSC’s 
corporate security program meet Government Security Policy (GSP) standards. The CNSC is committed 
to its staff and takes security and employee safety responsibilities seriously. 


In response to the report, the CNSC has completed a full departmental threat and risk assessment. It is 
currently working on establishing a risk informed action pian for addressing the recommendations of the 
audit report. 


Internal Audits or Evaluations 


The AEG initiated a “Follow-up Assessment” in March 2005 to review the status of management 
responses to the recommendations of the 2002 Travel Management Audit Framework. The follow-up 
assessment determined that satisfactory progress was achieved in: automation of the travel approval and 
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| claims process; international activities framework; and, the implementation of an organization-wide 
management model to include better planning and reporting processes. Improvement was noted in 
mandatory information/training sessions and learning and development travel planning. No progress was 
achieved in reviewing the CNSC Travel Policy. 


In response, CNSCN management noted that the Travel Policy should remain pending the signing of a 
collective agreement. The Vice-President, Corporate Services Branch will report to the Committee in one 
year on the implementation of the recommendations of the Travel management Audit Framework. * 


Internal Audits or Evaluations 


In July 2005, the CNSC’s Audit and Ethics Group (AEG) conducted an audit to assess: 


e the process by which the decision was made whereby the CNSC became a Public Service 
Agency and procured and supplied special security equipment to licensees; and 


e the purchasing of the special security equipment. 


The audit found that the process by which the decision was made to become a Public Service Agency 
and then procure and supply special security equipment to licensees was reasonable. The administrative 
processes put in place for the purchase and payment of the special security equipment contained 
weaknesses. 


The audit recommended that a long term policy solution be sought for the purchase and supply of special 
security equipment. Existing CNSC business processes should be followed to benefit from existing 
internal controls and the account used for the special security equipment should be reconciled. 


Internal Audits or Evaluations 


A formative evaluation of the CNSC’s contribution to CBRN training of first responders was completed in 
June 2005. The CNSC’s role is to contribute its specific radiological and nuclear (RN) expertise to the 
design, development and delivery of CBRN training. 


The evaluation concluded that before 2002, CNSC had virtually no capacity to deliver RN training to first 
responders. Three years later, it had successfully established a capacity in terms of experienced staff, 
tested training materials, and sufficient appropriate equipment to support training.

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ORGANIZATIONAL INFORMATION 


The CNSC operates as two separate organizations as follows: 


(1) a Commission comprised of up to seven members; and 
(11) a staff of approximately 550 people. 


(i) Commission 

The Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) provides for the appointment of up to seven 
Commission members by the Governor in Council. Members serve for a term not exceeding five 
years. One member of the Commission is designated as the President of the Commission. This 
position is currently held by Linda J. Keen. 


Supported by the Secretariat, the Commission functions as an independent, quasi-judicial 
administrative tribunal and court of record. It sets regulatory policy direction on matters relating 
to health, safety, security and environmental issues affecting the Canadian nuclear industry. It 
makes independent decisions on the licensing of Canadian nuclear-related activities, and 
establishes legally-binding regulations. When making decisions, the Commission takes into 
account the views, concerns and opinions of interested parties and intervenors. Designated 
Officers are delegated the authority to render licensing decisions for certain categories of nuclear 
facilities and activities in accordance with the requirements of the NSCA and its associated 
regulations. However, the Commission itself considers all licensing matters related to major 
nuclear facilities, for which it holds public hearings in accordance with the CNSC Rules of 
Procedure. 


(ii) CNSC Staff 

CNSC staff is located at headquarters in Ottawa, site offices at each of Canada’s five nuclear 
power plants, the Chalk River facility of Atomic Energy of Canada Limited, and five regional 
offices. CNSC staff at site offices assesses nuclear power plant performance against regulations 
and specific conditions of operating licences. Regional offices conduct compliance activities 
relating to nuclear substances, transportation, radiation devices and equipment containing nuclear 
substances. They also respond to unusual events involving nuclear substances. 


CNSC staff support the Commission by: 


developing regulatory frameworks, 

carrying out licensing, certification, compliance inspections and enforcement actions, 
coordinating the CNSC’s international undertakings, 

developing CNSC-wide programs in support of regulatory effectiveness, 

maintaining relations with stakeholders, and 

providing administrative support. 


In addition, staff prepares recommendations on licensing decisions, presents them to the 
Commission for consideration during public hearings and subsequently administer the 
Commission’s decisions. Where designated, staff also renders licensing decisions.

CNSC staff assesses licensee programs (“P”) and their implementation (“I’’) separately, 
according to five ratings. As of January 2006, Pickering A Units 2 and 3 reactors which are 
presently in a long-term lay-up state, will have their fuel and heavy water removed and will be 
placed in a safe storage state until the station is decommissioned. Bruce A Units | and 2 
remained defuelled and in a lay-up state.

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REGULATORY FRAMEWORK 2005-2006 


Regulatory amendments in process 


The following regulatory amendments were underway during the year: 


O 


Nuclear Security Regulations: Following extensive input from stakeholders, proposed 
amendments to the Nuclear Security Regulations were re-published in the Canada Gazette 
Part I in June 2005. The amended regulations will strengthen and codify security 
expectations for nuclear facilities, taking into account current security threats. They will be in 
place by the end of 2006-2007. 


Nuclear Substances and Radiation Devices Regulations: Amendments were proposed to the 
regulations to address deficiencies in the current regulations, and to introduce the latest 
international values for exemption quantities and clearance levels used to regulate the 
possession of nuclear substances. Pre-publication consultation with over 3,009 licensees and 
other stakeholders was completed in December 2005. Publication in the Canada Gazette is 
scheduled for 2007 and the amended regulations are expected to come into force in 2007— 
2008. 


Class IT Nuclear Facilities and Prescribed Equipment Regulations: Amendments were 
proposed to address deficiencies, enhance safety and reflect the latest international standards. 
Pre-publication consultation with over 3,000 licensees and other stakeholders was completed 
in December 2005. Publication in the Canada Gazette is scheduled for 2007 and the 
amended regulations are expected to come into force in 2007—2008. 


Nuclear Non-Proliferation Import and Export Control Regulations: Both the IAEA and the 
international community’s heightened concerns about the scope and possible intent of 
nuclear programs in a number of countries led to a further strengthening of the international 
nuclear non-proliferation regime. Amendments were proposed to the CNSC’s regulations to 
ensure continued effectiveness and efficiency of regulatory control over imports and exports 
of proliferation-significant nuclear and dual-use substances, materials, equipment and 
technology. The amended regulations will also ensure that Canada’s regulatory controls 
continue to reflect international export control guidelines and Canadian nuclear non- 
proliferation policy. Drafting instructions for amendments to the regulations, which address 
administrative and technical issues and reflect related international developments, were 
initiated in 2005-2006. Publication in the Canada Gazette is scheduled for 2007 and the 
amended regulations will come into force in 2007-2008. 


CNSC Rules of Procedure & By-laws: Based on pre-consultation with industry and non- 
governmental organization stakeholders, and a benchmarking analysis of CNSC tribunal 
processes against other leading Canadian tribunals, the Commission continued to review the 
CNSC Rules of Procedure and By-laws to make them as clear and user-friendly as possible. 
The Commission plans to proceed with a broader and more formal consultation on proposed 
changes to the Rules of Procedure in 2006-2007. In 2005-2006, the CNSC addressed issues 
raised by the Standing Joint Committee on the Scrutiny of Regulations (SJCSR) regarding 
the CNSC Rules of Procedure. The SJCSR recommends ways in which departments and 
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agencies can technically improve the interpretation and consistency of regulations. The 
CNSC’s response proposes a series of technical amendments to improve the clarity of the 
CNSC Rules of Procedure. 


Regulatory documents published 


o New Simplified and accelerated licensing process for public hearings: provides step-by- 
step guidance on the simplified and accelerated licensing process for public hearings on 
amendments to Class I nuclear facilities and uranium mine and mill licenses—an area in 
which the Commission’s workload is expected to double in 2006-2007. The new process 
results in consistent and transparent decision-making within accelerated timelines. A second 
guidance document sets forth the CNSC’s new risk-informed approach to hearings on matters 
related to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act. These initiatives set out an improved 
and pragmatic regulatory response based on criteria such as public interest, compliance 
records, technological innovations, impact on health or environment, etc. They also provide 
clarity by setting out clearly and objectively the Commission’s requirements and 
expectations. 


o Probabilistic Safety Analysis (PSA) for Nuclear Power Plants (S-294): spells out the 
requirements for a Probabilistic Safety Analysis that licensees who construct or operate a 
nuclear power plant must meet when the Regulatory Standard is incorporated into a licence 
or other legally-enforceable instrument. 


o Reliability Programs for Nuclear Power Plants (S-98, Revision 1): describes what is 
required of licensees in the development and implementation of a reliability program that 
ensures systems important to plant safety meet defined design and performance 
specifications at acceptable levels of reliability throughout the lifetime of the facility. 


o Environmental Protection Policies, Programs and Procedures at Class I Nuclear Facilities 
and Uranium Mines and Mills (S-296): outlines the environmental protection policies, 
programs and procedures that licensees must implement at Class I nuclear facilities and 
uranium mines and mills when the Regulatory Standard is incorporated into a licence or other 
legally-enforceable instrument. 


o Developing Environmental Protection Policies, Programs and Procedures at Class I 
Nuclear Facilities and Uranium Mines and Mills (G-296): guides applicants for licences of 
Class I nuclear facilities and uranium mines and mills in the development of environmental 
protection policies, programs and procedures. 


Regulatory documents in process in 2005-2006 


© Design Requirements for Nuclear Power Plants (S-337): |ays out the CNSC’s expectations 
for the design of nuclear power plants. It will provide stakeholders, potential licence- 
applicants, vendors and the public with greater clarity and support the CNSC’s assessment of 
potential future licence applications. 
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Management Programs for Aging Nuclear Plants (S-334): will ensure effective, integrated 
management programs are implemented at aging nuclear power plants, and Canadian 
requirements are closely aligned with draft standards currently being developed by the IAEA. 


Life Extension of Nuclear Power Plants (G-360): informs licensees of the steps and phases 
to consider when undertaking a project to extend the life of a nuclear power plant. 


Assessing the Long-Term Safety of Radioactive Waste Management (G-320): helps 
licensees and applicants assess the long-term impacts radioactive waste storage and disposal 
methods have on the environment and public health and safety. 


Nuclear Emergency Management (P-325): provides guiding principles and direction on 
CNSC staff activities related to nuclear emergency management. 


CNSC Safeguards and Nuclear Non-Proliferation Reporting Requirements (S-336): will 
replace the Atomic Energy Control Board 1049 standard. It summarizes expectations for 
accounting and reporting on nuclear material that meet both the CNSC’s domestic needs and 
international obligations. The standard is currently undergoing internal review. 


Trip Parameter Acceptance Criteria for the Safety Analysis of CANDU Nuclear Power 
Plants (G-144): informs licensees who operate CANDU nuclear power plants of the trip 
parameters that preclude direct or consequential failures of reactor fuel or reactor pressure 
tubes. 


Technical and Quality Assurance Requirements for Dosimetry Services (S-106) (Revision 
1): increases confidence in licensed dosimetry-service providers conformance with technical 
requirements and NSCA quality-assurance measures. 
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FOCUSED INTERNATIONAL PARTICIPATION

o Canada’s permanent mission to the United Nations Organization in Vienna, as well as 
Foreign Affairs Canada and other Canadian stakeholder organizations received input on 
CNSC positions on safeguards, export control and non-proliferation issues. 


o Commission on Safety Standards: the CNSC contributed to the development and revision 
of nuclear, radiation, waste and transport safety standards. 


o CANDU Senior Regulators Group, which exchanges information specific to the 
regulation of Canadian-made CANDU reactors. The CNSC demonstrates leadership in 
the regulation of CANDU reactors. 


o Standing Advisory Group on Safeguards Implementation and the Advisory Group on 
Nuclear Security. 


o IAEA technical meetings, which bring together member states to create and discuss 
documents, guidelines, codes of conduct and other normative literature, which are 
important to regulatory standards in Canada. In 2005-2006, the CNSC helped complete a 
technical document on the use of control-room simulators in the certification of nuclear 
power plant room-operators. The document will be made available to all IAEA member 
states as a reference on the use of simulators. Collaboration with the project’s primary 
participants, Germany and the United States, allowed the CNSC to contribute to the safe 
operation of nuclear power plants in other countries, and to learn from other leaders in the 
field. 


o Coordinated Research Project (Accident Severity During Air Transport of Radioactive 
Material): developmental meetings were held during the reporting period.

Through the CNSC’s involvement in the development of guides, standards, technical documents 
and other products, Canada is able to ensure continuous monitoring of nuclear safety trends and 
share its views on the advancement of nuclear regulatory programs worldwide. The CNSC was 
involved with the following committees in 2005-2006: 


o Committee on the Safety of Nuclear Installations and the Committee on Nuclear 
Regulatory Activities. 
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o Committee on Radiation Protection and Public Health, an international forum to address 
issues related to the enhancement of radiation-protection regulation and implementation. 


International Nuclear Regulators Association (INRA) 

An association comprised of the most senior nuclear-regulation officials from Canada, France, 
Germany, Japan, Spain, Sweden, the United Kingdom, and the United States. The main purpose 
of the association is to represent a regulatory perspective while influencing and enhancing 
worldwide nuclear safety. 


G8 Senior Nuclear Regulators 

The G8 is an informal group of eight countries (Canada, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Russia, 
the United Kingdom and the United States) with a broad agenda that addresses various 
international economic, political, and social issues. In early 2006, the CNSC’s president and 
CEO participated in the International Conference on Effective Nuclear Regulatory Systems at the 
2006 G8 annual meeting which was hosted and chaired by Russia.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I —The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of the 
Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable 
the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part II] — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an organisation’s main 
priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including links to related resource 
requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and 
contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the 
Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which 
may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved against 
planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most recently 
completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers 
who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to enable the 

government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, the first document in 
early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is identified alphabetically A, B, 


C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource priorities. 


In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved in 
Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Executive Summary 


The CRTC’s mandate is to regulate and supervise/monitor the broadcasting and 
telecommunications industries with a view to implementing the objectives set out in the 
Broadcasting Act and Telecommunications Act. Each year, the Commission examines 
activities occurring in broadcasting and telecommunications and undertakes the task of 
determining what measures are necessary in order to encourage industry advancement in 
a manner that is in keeping with the CRTC mandate. 


This year’s report identifies the specific actions the CRTC took to implement its policies. 
These include: Cultural Prosperity — increased availability of Canadian content and 
programming that reflects Canadian creative talent and Canada’s linguistic duality, 
cultural diversity and social values, as well as its national, regional and community 
characteristics; Economic Prosperity — a sustainable, competitive Canadian 
communications industry and Social Prosperity — increased access to a variety of 
innovative, high-quality communications services at reasonable prices, that meet 
consumers’ needs and reflect their values. 


For each task the CRTC undertook, a primary concern was to balance the objectives of 
the Acts taking into account the needs and desires of Canadians as well as those of the 
communications industries. For instance, the Commission continued to foster the 
reflection of Canada’s linguistic duality and cultural diversity, increase the provision of 
closed captioning for persons who are hearing impaired and descriptive video for persons 
who are visually impaired, and ensure protection from excessive violence in broadcast 
media. The CRTC sought to ensure that its policy directions for the Canadian 
broadcasting and telecommunications industries kept pace with emerging technology and 
supported directions such as increased competition in local telephone markets. 


Canada’s broadcasting system is one of the most open and advanced broadcasting 
systems in the world — one that can be characterized by its many successes. These 
successes include: giving Canadians access to hundreds of broadcasting services 
regardless of where they live; providing Canadians with ever-increasing choices in niche 
programming; embarking on the transformation of the Canadian broadcasting system to 
digital technology; establishing policies and regulations to ensure that broadcasting 
services are available in both official languages throughout the country; and making 
important cultural and economic contributions to Canada. 


In spite of these successes, the Commission also recognizes that there are challenges 
facing the broadcasting industry. Some of the key challenges include increased access to 
a wide variety of services from around the world, while also fostering a financially viable 
and culturally important Canadian system. From a social standpoint, the broadcasting 
system must ensure that it meets the needs of all Canadians, reflects Canada’s changing 
cultural diversity, and is more accessible to people with visual and hearing impairments. 
As well, the system must continue to build on its technological successes and keep pace 
with changing technologies. 
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The Commission wants Canadians to have access to the best possible local 
telecommunications services at affordable prices and to have a healthy industry that gives 
Canadians an advanced telecommunications infrastructure and services. 


A successful regulatory environment comes from understanding the perspectives of 
Canadians along with the regulated industries and finding a balance that will enable all 
parties to effectively meet their goals. The resulting report represents a concise look at 
the policies, decisions and guidelines of the past year in broadcasting and 
telecommunications. The Commission has initiated a number of processes in order to 
increase the efficiency and effectiveness of its regulatory regime and allow it to improve 
its ability to respond to the needs of the broadcasting and telecommunications industries, 
and to Canadian consumers. While progress is being made, we will continue to outline 
where regulation, monitoring, change and forbearance are needed to reflect the times, 
improve these industries and facilitate competition, resulting in a better broadcasting and 
telecommunications environment for all Canadians.

The Commission’s activities during the 2005-2006 were 
determined by its regulatory mandates as outlined in the 
Broadcasting Act and Telecommunications Act. We have 
worked to ensure that our policies and decisions not only take 
into account the important technological advancements and 
economic developments that are occurring in these two 
industries, but that they also contribute in a meaningful way 
to the objectives of our governing legislation. One of our 
principal concerns in carrying out our activities has been to 
take into account the needs and desires of Canadians and 
those of the communications industry in order to achieve the 
objectives of the Acts. 


On the broadcasting front, we announced new targets to increase the viewing and 
production of original English-language Canadian drama, which are included in our 
drama incentive program. The Commission also held a public hearing in October 2005 to 
consider applications for four English-language and one French-language national pay 
television services. 


We have encouraged the adoption of digital technology by developing a framework to 
guide the Canadian broadcasting system’s transition to a fully digital distribution 
environment. At the same time, we are developing a framework to govern the licensing 
and distribution of high definition pay and specialty services, which we will publish 
shortly. 


One of our other priorities over the past year has been to ensure that Canadians have 
access to local and regional programming and we have taken measures to increase the 
amount of these types of programming available to communities across the country. 


We have continued to promote the reflection of Canada’s cultural and racial diversity in 
our broadcasting system and have sought to expand the variety of Canadian television 
services available to third-language communities. Notably, the Commission revised its 
method for assessing licence applications to foster a more open-entry approach for third- 
language pay and specialty services. 


We also heard comments from interested parties on whether or not the Commission 
should regulate mobile television services. In the spring of 2006, the Commission 
determined that it would not regulate broadcasting services using cellular telephones 
because they are delivered and accessed over the Internet and thus fall within the New 
Media Exemption Order. This is another example of how we are providing regulatory 
flexibility to support the growth of new media. 
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In June 2005, we awarded licenses to three groups, allowing them to begin operating 
Canada’s first satellite and terrestrial subscription radio services. The Commission 
imposed conditions on these newly licensed services to ensure the broadcast of Canadian 
content and to benefit established and emerging Canadian artists. Another continuing 
priority has been our ongoing commercial radio review, which is looking at how we 
regulate this sector and how the industry is planning to make the transition from analog 
to digital radio. 


In the telecommunications sector, the Commission has noted that alternative providers of 
local telephone services are offering innovative and competitively priced services in 
several market areas. In May 2005, we determined that voice over Internet protocol 
(VoIP) is a service equivalent to a local phone service. Moreover, the Commission set out 
the criteria for deregulation of rates on the local services the incumbent telephone 
companies offer to residential and business customers, the last major regulated 
telecommunications market in the country. 


Further to receiving authorization from Parliament to establish a national Do Not Call 
List, the Commission sought input from interested parties on the development and 
operation of such an initiative and on telemarketing rules. 


During the past year, we determined that funds remaining in the deferral accounts of the 
incumbent local exchange carriers could be used to improve access to 
telecommunications services for persons with disabilities and to expand broadband 
services to rural and remote communities. 


In December 2005, the Commission issued a decision requiring all Canadian wireless 
telephone companies to implement wireless number portability by 14 March 2007, which 
will enable Canadian consumers to keep the telephone number associated with their 
wireless service when they change service providers. 


We are committed to responding effectively to the rapid changes experienced by the 
broadcasting and telecommunications industries, and Canadians rely on our ability to do 
so. To this end, we have created an integrated Industry Analysis, Economics and 
Technology section within our organizational structure to improve our ability to follow 
progress in the field of communications, to better understand the industries we regulate 
and to assess how well Canadians are served. 


The Commission also introduced a streamlined process for telecommunications tariff 
filings and new procedures to expedite the processing of certain applications. Results 
obtained during the period from | April 2005 to 31 March 2006 indicate that the 
Commission is meeting and exceeding its new service standards. Furthermore, we are 
actively looking for ways to accelerate the processing of broadcasting applications and 
our proposed initiatives have been favourably received by industry stakeholders. 
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The Commission continues to keep a watchful eye on market conditions with a view to 
reducing the regulatory burden. We rely on market forces where possible while 
protecting the interests of consumers. We have worked to realize this objective in the past 
year and aim to make further progress in the next twelve months.

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Raison d’étre 


The CRTC was established to sustain and promote Canadian culture and achieve key 
social and economic objectives. The Commission does this by regulating and 
supervising Canadian broadcasting and telecommunications in the public interest. In 
doing this, the CRTC is governed by the Broadcasting Act of 1991 and the 
Telecommunications Act of 1993. 


The Broadcasting Act seeks to ensure, that all Canadians have access to a wide variety of 
high quality Canadian programming. 


The Telecommunications Act seeks to ensure among other things, increased reliance on 
market forces for the provision of telecommunications services and that regulation, where 
required, is efficient and effective 


Since 1928, when the Government of Canada created the first Royal Commission on 
Broadcasting, the government has sought to develop policies to keep pace with changing 
technology. This has been the government’s central goal from the early days of radio and 
television, to our current information highway era characterized by rapid technological 
change. 


Today, we are an independent public authority. The CRTC reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


Our challenge is to serve the public interest by maintaining a balance between the 
cultural, social and economic goals of the legislation on broadcasting and 
telecommunications, taking into account the wants and needs of Canadian citizens, 
industries and various interest groups. 


Like most organizations, the CRTC does not work in isolation. Environmental factors 
over which it has little or no control, such as the state of the economy, capital markets, 
societal change and emerging technology, influence the CRTC’s work, priorities and 
outcomes. 


Broadcasting 


Canada’s broadcasting system remains one of the most open and advanced broadcasting 
systems in the world, both technologically and in terms of variety of programming. 
Canadians enjoy a vast array of radio and television services that offer a wide range of 
programming choices from around the world, as well as from domestic sources. In 
addition, the broadcasting system has benefited from the contributions of private, public 
and community broadcasters, with each element playing a distinct and important role. 


Several successes can be identified which characterize our state-of-the-art broadcasting 
system: 
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e The Canadian broadcasting system gives Canadians access to hundreds of 
broadcasting services regardless of where they live in Canada. 

e Canadian specialty television services have flourished, providing Canadians 
with ever-increasing choices of niche programming. 

e The evolution to digital technology has begun, and the Canadian broadcasting 
system is poised to embark on a full transformation. 

e Policies and regulations are in place to ensure that broadcasting services are 
available in both official languages throughout the country. 

e The Canadian broadcasting industry is making important contributions to 
Canada, both culturally and economically. It has grown to become a multi- 
billion dollar industry, employing Canadians in diversified fields, from artists, 
writers and actors to technicians and engineers. 


The above successes notwithstanding, the Commission fully recognizes that there are 
substantial challenges facing the broadcasting system. Foremost among them is to 
continue to provide increased access to a wide variety of services from around the world, 
while also fostering a financially viable and culturally important Canadian system. In 
this context, the Commission is working diligently to increase viewing to Canadian 
content generally and drama particularly, while also increasing the availability of foreign 
language services to better serve the changing Canadian population. 


Numerous social issues also pose specific challenges ahead. It is important that the 
cultural diversity of Canada be reflected in the broadcasting system, and the Commission 
is working with the broadcasting industry to achieve this goal. In addition, the system 
should be more accessible to people with visual and hearing impairments, and measures 
are in place in this regard. 


A few years ago, the biggest challenge facing our broadcasting system was to make it 
accessible to all Canadians whatever area they lived in, no matter how remote. This 
challenge has been fully met and the objective achieved. Now, one of the key challenges 
is to ensure that the broadcasting system meets the needs of all Canadians, including 
those from culturally diverse backgrounds and those with disabilities. 


The Commission will continue its work, in consultation with affected industries, to 

ensure that the business and cultural challenges that await us can be successfully met. 

Telecommunications 

Canada’s telecommunications environment can point to four competitive successes: 
1. Canada has some of the lowest long distance services prices in the world. 


2. Canada has a healthy, competitive and profitable wireless industry. 
3. Internet and wireless continue to be the fastest growing sector in the industry. 
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4. In terms of broadband deployment, approximately 86% of Canadians are living in 
communities that are served by high-speed Internet access and, in terms of 
penetration, Canada is ahead of all G8 countries at 16.7 subscribers per 
100 inhabitants. The market is roughly evenly split between cable and digital 
subscriber line (DSL), two facilities-based carriers. Pricing remains very 
competitive. 


The telecommunications industry is evolving very rapidly and the Commision is 
facilitating this evolution by increasingly relying on market forces.

collaborating with industry to resolve competitive disputes; 

developing and implementing regulatory policies with a view to meeting the 

objectives of the Broadcasting Act and the Telecommunications Act; 
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V monitoring, assessing and reviewing, where appropriate, regulatory frameworks 
to meet policy objectives; and 

V monitoring the programming and financial obligations of broadcasting 
undertakings to ensure compliance with regulations and conditions of licence. 


In all of the activities it undertakes, the Commission must balance the needs and desires 
of Canadians with those of the communications industries. Through its regulatory 
function, the Commission ensures that social and cultural issues are addressed by the 
regulated industries. For instance, the Commission fosters the reflection of Canada’s 
linguistic duality and cultural diversity, the increased provision of closed captioning for 
persons who are hearing impaired and descriptive video for persons who are visually 
impaired, and the development of mechanisms to address concerns such as violence or 
abusive comment in the broadcast media. It also seeks to ensure that its policies keep 
pace with emerging technology and support such directions as increased competition in 
local telephone markets and broadcast distribution systems.

Broadcasting Accomplishments 


In Viewing and expenditure incentives for English-language Canadian television drama 
— Call for comment, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2005-81, 10 August 2005, the 
Commission examined the 2003/04 data provided by BBM Canada and Nielsen Media 
Research with respect to viewing to Canadian drama, and called for comments on a 
proposed industry viewing objective as well as on viewing targets for the ownership 
groups participating in the incentive program for English-language Canadian television 
drama. The Commission also reviewed the 2003/04 data with respect to expenditures on 
English-language Canadian drama programming by individual, private, conventional 
television services and by the largest conventional ownership groups, and called for 
comments on proposed expenditure targets. 
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In Viewing and expenditure incentives for English-language Canadian television drama, 
Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2006-11, 27 January 2006 the Commission set out the 
targets for the viewing and expenditure components of the Commission’s drama 
incentive program. 


Given that the final incentive program for the production of original Canadian drama was 
issued during the 2004/05 fiscal year and given the lead times required to plan and 
produce drama programming, the Commission is of the view that it is too early to reach 
conclusions on the effectiveness of the current package of incentives. 


Global, Alliance Atlantis, TVA’, TQS* and CHUM submitted reports on their use of the 
TV drama incentives during the first year. The data gathering on, and assessment of, TV 
drama incentives are ongoing. 


Digital Migration 


On 27 February 2006, the Commission issued its Digital Migration Framework 
(Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2006-23). 


The framework recognizes that the transition to a fully digital distribution environment 
offers important opportunities for the Canadian broadcasting system. Digital technology 
will permit a significant degree of flexibility in the ways in which services are offered, 
allowing cable operators to respond to consumers’ demands for increased choice and 
control. The shift to digital will also enable cable operators to free up capacity for the 
launch of new services, including high definition digital signals, new Canadian services 
and new non-Canadian services. At the same time, the very flexibility promised by 
digital technology poses risks for the analog services, including a significant degree of 
uncertainty for individual programming services, since adjustments to how they are 
packaged and offered to subscribers will result in changes to their penetration levels. 


Accordingly, the Commission has designed a framework that will ensure an orderly 
transition from the current technological and regulatory environment to an environment 
characterized by a more market-driven approach. The approach is designed to maximize 
the benefits and encourage the rollout of digital technology, while ensuring that 
individual analog services are not unduly affected during the transition period and that 
they remain capable of making significant contributions to the broadcasting system. 


The migration framework requires Broadcasting distribution undertakings (BDUs) to 
obtain programmer consent prior to distributing their services on a digital basis. 
Continued support for programming services is also provided through specific packaging 
rules that will govern digital distribution over the transition period, including the

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obligation to mirror the existing analog tiers and analog basic service on a digital basis. 
At the same time, the framework provides important flexibility to BDUs by permitting 
digital migration to occur, without the need for programmer consent, once the penetration 
of digital set-top boxes in subscriber households achieves a specified level. The 
framework also permits BDUs to respond to consumer demands for increased choice and 
control by enabling BDUs to offer programming services in many different packaging 
combinations. 


Distribution of High Definition Pay and Specialty Services 


On 15 June 2006, the Commission issued its Regulatory framework for the licensing and 
distribution of high definition pay and specialty services (Broadcasting Public Notice 
CRTC 2006-74). 


In general, the proposed licensing and distribution framework is intended to encourage 
the transition of the Canadian broadcasting system to high definition technology. Salient 
components of the framework include the adoption of a hybrid regime aimed ultimately 
at issuing new High definition (HD)-transitional licences to the existing pay and specialty 
services, but permitting such services to proceed in the short term by way of amendment 
to their current licences, should that approach better suit their immediate circumstances. 
In addition, holders of HD-transitional licences will be granted genre protection, 
consistent with the Commission’s existing policies. However, the Commission has also 
provided that an upgraded programming service’s right to distribution will be conditional 
on a firm commitment on its part to provide certain minimum levels of HD 
programming. In return, the Commission will require the majority of BDUs to distribute 
these HD-transitional services but a distributor’s obligation to provide distribution will be 
subject to available capacity until such time as the distributor has completely ceased the 
distribution of programming services on an analog basis. 


The framework imposes the same quality standards for the distribution of the pay and 
specialty services as previously provided by the Commission for the distribution of the 
over-the-air services. More specifically, the term "high definition" encompasses both the 
720p and 1080i picture formats, as defined by the Advanced Television Systems 
Committee in its A/53 digital television standard. Additional common measures provide 
that low definition images subjected to line-doubling techniques or algorithms that 
stretch a 4:3 picture to fill a 16:9 screen will not be considered to be HD for the purposes 
of the framework and the program signals of pay and specialty services distributed by a 
BDU must be of the same quality and in the same format as those received by it, without 
any degradation. 


As regards some of the other matters covered, consistent with the framework’s general 
orientation for a market-driven transition to HD, it eliminates the status provisions (dual 
status, modified dual status) of the distribution and linkage requirements in a HD 
environment. It also adheres to the view that wholesale rates for HD services are 
generally best left to negotiations between the parties as being most consistent with a 
transition to HD that is market-driven. However, while discretionary wholesale rates will 
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not be set by the Commission, for any HD specialty service that is mandated for basic 
distribution under section 9(1)(h) of the Act, the current wholesale rate for the basic 
distribution of the corresponding analog or standard definition (SD) digital service will 
apply to the HD version, unless the service applies for and is granted a different rate. 


Finally, the Commission noted that the slow pace of the Canadian transition to HD 
relative to that of the U.S. is a matter of growing comment and concern, both with respect 
to over-the-air services and pay and specialty services. Given the potential consequences 
of delay for the Canadian broadcasting system, the Commission expected the broadcast 
industry to pick up the pace of its transition and noted further that, should this prove not 
to be the case, it would be prepared to consider further measures to ensure that the 
objectives of the Act, as well as the Commission’s principles and objectives for the 
transition to digital and HD broadcasting, are accomplished. 


Other Distribution Issues 


Relations between programmers and distributors 


In April 2005, the Commission issued two public notices setting out policies intended to 
contribute to good relations between programmers and BDUs. In Auditing of distributor 
subscriber information by programming services, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 
2005-34, the Commission set out its policy with regard to the terms and conditions under 
which pay and specialty programmers may audit subscriber information held by BDUs 
for the purpose of verifying the accuracy of affiliation payments made to such 
programmers. In Good Commercial Practices, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 
2005-35, the Commission issued a policy with respect to measures to ensure that 
negotiations between the programmers and BDUs concerning the distribution of 
programming services are conducted in accordance with good commercial practices. 
This public notice addressed matters such as the provision of adequate notice to 
programmers when BDUs intend to change the way in which programming services are 
packaged. 


Increased availability of local and regional content by satellite 


An on-going concern of broadcasters and Canadian television viewers alike is the 
reception of local and regional programming from direct-to-home (DTH) satellite 
distributors. Although it is not technically possible at this time for DTH distributors to 
offer the full programming schedule of all local and regional television stations from 
across Canada, in the most recent DTH licensing decisions issued in 2004, the 
Commission encouraged DTH distributors and broadcasters to investigate other means of 
providing these types of programming to DTH subscribers. In Authorization to distribute 
partial or omnibus channels containing unique local and regional programming, 
Broadcasting Decision CRTC 2005-457, 8 September 2005, the Commission authorized 
Bell ExpressVu to distribute any unique local and regional programming broadcast by 
television stations not carried in their entirety by the DTH distributors, using partial or 
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omnibus channels, subject to certain safeguards such as a requirement for the consent of 
the television station in question. This innovative form of distribution has the potential to 
greatly increase the amount of local and regional programming available to communities 
across the country. 


Increased availability of CPAC in both official languages 


On 22 March 2005, the Governor in Council issued Direction to the CRTC (Reservation 
of Channels for the Distribution of CPAC), SOR/2005-60 (the Direction), which 
instructed the Commission to require all cable BDUs that serve more than 2,000 
subscribers to distribute both an English-language and a French-language version of the 
Cable Public Affairs Channel (CPAC) and the parliamentary programming service. 


The Commission implemented this Direction in Changes to the distribution of the Cable 
Public Affairs Channel and the parliamentary programming service in response to a 
Direction from the Governor in Council, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2006-5, 

19 January 2006, thus increasing access to these services for Canadians in both official 
languages. 


Flexibility for mobile television broadcasting services 


In Call for comments on a regulatory framework for mobile broadcasting services, 
Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2005-82, 11 August 2005, the Commission called for 
comments on an appropriate regulatory framework for mobile broadcasting services. 


In Regulatory Framework for mobile television broadcasting services, Broadcasting 
Public Notice CRTC 2006-47, 12 April 2006, the Commission determined that mobile 
television broadcasting services using cellular telephones and operated by Bell Mobility 
Inc., TELUS Mobility and Rogers Wireless Inc. fell within the New Media Exemption 
Order because they were delivered and accessed over the Internet. 


The Commission also issued a notice calling for comments (Broadcasting Public Notice 
CRTC 2006-48) on a proposed new exemption order that will include mobile television 
broadcasting undertakings that provide mobile television services that are not delivered 
and accessed over the Internet. 


The Commission seeks to support the growth of mobile television services as 


complements to traditional television services by providing them with the regulatory 
flexibility that will help them develop their markets. 


Subscription Radio 


At the 1 November 2004 Gatineau Public Hearing, the Commission examined three 
applications for licences to carry on multi-channel subscription radio services, distributed 
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by satellite and/or terrestrial transmitters for direct reception by subscribers. Two of the 
applicants were in partnership with existing US satellite-delivered subscription radio 
services. The third applicant proposed a Canadian-based terrestrial subscription radio 
service. 


In addition to comments on the proposals put forward by the respective applicants, the 
Commission also sought public comment on issues such as: Canadian content levels, 
Canadian talent development contributions, accountability, competitiveness, impact on 
other audio services and the appropriate class of licence. 


In Introduction to Broadcasting Decisions CRTC 2005-246 to 2005-248: Licensing of 
new Satellite and terrestrial subscription radio undertakings, Broadcasting Public Notice 
CRTC 2005-61, 16 June 2005, the Commission introduced its Broadcasting Decisions 
CRTC 2005-246, 247 and 248 in which the Commission approved, subject to certain 
conditions of licence, applications by Canadian Satellite Radio Inc. (CSR), SIRIUS 
Canada Inc. (Sirius Canada), and CHUM Limited, on behalf of a corporation or a 
partnership to be established (CHUM /Astral), for licences to operate new radio 
undertakings that will each provide a package of radio channels to subscribers for a 
monthly fee. 


The programming of the CSR and Sirius Canada undertakings will be delivered primarily 
by satellite, with terrestrial transmitters as required to fill in gaps in coverage. Each of 
these undertakings will provide a mix of Canadian-produced channels and non-Canadian 
produced channels. 


The service of the CHUM undertaking (Astral has since withdrawn from the partnership) 
would be delivered entirely by terrestrial transmitters and all channels would be 
Canadian-produced. 


In the above public notice, the Commission also provided a licensing framework for 
satellite subscription radio undertakings. 


New Pay Television Services 


A public hearing was held on 24 October 2005 in Gatineau where five applications to 
carry on a national pay television undertaking were considered: Spotlight Television 
Limited to operate a national English-language general interest pay television 
programming undertaking to be known as Spotlight; Romen Podzyhun and C.J. (Cal) 
Millar for a licence to operate a national English-language pay television programming 
undertaking to be called The Canadian Film Channel; Allarco Entertainment Inc. to 
operate a national English-language pay television programming undertaking to be 
known as Allarco Entertainment and finally two applications presented by Archambault 
Group Inc. to operate national pay television programming undertakings, one in English 
and one in French, both to be known as BOOMTV. 
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This hearing considered whether exceptions should be made to the Commission's existing 
digital licensing framework, including its policies regarding the licensing of services, 
which may be directly competitive with existing services. 


The following issues were also considered: 


2 the benefits to the Canadian broadcasting system in licensing a new general interest 
pay television service, particularly with respect to contributions to Canadian 
programming; 

° the capacity of the English- and French-language pay television markets to absorb 
the entry of additional general interest pay television services; 

e the impact this would have on existing services, including the impact on the 
program rights market; and 

e the appropriateness of granting digital access rights to new pay services, and the 
capacity implications for broadcasting distribution undertakings. 


On 18 May 2006, the Commission issued Applications for new pay television services, 
Broadcasting Decision CRTC 2006-193 approving Allarco Entertainment Inc.’s 
application and denying the competing applications. 


The Commission considers that, in the English language market, it is appropriate to grant 
an exception to its policy that generally precludes the licensing of a service that directly 
competes with existing pay and specialty services. Accordingly, the Commission 
approved the application by Allarco Entertainment Inc. for a broadcasting licence to 
operate a new national English-language general interest pay television programming 
undertaking and denied the competing applications by Spotlight Television Limited, 
Romen Podzyhun and C.J. (Cal) Millar, on behalf of a corporation to be incorporated, 
and Archambault Group Inc. It further denies the application by Archambault Group Inc. 
for a broadcasting licence to operate a new national French-language general interest pay 
television programming undertaking as the Commission does not consider that the 
possible benefits of introducing a competitor to Super Ecran are sufficient to outweigh 
the risks, given the relatively small size of the French-language market. 


A more open entry framework for Canadian third-language services 


In November 2005, the Commission issued Revised approach for the consideration of 
broadcasting licence applications proposing new third-language Category 2 pay and 
specialty services, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2005-104. 


The revised approach is designed to expand the diversity and range of Canadian 
television services available to third-language communities across Canada, while not 
unduly impacting the existing third-language ethnic specialty services. 


Under the new, more open-entry approach, the Commission will generally approve 


Category 2 pay and specialty services that devote at least 90% of their program schedules 
to programming in languages other than English or French. To ensure that such services 
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do not have an undue negative impact on the existing analog ethnic specialty services, 
any general interest third-language service that provides 40% or more of its programming 
in one of the languages of the five analog ethnic services will have to be purchased with 
that analog service (the “buy-through” requirement). 


Telecom Accomplishments 


Voice Communications Services Using Internet Protocol 


In Regulatory framework for voice communication services using Internet Protocol, 
Telecom Decision CRTC 2005-28, 12 May 2005, the Commission rendered its 
determinations in the proceeding initiated by Regulatory framework for voice 
communication services using Internet Protocol, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2004-2, 
7 April 2004. The Commission set out the details of the appropriate regulatory regime 
applicable to the provision of voice over internet protocol (VoIP) services, which it 
defines as voice communication services using Internet Protocol (IP) that utilize 
telephone numbers that conform to the North American Numbering Plan, and that 
provide universal access to and/or from the Public Switched Telephone Network (PSTN) 
to the extent that VoIP services provide subscribers with access to and/or from the PSTN 
along with the ability to make or receive calls that originate and terminate within an 
exchange or local calling area as defined in the incumbent local exchange carriers’ 
(ILECs') tariffs. 


Price Regulation Regimes 


In Extension of the price regulation regime for Aliant Telecom Inc., Bell Canada, MTS 
Allstream Inc., Saskatchewan Telecommunications and TELUS Communications Inc., 
Telecom Decision CRTC 2005-69, 16 December 2005, the Commission extended the 
current price regulation regime without changes for Aliant Telecom Inc., Bell Canada, 
MTS Allstream Inc., Saskatchewan Telecommunications and TELUS C ommunications 
Inc. for a period of one year, to 31 May 2007. The Commission will initiate a proceeding 
to review the existing price regulation regime in the first half of 2006 following the 
release of the decision in the proceeding initiated by Forbearance from regulation of 
local exchange services, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2005-2, 28 April 2005. 


In Extension of the price regulation regime for Société en commandite Télébec and 
TELUS Communications (Québec) Inc., Telecom Decision CRTC 2005-70, 16 December 
2005, the Commission extended the current price regulation regime without changes for 
Société en commandite Télébec and TELUS Communications (Québec) Inc. for a period 
of one year, to 31 July 2007. The Commission will initiate a proceeding to review the 
existing price regulation regime in the first half of 2006 following the release of the 
decision in the proceeding initiated by Forbearance from regulation of local exchange 
services, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2005-2, 28 April 2005. 
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Forbearance from Regulation — Local Telephone Service 


In Forbearance from regulation of local exchange services, Telecom Public Notice 
CRTC 2005-2, 28 April 2005, the Commission initiated a proceeding and invited 
comments on a framework for forbearance from the regulation of residential and business 
local exchange services. The Commission also invited comments on the appropriateness 
of a transitional regime that could provide incumbent local exchange carriers with more 
regulatory flexibility prior to forbearance through: 1) lessening or removing competitive 
safeguards on promotions and the no-contact restriction under the winback rules; 2) 
permitting the ex parte filing of tariff applications for promotions; and 3) the waiving of 
service charges for residential local winbacks. Further, the Commission invited 
comments on Aliant Telecom Inc.'s Part VII application for forbearance from regulation 
of residential wireline local services, filed on 7 April 2004. 


The Commission conducted a proceeding, including a public hearing held in Gatineau on 
26 September 2005, to consider criteria and extent of de-regulation in the market for local 
telephone services. Where competition develops in a market to an extent where 
competition is sufficient to protect the interests of subscribers, the competitive market 
rather than regulation protects consumer interests and the Commission, in compliance 
with the Telecommunications Act, forbears from regulation. The Commission concluded 
its proceeding on this matter in the fall of 2005 and issued its decision, Forbearance from 
the regulation of retail local exchange services, Telecom Decision CRTC 2006-15, 

6 April 2006, setting out a roadmap for regulatory forbearance of local services. 
Alternative providers of local telephone service are offering innovative and competitively 
priced local telephone service in several market areas. This trend has recently accelerated 
with the introduction of Internet Protocol (IP) technology that facilitates the provision of 
local voice telephone services over high-speed Internet connections as well as the 
networks of the cable television providers. The Commission will apply its criteria for 
forbearance from the regulation of local telephone service in proceedings that it expects 
to conduct in the coming year in response to applications by the telephone companies. 


Disposition of funds in the Deferral Accounts 


In Disposition of funds in the deferral accounts, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2006-9, 
16 February 2006, the Commission determined the guidelines for the disposition of funds 
remaining in the deferral accounts for the following incumbent local exchange carriers 
(ILECs): Aliant Telecom Inc., Bell Canada, MTS Allstream Inc., Saskatchewan 
Telecommunications, TELUS Communications Inc., Société en commandite Télébec 
(Télébec), and TELUS Communications (Québec) Inc. (collectively, the ILECs). 


The Commission determined that initiatives 1) to expand broadband services to rural and 


remote communities and 2) to improve accessibility to telecommunications services for 
persons with disabilities are appropriate uses of funds in the deferral accounts. 
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The Commission considers that accessibility to telecommunications services for persons 
with disabilities is an important public policy objective and that using funds from the 
deferral accounts will help improve the provision of telecommunications services to these 
Canadians. 


The Commission considered that to ensure that funds do not continue to accumulate in 
the deferral accounts, the ILECs (except Télébec) will be required to implement rate 
reductions. The Commission directed these ILECs to file, by 15 May 2006, proposed rate 
changes to monthly primary exchange services and optional services for residential 
subscribers in non-high-cost serving areas. 


The Commission anticipates that Télébec will have a recurring shortfall in its deferral 
account and set out directions to address this shortfall. 


Finally, the Commission determined the methodology to calculate the balances in the 
deferral accounts and provided preliminary estimates of the ILECs' deferral account 
balances. The Commission directed each ILEC to file, by 15 May 2006, an updated 
deferral account schedule. 


Implementation of Wireless Number Portability 


In Implementation of wireless number portability, Telecom Decision CRTC 2005-72, 
20 December 2005, the Commission required wireless carriers to port in and port out 
telephone numbers, and granted them direct access to existing Canadian number 
portability systems, without having to meet the competitive local exchange carrier 
obligations at this time. 


The Commission determined that the porting scenarios outlined in Jmplementation of 


wireless number portability, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2005-14, 16 September 2005, 
were appropriate for wireless porting activities between Canadian carriers. 


Other Items of Interest 


Broadcasting Sector 


Linguistic Duality 


In May 2004, the Commission, as a newly designated agency, presented its first Action 
Plan to implement Section 41 of the Official Languages Act (OLA). In May 2005, the 
Commission submitted to Canadian Heritage a Result-based Achievement Report on its 
accomplishments for the period ending on 31 March of the same year. The report 
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reflected the Commission’s commitment to ensure that, within the limits of its mandate, a 
better balance of Canadian services in minority markets. 


The Commission has submitted to Heritage, its three-year action plan for the 
implementation of Section 41 of the OLA and has completed a Results-based 
Achievement Report for the 2005-2006 period. Both documents will be available on the 
CRTC web site. 


Overall, the Commission met the objectives set-out in its 2004-2005 Action Plan in 
pursuing the implementation of its recommendations regarding broadcasting services in 
minority markets, in encouraging communication within the official languages 
communities in minority markets. During the year, the CRTC consulted with official 
language minority communities at various forums to facilitate the exchange of 
information with them. As an administrative tribunal, the CRTC does not manage 
programs or services, nor does it fund activities. However, in achieving its mandate, the 
Commision issues, renews or amends licences, develops policy guidelines and regulates 
and monitors all aspects of the Canadian broadcasting system, all of which are pursuant 
to the Broadcasting Act and the Telecommunications Act. Many of those activities 
contribute to attaining the objectives set out in section 41 of the OLA. 
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SECTION III: 
Supplementary Information 


CRTC Reorganization 


On 15 December 2005, the Commission announced a structural reorganization (detailed 
in the following CRTC Organization Chart), which will enhance its ability to fulfill the 
objectives of the Broadcasting Act and the Telecommunications Act more effectively, and 
to discharge its regulatory responsibilities more efficiently. This reorganization will 
place it in a better position to respond to the realities with which the industries it regulates 
are grappling, as a result of massive and rapid technological change and the blurring of 
traditional boundaries and lines of business. 


Broadcasting and Telecommunications policy and operations are now largely grouped 
under a converged structure and leadership. A new integrated Industry Analysis, 
Economics and Technology section has been be created as a resource for both 
broadcasting and telecommunications. This new section should permit improved 
understanding of the technological and business changes affecting the industries we 
regulate. 


This new structure counts three units, one dedicated to each of broadcasting and 
telecommunications, and the newly integrated section that will undertake activities of a 
more analytical nature on communications industries, markets and technologies. 


The second major change will be a new section which will report to the Secretary General 
and will be responsible for the monitoring and process activities of the Commission. 


It is expected that refinements of this structure will be needed over the next few months, 
as the Commission learns more about the requirements of the environment and the 
potential in the organization. These changes will not, however, be of the same magnitude 
and will be incremental (marginal) in nature.

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Explanation of Revenue 


The CRTC collects fees under the authority of the Broadcasting Act and 
Telecommunications Act and the regulations made pursuant to these Acts, namely the 
Broadcasting Licence Fee Regulations, 1997 and the Telecommunications Fee 
Regulations, 1995. For fiscal year 2005-2006: 


Vv The Part I broadcasting licence fees total $25.1 million which include a $.3 million 
annual adjustment for the year 2003-04. The $25.1 million is made up of $20.0 
million respendable and $5.1 million non-respendable revenues. 


v Part II broadcasting licence fees total $112.2 million (non-respendable). 


Y Telecommunications fees total $24.1 million which include a $.1 million annual 
adjustment for the year 2004-05. The $24.1 million is made up of $18.6 million 
respendable and $5.5 million non-respendable revenues. 


Broadcasting Licence Fees 


Section 11 of the Broadcasting Act empowers the Commission to make regulations 
respecting licence fees. These regulations apply to all licensees other than those classes of 
undertakings specifically exempted under section 2 of the fee regulations. Every licensee 
subject to the regulations is required to pay a Part I and a Part II’ licence fee to the 
Commission annually. For 2005-2006 the CRTC collected a total of $137.3 million from 
broadcasting undertakings ($25.1 million in Part I fees and $112.2 million in Part II fees). 


The Part I fee is based on the broadcasting regulatory costs incurred each year by the 
Commission and other federal departments or agencies, excluding Industry Canada 
spectrum management costs (which are recovered as a component of Part II licence fees) 
and is equal to the aggregate of: 


Y the costs of the Commission’s broadcasting activity; 

Y the share of the costs of the Commission’s administrative activities that is 
attributable to its broadcasting activity; and 

Y the other costs included in the net cost of the Commission’s program attributable 
to its broadcasting activities, excluding the costs of regulating the broadcasting 
spectrum. 


The estimated total broadcasting regulatory costs of the Commission are set out in the 
Commission’s Expenditure Plan published in Part III of the Estimates of the Government 
of Canada (i.e. Part III Report on Plans and Priorities). There is an annual adjustment 
amount to the Part I fee to adjust estimated costs to actual expenditures. Any excess fees 
or shortfalls are credited or charged to the licensee in a following year’s invoice. 


The Part II fee is calculated at 1.365% of a licensee’s gross revenue derived from 
broadcasting activities in excess of an applicable exemption limit. The CRTC collects the

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Part II fees on behalf of the government, with all revenues collected being deposited to 
the Government of Canada’s Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF). The rationale for 
assessing the Part II licence fee is three-fold: 


Y to earna fair return for the Canadian public for access to, or exploitation of, a 
publicly owned or controlled resource (i.e. broadcasters use of the broadcasting 
spectrum); 

Y to recover Industry Canada costs associated with the management of the 
broadcasting spectrum; and 

Y to represent the privilege of holding a broadcasting licence for commercial benefit. 


Telecommunications Fees 


Section 68 of the Telecommunications Act sets out the authority for collecting 
telecommunications fees from carriers that the Commission regulates. Each company that 
files tariffs must pay fees based on its operating revenue, as a percentage of the revenue 
of all the carriers that file tariffs. For 2005-2006, the CRTC collected $24.1 million in 
telecommunications fees. 


The annual fees the CRTC collects is equal to the aggregate of: 


vY the cost of the Commission’s telecommunications activity; 

v the share of the costs of the administrative activities that is attributable to its 
telecommunications activity; and 

Y the other costs included in the net cost of the Commission’s program attributable 
to its telecommunications activity. 


The estimated total telecommunications regulatory costs of the Commission are set out in 
the Commission’s Expenditure Plan published in Part III of the Estimates of the 
Government of Canada (i.e., Part II] Report on Plans and Priorities). There is an annual 
adjustment amount to the telecommunications fees to adjust estimated costs to actual 
expenditures. Any excess fees or shortfalls are credited or charged to the carriers in a 
following year’s invoice. 


Dispute Resolution — Fee Assessment 


The CRTC’s dispute resolution process regarding the assessment of broadcasting licence 
fees and telecommunications fees is summarized as follows: 


e The first point of contact for fee payers concerning issues related to fee 
assessment or collection is the Commission’s Assistant Director, Financial 
Operations and Licence Fee Processing followed by the Director Finance and 
Administrative Services. Fee payers may raise their concerns either by telephone 
conversation, e-mail or letter. To date the CRTC notes that the majority of fee 
payers concerns have been resolved at the staff level. 

e Where an issue cannot be satisfactorily resolved at the staff level, fee payers are 
requested to document the nature of their concern in writing and submit it to the 
CRTC’s Secretary General for formal consideration. Responses to all such letters 
would be provided by CRTC.

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Note 1: In Call for comments on the Commission’s service standard, Broadcasting Public 
Notice CRTC 2006-16, 10 February 2006, the Commission proposed service standards 
for the issuance of decisions on broadcasting applications in a timely manner and in 
accordance with predictable schedule. 


In Introduction of service standards for certain broadcasting applications, 
Broadcasting Circular CRTC 2006-2, 5 April 2006, the comments received from the 
industry supported the Commission’s commitment to ensure that decisions on 
broadcasting applications are issued in a timely fashion. According to the parties, 
improved efficiency and accountability in the Commission’s licensing activities would 
provide for greater certainty in a rapidly-changing industry. Certain parties called for 
even more stringent service standards that those proposed and suggested that additional 
measures should be put in place by the Commission to streamline its procedures. 


In its circular, the Commission announced new service standards for its processing of 
certain types of applications filed after 31 March 2006. These include applications for 
licence amendments and licence renewals currently processed using the public notice 
approach, as well as applications processed using the administrative approach that does 
not entail a public process.

Note 2: Under the Telecommunications Act, the CRTC is required to issue, within 45 business 
days of receipt of a tariff application, a decision on the application, or if it cannot do so, 
a letter indicating when it will issue a decision. 


During the past year the Commission, in response to stakeholder comments received, 
issued Introduction of a streamlined process for retail tariff filings, Telecom Circular 
CRTC 2005-6, 25 April 2005, 


Under the streamlined processes the CRTC informs applicant(s) of the status of 
applications within 10 business days of receipt of a complete application and has 
reduced its average time to dispose of retail tariff applications by 50 percent. During 
the period from 1 April 2005 to 31 March 2006, the average disposition time for tariff 
applications was nine (9) business days. Results posted on the CRTC Web site indicate 
that the new service standards have been met and exceeded. 
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Following its circular, an online survey was developed and emailed to 21 selected 
stakeholders from Telecom companies, responsible for interactions with the CRTC. 
The data was collected during the last week of August 2005. 


In Finalization of the streamlined process for retail tariff filings, Telecom Circular 
CRTC 2005-9, 1 November 2005, the Commission mentioned it was satisfied that 
information it had gathered during the six-month period from Aprii through September 
2005 demonstrated that the streamlining initiatives set out in Circular 2005-6 were 
appropriate. 


Furthermore, in New procedures for disposition of applications dealing with the 
destandardization and/or withdrawal of tariffed services, Telecom Circular CRTC 
2005-7, 30 May 2005, the Commission set out its new initiatives with a view to 
reducing the time period associated with the processing of these types of applications. 
The establishment of these new procedures provides greater regulatory certainty by 
identifying clear, publicly-known steps, timelines and criteria that can be consistently 
relied upon by both customers and carriers. Moreover, the Commission's initiatives 
enable the telephone companies to respond more quickly to market requirements in an 
increasingly competitive telecommunications marketplace. 


Note 3: The CRTC will be issuing a circular this fall announcing new telecommunications 
standards. The Commission made available on its website a service standards quarterly 
report on Tariff filings, for 1 April 2005 to 31 March 2006.

Initial disposition would be the decision or the interim decision if one was issued, or a letter to the 
applicant indicating that the file is being closed as the application is deemed deficient. 

Under Telecom Circulars CRTC 2005-6 and 2005-9, the CRTC is to inform the applicant(s) of the 
status of applications within 10 business days of receipt of a complete application. The CRTC is to 
issue one of the following: 


(a) an order granting the application interim approval; 

(b) a letter stating that it intended to dispose of the application within 45 business days of receipt 
of the application, setting out the reasons why interim approval was not granted; 

(c) a letter either with interrogatories included or confirmation that interrogatories were to follow 
within 5 business days, and an indication that it still intended to dispose of the application 
within 45 business days; or 

(d) a letter indicating that the file was being closed due to deficiencies in the application, 
identifying the specific deficiencies. 


Thus, Service Standard 1 measures the CRTC's ability to produce results within 10 business days. 
Results may be produced, but if they are not issued within 10 business days, then they are not 
counted as success in the report. 


Also, under Telecom Circulars CRTC 2005-6 and 2005-9, the CRTC intends to reduce the average 
processing time for tariff applications. Before 1 April 2005, the average processing time was in 
excess of 55 business days. The CRTC expects to reduce its average time to dispose of retail tariff 
applications by 50 percent over the next 12 months from 25 April 2005, the date of Telecom 
Circular CRTC 2005-6.

Notes to the Financial Statements (unaudited) 
Year ended March 31, 2006 


1. Authority and Objectives 


CRTC was created by Parliament in 1968 under the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission Act. The CRTC reports to Parliament through the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


The CRTC is vested with the authority to regulate and supervise all aspects of the 
Canadian broadcasting system, as well as the telecommunications services providers and 
common carriers that come under federal jurisdiction. The CRTC’s powers in the area of 
broadcasting regulation derive from the Broadcasting Act. Its powers over 
telecommunications come from the Telecommunications Act and from various “special 
acts” of Parliament passed for specific telecommunications companies. 


The following are the program activity descriptions for the CRTC: 
Regulation and Supervision of the Canadian Broadcasting Industry (Broadcasting) 


Supervise and regulate all aspects of the Canadian broadcasting system in order to 
implement the broadcasting policy set out in the Broadcasting Act. 


Regulation and Monitoring of the Canadian Telecommunications Industry 
(Telecommunications) 


Ensure the implementation of Canadian telecommunications objectives set out in the 
Telecommunications Act and to ensure that Canadian carriers provide 
telecommunications services and charge rates on terms that are just and reasonable, and 
do not unjustly discriminate or provide an unreasonable preference toward any person. 


2. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The financial statements have been prepared in accordance with Treasury Board 
accounting policies which are consistent with Canadian generally accepted accounting 
principles for the public sector. 


Significant accounting policies are as follows: 


(a) Parliamentary appropriations and vote-netting - The CRTC is financed in part by the 
Government of Canada through Parliamentary Appropriations (e.g. Statutory Vote for 
Employee Benefits Plans (EBP)) and the balance by vote-netted fees it collects from the 
regulated industries. Vote-netting is a means of funding selected programs or activities 
wherein Parliament authorizes a department to apply revenues collected from fee payers 
towards costs directly incurred for specific activities. CRTC has the authority to use a 
portion of the Part I licence fees collected from broadcasters and a portion of the annual 
telecommunications fees collected from telecommunications carriers to finance the costs 
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it incurs in regulating the broadcasting and telecommunications industries (i.e. 
respendable revenue). The balance of these two fees recovers the costs for items funded 
through appropriations (e.g. EBP) and costs incurred by other government departments 
on the CRTC’s behalf and is classified as non-respendable revenue. 


The accounting of fees collected and the charges to the appropriations in a given year 
does not parallel financial reporting according to generally accepted accounting 
principles since they are primarily based on cash flow requirements. Consequently, items 
recognized in the statement of operations and the statement of financial position are not 
necessarily the same as those provided through fee collection and the appropriation from 
Parliament. Note 3 to these financial statements provides information regarding the 
source and disposition of these authorities as well as a reconciliation between net cash 
provided to Government to current year appropriation used. 


(b) Net cash provided to Government — The CRTC operates within the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund (CRF), which is administered by the Receiver General for Canada. All 
cash received by the CRTC is deposited to the CRF and all cash disbursements made by 
the CRTC are paid from the CRF. The net cash provided to Government is the difference 
between all cash receipts and all cash disbursements including transactions between 
departments of the federal government. 


(c) Change in net position in the Consolidated Revenue Fund is the difference between 
the net cash provided to Government and appropriations used in a year, excluding the 
amount of non respendable revenue recorded by the CRTC. It results from timing 
differences between when a transaction affects appropriations and when it is processed 
through the CRF. 


(d) Revenues -The CRTC collects fees under the authority of the Broadcasting Act and 
Telecommunications Act and the regulations made pursuant to these Acts, namely the 
Broadcasting Licence Fee Regulations, 1997 and the Telecommunications Fee 
Regulations, 1995. These fees are accounted for in the period in which the underlying 
transaction or event occurs that give rise to the revenues. Revenues that have been 
received but not yet earned are disclosed in the Statement of Financial Position as 
deferred revenue. 


(e) Expenses — Expenses are recorded on the accrual basis: 

= Vacation pay and compensatory leave are expensed as the benefits accrue to 
employees under their respective terms of employment. 

* Services provided without charge by other government departments for 
accommodation, the employer’s contribution to the health and dental insurance 
plans, spectrum management, and worker’s compensation are recorded as 
operating expenses at their estimated cost. 


(f) Employee future benefits 
= Pension benefits: Eligible employees participate in the Public Service Pension 
Plan, a multi-employer plan administered by the Government of Canada. The 
CRTC’s contributions to the Plan are charged to expenses in the year incurred and 
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represent the total departmental obligation to the Plan. Current legislation does 
not require the CRTC to make contributions for any actuarial deficiencies of the 
Plan. 

« Severance benefits: Employees are entitled to severance benefits under labour 
contracts or conditions of employment. These benefits are accrued as employees 
render the services necessary to earn them. The obligation relating to the benefits 
earned by employees is calculated using information derived from the results of 
the actuarially determined liability for employee severance benefits for the 
Government as a whole. 


(g) Accounts receivables are stated at amounts expected to be ultimately realized; a 
provision is made for receivables where recovery is considered uncertain. 


(h) Contingent liabilities - Contingent liabilities are potential liabilities which may 
become actual liabilities when one or more future events occur or fail to occur. To the 
extent that the future event is likely to occur or fail to occur, and a reasonable estimate of 
the loss can be made, an estimated liability is accrued and an expense recorded. If the 
likelihood is not determinable or an amount cannot be reasonably estimated, the 
contingency is disclosed in the notes to the financial statements. 


(i) Tangible capital assets - All tangible capital assets having an initial cost of $10,000 or 
more are recorded at their acquisition cost. Amortization of tangible capital assets is 
done on a straight-line basis over the estimated useful life of the asset as follows:

(j) Measurement uncertainty - The preparation of these financial statements in accordance 
with Treasury Board accounting policies (which are consistent with Canadian generally 
accepted accounting principles for the public sector) requires management to make 
estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets, liabilities, revenues 
and expenses reported in the financial statements. At the time of preparation of these 
statements, management believes the estimates and assumptions to be reasonable. The 
most significant items where estimates are used are contingent liabilities, the liability for 
employee severance benefits and the useful life of tangible capital assets. Actual results 
could significantly differ from those estimated. Management's estimates are reviewed 
periodically and, as adjustments become necessary, they are recorded in the financial 
statements in the year they become known. 
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3. Parliamentary Appropriations 


CRTC receives the major portion of its funding through fees assessed against the 
regulated industries, i.e. Broadcasting and Telecommunications, as well as a minor 
portion from Parliamentary appropriations. Since Parliamentary appropriations are not 
calculated on the accrual accounting basis, there is a difference between appropriations 
used and: (a) net results of operations; and (b) net cash provided to the Government of 
Canada. The differences are reconciled in the following tables:

7. Employee Benefits 


(a) Pension benefits: The CRTC's employees participate in the Public Service Pension 
Plan, which is sponsored and administered by the Government of Canada. Pension 
benefits accrue up to a maximum period of 35 years at a rate of 2 percent per year of 
pensionable service, times the average of the best five consecutive years of earnings. The 
benefits are integrated with Canada/Québec Pension Plans benefits and they are indexed 
to inflation. 


Both the employees and the CRTC contribute to the cost of the Plan. The 2005-06 
expense amounts to $4.2 million ($3.7 million in 2004-05), which represents 
approximately 2.6 times the contributions by employees. 


The CRTC's responsibility with regard to the Plan is limited to its contributions. 
Actuarial surpluses or deficiencies are recognized in the financial statements of the 
Government of Canada, as the Plan's sponsor. 
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(b) Severance benefits: The CRTC provides severance benefits to its employees based on 
eligibility, years of service and final salary. These severance benefits are not pre-funded. 
Benefits will be paid from future appropriations. Information about the severance 
benefits, measured as at March 31, are indicated below.

8. Contingent liabilities 


As of 31 March 2006, the Government of Canada (for matters involving the CRTC) had 
claims outstanding as a result of litigation. Two significant claims pertain to challenges 
of the CRTC’s Part II broadcasting licence fees (Federal Court File numbers T2277-03 
and T276-04). The existence and amount of liability depend upon the future outcomes 
of these claims, which are not currently determinable. In consideration of this fact, the 
CRTC did not record these potential liabilities in its books as per government accounting 
policy. 


9. Related party transactions 


As a result of common ownership, CRTC is related to all Govenment of Canada 
departments, agencies, and Crown corporations. CRTC enters into transactions with 
these entities in the normal course of business and on normal trade terms. 


(a) Services provided without charge: 
During the year, CRTC received services without charge from other departments for 
items such as accommodations, and the employer's contribution to the health and dental 


insurance plans. These services without charge have been recognized in the department's 
Statement of Operations as indicated below:

Industry Canada is responsible for the management of the broadcasting spectrum. As 
part of this responsibility, Industry Canada conducts several activities including the 
issuance of technical certificates that accompany the broadcasting licences issued by the 
CRTC where the use of broadcasting spectrum is required, as well as monitoring 

for interference that could affect spectrum use. Total costs related to Industry Canada's 
broadcasting spectrum management are reported to the CRTC on an annual basis, as 
these costs are a component of the Part II broadcasting licence fees collected by the 
CRTC on behalf of the Government. Other services provided without charge to the 
CRTC as noted above are a component of the Part I broadcasting licence fee and the 
annual telecommunications fee collected by the CRTC. 


The Government has structured some of its administrative activities for efficiency and 
cost-effectiveness purposes so that one department performs these on behalf of all 
without charge. The costs of these services, which include payroll and cheque issuance 
services provided by Public Works and Government Services Canada, are not included as 
an expense in the CRTC's Statement of Operations, nor are they recovered as a 
component of the CRTC Part | broadcasting licence fee or annual telecommunications 
feo:
